bellion of the Bajfas of Europe and Jjta, the In- 
trigues of the Seraglio, the Ambition of the Sultana^ 
their mutual Jealoufies, and their vaft Defigris, were 
fo many Fires, which fpread Confufion all over the 
Imperial City, and throughout every Province of that 
extenfive Empire ; but what had almoft put the fi- 
niftiing Stroke to its Deftruclion, was the Confpiracy 
of the favourite Sultanefs of Mahomet III.

This P/ince, upon his Acceflion to the ^Throne, 
after the Death of his Father Amurath> delegated 
his Authority entirely to his Mother, the Sultana 
Baffo: As he was naturally of an indolent Temper, 
and abandon'd to the moit extravagant Debauche- 
ries, he found an infinite Satisfaction, in committing 
to her Care the Adminiftration of all publick Aflairs; 
andalthough die Suit art rf-Queen had brough$him 
two Sons, Sefim, and Mahomet ', it proved no Addi- 
tion to her Power, Baffo alone having engrofled all 
the Confidence of the Emperor her Son. 

She was of the ilkufious Houfe of the Baffu of 
Venice* but born in Candia. Her great Beauty, and 
the Superiority of her Genius, liad render'd herv-fo 
4ear to Amuratb, that during eighteen Years fhe nad 
fceen his fole Favourite ; and the high Title of VaTytc^ 
or Sultan a-Mothtr, which fell to her by thd'.Accef- 
fion of Mahomet to the Throne, foon enabled her to 
Jifplay her natural Capacity for holding, with Glory, 
the Reins of Empire : The Su/tana-Quzcn t nYd wkji 
Ambition, and not able, without the utmoft.Difplea- 
fare, to bear that any one but herfelf fhou'd have a 
Share in the Government, not having the leait Re« 
gsilnd to the Love wherewith the Emperor honoured 
fy$r 9 formed a Deficit to deftroy the V&lidK depoje 
the W<«*> and place l^fflg** ner only Sop jiippn 
'thofffrrone, Selim havA' ' '* ' '* ' " ' '' 
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Emperor o/^Turks. .$ 

. Mahomet was then eighteen Years old ; ancl by'a 
thoufawd fine Qualities;; gave great Hopes, that, un- 
der his Reign , the Ottoman Line wou'd mine out 
with frefh Luilre and Glory. But as the Virtues of 
both the Princes, and People of that Empire, '.onfift 
only in Courage, Policy, and a Defire of aggrandi- 
zing themfclves at any rate ; and their unbounded 
Ambition fcems to have extinguifh'd in them all 
other Sentiments, Nature and Love have but a fmall 
Influence over them : The Son takes up Arms againft 
the Father, the Father works the Deuruclion of the 
Son, and Brothers quench their Thir-ft in their Bro- 
ther's Blood; nor does Clemency and Pity ever find 
a Place in their Souls, but either through Motives of 
Policy or Intercft. 

Accordingly young Mahomet, who did not in the 
lealt degenerate from the Blood whence he was 
fprung, hurried away with the ardent Defire of Com- 
mand, enter'd readily into all the defperate Meafurcs 
of his Mother; who did not venture to acquaint him *'''$ 
with her pernicious Defigns, until fhe had fou'nd'his 
Ambition was fo ungovernable, as not to be retrain- 
ed either by the Dictates of Nature, or the Duty he 
ow!d to ..his Father and his Emperor; againft whomi 
■when in -Company with his Friends, he would {v& 
quentlyffly out into the molt bitter Tnveftives, re- 
proachin^hlm witj^is Debaucheries, and calling 
hiflVbjCtne mofl odious. and injurious Names, regards . 
left of tlie -Relpeft due.to a Parent. He us'd likewift 
to add$thatif ever he (hould happen to fucceednini ! - : , 
ia his Throne H the Face of Aflairs fliou'd foon'b^ 
chang'd in the Empire: That he wbu'd'himfeif at* 
pear at the Head of his Armies, after the Example 
pfvhis Anceftors ; that he. would* confer no Pott&™ 
pmchtsfbut on.fuch as fliou'd bc^'w^

principal Care, propofing to himfelf the Life of $e- 
dim, and of his Son Soliman the Magnifccnt, as his 
Model. 

Such Difcourfe could not fail of gaining him 
Friends, amongil Perfons always ready to fhake oft* 
one Yoke to put on another ; and the Creatures of 
the Sultana Queen, taking care to inculcate it into 
the Soldiers and the common People, had foon fecu- 
red themfelves a powerful Faclion. The Sulta?icjs y 
who had apply'd her felf to gain over the Baffas and 
principal Officers of the Janizaries and Spabis, did 
not in the leail doubt of the Succefs of her horrid 
Project, when Providence., ever watchful over the 
moil minute Actions of Mankind, decreed that the 
Imprudence of this Princefs mould difcover her in- 
human Machinations, and that what ihe proposM as 
the Means of her Advancement mould prove the 
immediat^Caufc of her Ruin. 

There was then at Conftantinoflc an Aflrologer of 
■nn extraordinary Reputation; this coming to the Ears 
of the Sultana Queen, that Princefs, not fatisfy'd with 
having prepar'd all things for the Definition of the 
Emperor, and for the Advancement of her Son to 
the Throne, had a mind likewife to Itrengthen him 
with the Afliftance of the Stars, and learn from 
thence his future Fortune; a Weaknefs the almoft 
infepmble Companion of female Ambition. This 
Princefs having chofen an Eunuch, in whom me «- 
pofed an entire Confidence, gave him thcl©ay.and 
Hour of Mahomet's Jiirth, and fent him to the A- 
ilrotoger, with Orders to calculate his Natj^ty with* 
out lofing a 'Moment. The Artiit pretended imme- 
diately'tofet about it; but as he had been previoujly 
Info^iy of the Difpofuion of both the Motherland 



and 
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Emperor of the Tvrks. £ 

Tn the mean while, the Eunuch having confiderM 
that this Event was very uncertain, and that he might 
be well allured of a confiderable Reward, oa difco- 
vering the Plot to the Grand Senior, made no fcru- 
ple of betraying the Sultanefs; but having received 
the Afhologer's Anfwer, went diredly to the Em- 
peror, carry M him the Prediction, told him thePar- 
riculars of the Confpiracy, and even nam'd to him 
fome of the Confpirators. 

The Grand Shnior, aftoniih'd at the Auda- 
cioulncfs of the S«//,j//a-Queen, and the Difloyalty of 
his Son, caus'd them both inilantly to be fciz'd, with 
fourteen of their Accomplices. The Sultana us'd her 
utmoil Efforts to obtain leave to jultify herfelf at his 
Highness Feet, but the Emperor wou'd neither 
confent to fee, nor hear her, but gave Orders that (he 
mould be thruft into a Sack, and thrown into the 
Sea, which was immediately put in Execution. This, 
done, having caus'd his Son to be brought before 

him, who denyM ftrongfy his having been any ways 
concemM in the Confpiracy, he had him flrangled 
in his. Prcfence, without deigning to give him a 
Hearing Healfoordcr'd the Aitrologcr to be brought 
before him, and after reproaching him with the Fal- 
ihood of his Art, deliver'd him up to the fatal BotV- 
ltring, and all who were fufpected to have been con- 
cerned in this Plot, underwent the fame Fate* 

This bloody Execution, being performed with fo 
much Precipitation, caus'd great Murmurs amongft 
the People and the Soldiery, notwithstanding the 
(.-are that was taken to give out, that young Mahomet 
was incapable of having any Children, and that if he 
had afcended the Throne, the au£uit Race of the 
.Ottomans would have been extincV^'As there hid 
been Proof of the contrary, they ftill mountfel hi*

a 3, Sons, 
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Sons, by feveral Odalijks, (the Name given to the 
JLadies of the Grand Signiorh Seraglio) fuel now re* 
inaining only two, viz. Acbmct and Mujlapha - T 
both Sons of the OJalife Pbilatra : who after the 
Death of the SuItana-Quccn, aflumM the Title and 
Rank of Hajfaki, or Su/taxa-Qitcen, and /Ickmei, her 
eldeft Son , was declared preemptive Heir to the 
Empire. 

This Sultanefs was born in the Ifle of Cyprus, 
and of all the Odalljki whom Mahomet III. honoured 
with his Affection, was the only one whom he really 
loved; her Beauty, Sweetnefs of Temper, and a 
thousand agreeable Qualities which flic pofTef&'d, ren- 
dering her extremely dear to him. She fcem'd to 
have no other Ambition but that of plea/ing him, 
without intermeddling with Intrigues of State. As 
ihe had not brought the Emperor her two Sons, till 
long after the Suit 'ana -Queen had bore him Mahomet > 
nothing difturb'd the Tranquillity of the Life fhe had 

prefcrib'd her fclf, but the Fear of feeing her Chil- 
dren facrifie'd to the Cruelty of the Heir to the Em- 
pire, if ever he Jhould afcend the Throne. This 
Thought often drew Tears from her Eyes, and fhe 
cou'd find no Confolation in thofe melancholy Mo- 
ments, but in the officious Services of a young Jew- 
tfsy named Keira-Kaden, who had devoted her fclf to 
her, fome time before the Death of young Mahomet,

This Jctot/s, who was full of Wit and Ambition*, 
knowing that Pbilatra was the belt beloved by the ; 
Emperor of all the Odalifis, fornVd a Defignto gu '$ 
her felf introduced to her. To compafs this the 
more eafily, fhe took a Voyage to the Jflc of Cyprus, , 
■where being arriv'd, flic went directly loNtcofia, 
he fifty where the Sultanefs was born. There, ha- ; 
v[i]#(!informM her fclf of all the Particulars of her i 
*r88L'«VCn from her Infancy, to the Time when /lie ••

was carried away to be placed in" the Seraglio 
of Mahomet III. flie returned to Conftant'tnople, more 
plcas'd than ever with her Defign ; and by making fc- 
veral Prefents to the Kilter- Agafi , or Chief of the 
Bhck Eunuchs, obtain'd Admittance to the Sultanas, 
under tiie pretence of felling them fome fine Jewel . 
To that end, fhe provided herfelf with the choiceit 
Toys and Jewels ; and as her Gcnerofity had gain'd 
over the Kijltr- Agafi to her Intereft , he {poke of 
her in fuch advantageous Terms to the Sultanas^ tl>at 
the very fir ft Day he introduced her to them, they 
receiv'd her as well as flie could have dcnVd. 

Having obtain'd this Point, the artful Jewefs knew 
(o well how to pleafe their Fancies and their Vanity, 
that they would never afterwards buy any thing but 
of her; and by her fprightly Wir, agreeable Behavi- 
our, and Cunning, fhe gain'd fuch. an Afcendant o- 
ver Pbilatra, that ihe could never endure to be a Mo- 
ment without her. In effect*, Kdra afways en- 
tertained her with fome plcafmt Story, to divert her 
from the melancholy Reflections fhe would fome- 
times make, upon the future Fate of her Children ; 
by which means, fhe infmuatcd her felf, at laft, into 
her Affection to fuch a degree, that Pbilatra could 
not be at reft, until flie had bound her entirely to 
her Service: With this Defign flie defircd and ob- 
tained of the Saltan, the Permiflion to keep Ktira 
always with her. 

Kara, who had ever this alone in View , was 
now at the height of her ]ny , and being willing 
to kerne her lutcrcft in the Sultana, made her 
believe , that her Acknowledgment for all her 
Favours, wou'd not fufler her any longer to conceal 
her being Millrefs of all the Secrets of tkej'mijb 
Cabala; and that the peculiar Gift- of knowing 
what waa paft, prefent, and to come, '(with rdbeft 
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to the Ottoman Empire) had been conferral upon hep 
by Heaven. 
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" But, Jvfadam , continued the crafty Jewefs> 
throwing her k\i at Fbilatras Feet, I muft con- 
M jure you to keep what I fhall tell you an inviola- 
w o\z Secret: I had devoted every Moment of my 
Life to your Service, even before I had the Ho- 
nour to approach you: All that 1 have hitherto 
done, has only been in order to obtain that Hap- 
pinefs, to tiie end I might inform you of the Glo- 
ry de/ign'd you by Heaven, if you will vouchfafc 
to follow my Advice". Then , to convince her 
of her Skill, fhe gave her an exact Account of all 
that had befallen her, from the time of her moll ten- 
der Infancy, to the time of her Entrance into the 
Seraglio, adding thereunto a thoufand Particulars, 
which were only known to Pbiiatra; but which fhe 
had found.out, as being the neceflary Conferences 
of what 4iad been told her of that Sultana. 

Nothing could be greater than the Aftonifhment 
of that Princefs at thefe Difcovcries ; wherefore ima- 
gining that Keirn was an Angel fent her by Maho- 
met, to guide and dired her in-fjl the Actions of her 
Life, fhe embraced hfit' tenderly, loaded Jier with 
rich Prefents, and .promisVi to. do nothing for 
.the future without^conjylting }\cr: And to begin to 
give her fome eiTentfai Marks of her Confidence, fhe 
forthwith informed her of her Fears, on account of 
thQ Inhumanity of the Ottoman Emperors; who on 
afcending the Throne, made it their almoft con- 
flant Practice to wafh their Steps in their Brother's 
Blood; adding, that this could not full of happening 
to her Sons , AchmH and Muftapba , if Mahomet 
fliou'd come to the Empire. Kcira made no tem- 
ple of encouraging her, bj^fromifing her a more fu- 
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vourable Defliny for her felf and the Princes her 

Sons. 

Such was the Situation of the Sultanefs Pbilatra's- 
Mind, when the Confpiracy of the Hajfaki was dif- 
cover'd, and the Death of that Princefs and young 
Mahomet , rais'd her to a Rank, with the Hopes 
of which fhe had never yet dafd to flatter her fel& 
This Event rendered the Jewefs yet more dear to 
her, and fhe did not fail to all edge this bloody Cata- 
ftrophe, as a Confirmation of her Predi&ions. la 
effcel, every thing confpired to give them an Air of 
Truth. The Emperor Mahomet, having reflected 
in cool Blood, on his extreme Severity, in taking a- 
way the Life of a Son he had lov'd fo tenderly, fell 
into fuch a deep Melancholy, as brought him to his 
Grave ; beingfo much the lefs able toovcrcome it, as 
his Body was already emaciated by his frequent De- 
baucheries ; lie died fuddenJy, after but one Night's 
Illnefs, having felt hardly any Pain, Anno 1603. aLt - 
the Age of Thirty eight : Never was Emperor 
lefs lamented by his Subjects, who were unanimous- 
ly of Opinion that he hid fully \1 the Glory of his- 
Anccflors, and that his Death wai a Happinefs to 
the Empire. 

^Immediately after his Dcrcafe , the Baffds being 
apprehenfivc of the Difpofition the People and Sol- 
diers were then in, ran to the Apartment of Sultan 
Achmct, whom, ah hough but fourteen, they fet up- 
on the Throne. Thereupon he made the Cavalcade 
ufual upon thefe Occafions, through the City, with., 
the univcrfal Applaufes of the People of all Ranks and- 
Degrees. This Prince had in him the Seeds of ma- v 
«y Virtues; he was ambitious, but yet his Soul ua^ 
fufccptiblc both of Love and Pity, two Paffioiw,, 
yhcrcof he plainly fhew'd himfelf not infenfiUc,.whci* 
Ac was dcclnrU preemptive Heir to ihc Empire. For' 
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Lis Brother Muflapba, corning to congratulate him 
upon his new Dignity, threw himfclf at his Feet, 
conjuring him to remember that he had always loved 
him; and that fince Providence had now fecured 
him from the Fear of Death, by the Deceafe of his 
elder Brother, he would likewife fecurc him from 
the Horrour of being facrirked by one who was To 
dear to him. 

Achmei, who condemned this inhuman Cuftom, 
Was mov'd to Companion at this humble Rcqueil, 
and having embraced him, fwore folemnly, that if 
ever he came to the Empire, he would never at- 
tempt any thing either againft his Life or Liberty ; 
but this good natural Difpofuion was foon corrupted 
by the Luxury of the Seraglio, and the Sequel fuili- 
ciently ftew'd, that he was neither Jefs jealous of his 
Authority, nor Jefs vicious than his Predeccilbrs. 

' In the mean while, Pbilatra being become Valide, 
or Sultana- Mother^ began to give fome Proofs of her 
Power, by having the Sultana Buffo, Widow to Amu- 
rath III. and Mother to Mahomet III. confin'd in the 
Old Seraglio. As {lie was no lefs jealous of her Pow- 
er -and Wit, than the former of ihofe Emperors had 
been before her, fhe had the Addrefs to obtain of 
her Son Jchmet a particular Order for her Confine- 
ment. Baffo y being furpriz'd at this Aclion, diiTcm- 
blcd hcrRefcntment, and only denYd Permiflion to 
embrace the Emperor her Grandfon for the lafl time; 
but the Eunuch who carried her the Order, being 
apprehenfive of her great Genius, refufed it her, tel- 
ling her it was exprefsly forbidden,, and that me 
muft obey. Hereupon giving full fcope to her Re- 
sentment, /he loaded the Eunuch and Bajftfs with 
Abufes, without fparing even the Sultana Valide* 
and commanded her Women to break tvery thing in 

her Apartment; and although this was a capital 

Crime, 
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Crime, they feconded fo well the Fury of their Mi" 
ftrefs, that they broke all, Glafles, Chryftals, and 
China, and fhatter'd in pieces every thing that could 
not refill the Weaknefs of their Arms : But this Rage 
avail'd no more than her Tears and Cries, which 
produced no other Effeft, than to be the Subjecl of 
the Diverfion and Raillery pf the Court. 

After her Departure, the Vnlld'e took PofTeffion of 
the Rank and Honours which B/rfo had enjoy 'd fo 
long: They found immenfe Riches, which this Su/- 
tmte r s had heapM up during the two former Reigns, 
and' which the Valule caufed to be carried to the Sui- 
M/z'sTreafury: This done, fhe, in concert with the 
i?^.f,apply'd her iclf to form a new Seraglio for the 
young Emperor, having fent to the Old one all the 
OlaUJks of Mahomet III. without fparing even one 
of the moil beautiful, named Tatlma , whom that 
Monarch had never honoured with his Bed. As 
tVwSuItdwjs has a great Share in this Hiltory, it 
will be neceflary before we proceed farther, to give 
fome Account of her. 

She was born in Zatwia, a little Province of 
Greece, of Chriftian Parents. The Fanie of her 
j^rcat Beauty excited the Curiofity of Saftgiac Beg, 
Governor of the Morea, as he was going a Progrefs 
thro* his Government, infomuch that he obliged net 
Parents to bring her to him. They obey'd him, 
like Slaves, and the S/mgiac Beg could not behold 
i'o many Charms, without being deeply wound- 
ed; but the Wit of Ftitima f which fur patted even 
the Graces of her Perfon, cornpleatcd the Conqueft 
of his Heart: Yet notwithstanding this Violence df 
his Love, the Jntcrcit of his Fortune caufed him to 
•make fuc-h Reflections, as let Bounds to t'»c Ardour 
•fhisPaflion. : * ; *' 
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He confider'd Tatima , as an infallible Means ol 
Tailing hiinfelf, in prefenting her to the Grand Sig- 
xior, to whofc voluptuous Temper lie was no Stran- 
ger; wherefore making his Love give way to hi< 
.Ambition, he carried her to Conjianiinofle ', and 
fhew'd her to the KiJIer- Agafi ' , who having found 
her worthy to be prefented to Mahomet, put her in 
the Number of the Qdalifks. But that Prince, being 
overwhelm'dwith the Troubles, which the Commo- 
tions in Afia, and the Divifions within the Seraglio 
perpetually gave him, took no manner of notice of 
Fatimah Charms' infomuch that during three Years, 
which he liv'd after her Entrance into the Seraglio, 
he never faw her but when fhe was firft prefented to 
Kim. Neverthelefs , after his Death, fhe was con- 
founded among thofe who had fhar'd in his PIeafure e 7 
and conducted to the old Seraglio, like the others 
who were the Widows of that Emperor. 

Hereupon the Governor of the Morea, whofc P.if- 
fion was not extinguinYd, being ovcrjoy'd at an E- 
vent which gave him fome Hopes of po/Tc fling her, 
"found the Means to let her know his Love, and his 
DefignsJ^and Fatima, who had been heartily weary 
of the Serag /to, even during Mahomed Life, having 
neither partaken of the Pleafurcs nor the Honours 
of that Palace, being yet more chagrined at her Con- 
finement in the old Seraglio, received the Propofals 
of the Sar.giac-Begy and concerted Meafures with 
him to obtain the uniting of their Fortunes for ever. 
But their Dcfign proved abortive, by an Adventure, 
which neither the one or the other of them could 
have expected. 

The Emperor Achmet > whofe Temper was no 
Jcfs fufceptible of foft Impreflions, than his Father 

Mahomet s> notwithstanding his great Youth, Taw 

, with 
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with Plcafure, with whatEagernfs they flrovc to fill 
his Seraglio with the greateft Beauties of his Empire. 
His firfl Inclination was for a young Greek, about 
fifteen Years old, named Nsijfia, who for fome Time 
kept PoiTeflion of his Heart, without any Partners 
therein, although he often admitted Rival?, danger- 
ous for their Beauty, to be partakers with her in hjs 
Pleafurcs. Ct e, y /* *-£ 4 H &h ^ a{ fr 

Amongfl the Reft, was an Odalijki narrfd Kfafim, 
Daughter ofaGrrY^Priell of Romania, whofe Charms 
had nothing in them that was extraordinary ; but 
neverthelefs, her fine Senfc, her piercing Wit, her 
fprightly and ingaging Temper, with a Behaviour 
entirely Graceful, rendered her altogether one of the 
moft amiable Women in the Seraglio. According- 
ly, tho' her Charms made no very deep Impreffion 
upon Acbmet, and all he felt for her was a tender 
Friend/hip, join'd with a fort of Confidence which he 
repofed in her, this Sort of Tenderneft did not fail to- 
render her ncceflary to him in all his Parties of Plea- 
fure. NaJJia, and the other Odalijksj being perr 
fuaded that Achmct was not in Love with her, be* 
held her without Jcaloufy; and the artful Kiofew, 
who had form'd to herfelf a Plan for her future Be- 
haviour, and whofe fuperiour Genius had made hery 
as it were, forefee, that a molt glorious Deltiny was 
referv'd fur her hereafter, knew fowell how to con- 
form herfelf to the Humours of her Rivals, that fhc 
was generally chofen Umpire of the Differenccs,which 
happened between them. 

^ Whilft Acbmet began thus to give himfelf up to 
his Pleafurcs, ti\s$nltana-¥aUdti being govcrn'd by. 
the Advice of the Jewefs Keira>Kaden % made her- 
felf fole Miftreft, by Degrees, of the Imperial Au- 
thority, wherein her artful Confident, had very 
foonasweat a^ Share as herfelf; having foimjJ the? 
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Means to render herfelf as dear to the Son, as fhe 
was before to the Mother. That Prince having fal- 
len dangeroufly iJ] of the Small- Pox, his Life was 
defpaired of for feveral Days, which put the Sultana- 
Valide* and her Creatures, in the utmoft Perplexity. 
But Keira-Kaden, having always Recourfe to her 
pretended Intercourfc with Heaven, aflured her fo 
pofitively that the Emperor wou'd not die, that Hie 
thought Hie cou'd not do better, than to place her 
about him ; to the End that by the Charms of her 
Converfation, and her affiduous Care, fhe might 
both divert Achmet from the profound Melancholy 
into which his Illnefs had plunged him, and at the 
fame Time be more at Hand, to have an Eye upon 
the Medicines that were given him. In Effect, the 
Jezvefs was fo very attentive to the Recovery of the 
young Monarch's Health, that me alone reftored 
him to it; giving him from Time to Time a little 
Wine,' which fhe had fecretly convey'd into the 
Seraglio, and conceal' J with the utmoit Care.- 

This Cordial had fuch a powerful Effecl, upon a 
Stomach which had never before been ufed to it, 
that this Prince was very foon out of Danger ; and 
Kelra-Kaden giving him that Liquor, at proper 
Times, and with due Caution, not only brought him 
again to his Taltc, which was almott gone through 
the Violence of the D/llemper; but when flic found 
he was in a Condition, to take fame Plealure in 
her Converfation, exerted all the Wit whereof flie 
was Miftrefs, to divert him agreeably. To this End 
fhe had a Magazine of Amours and gallant Stories 
always ready, which flic told with fuch a Grace, 
that flie not only cured Achmtt of his Melancholy, 
but charm'd him to fuch a Degree, that he coli'd no 
more be without her; but call'd her his fecond Mo- 
ther, and declared openly that flic alone had faved 

his Life. . ,::■•'. ; t n 
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The Suhana-Valtdk, overjoy'd, at that Prince's 
being (o gracioufly difpofed towards her Favou- 
rite, contributed to the uTiiolt of her Power to 
her Advancement ; which Ackmcfs Gratitude fe- 
conded to fuch a great Degree, that Keira-Kaderfs 
Ambition mull have been fatisfy'd, if there were a 
Poflibility of fatiating that Paflion. She faw, in a 
little Time, all the great Officers of the Porte at her 
Feet, and all the Trcafurcs of the Empire at her 
Difpof '1 : All the Emperor's Favours were diftribu- 
tcd only by her Hands ; and to give evident Proofs 
of her Authority, fhe removed at Pleaiure, Officers 
of the grcatcft Importance; fubftituting daily one 
Miniitcr in the Place of another, for confiderable 
Sum r , infomuch that even to the high Office of 
Mufti, every Poll was given to the beft Bid- 
der. 

This exceflivc Power, which grew daily greater, 

for the Space of two Years, alarm'd at hit the great 

Officers oi the Empire ; mod of whom g.ivc out a- 

mongll the Soldiery, that the State was governed 

only by an infatiablc Slave, who converted to her awn 

Ufe, the very Money fet apart for the Payment^of 

the Troop?. Even Druis, the Grand Fizier, Who 1 

was apprchcnfive for himfclf^ and fufpcflcd that*his ; 

Ruin was in Agitation in the Seraglio, fomented 

thefc Reports underhand ; and by the Means of fe- 

vcral Officers of the Janizaries, with whom he' 

held an Intelligence, he brought them to revolt in 

September 1605, infomuch that to the Number of 

thirty Thousand, both Janizaries and Citizens, 

who join'd with them, they invcfled the Seraglio, 

with horrible Outcries, demanding the Head of the 

Jcwcfc Kdra-Kaden,

The Redoubling of their Imprecations, their 
Threatning even to attack the Seraglio, and dc- 
pofe the Sultan, made Achtnet tremble ; being 
terrify'd at the Danger that furrounded him, he 
aflembled the Divan, where, after a Jong Conful- 
tation, they refolved, that for the Good of the 
State, and the Prefervati'on of the Emperor, 'twas 
neceflary tofatisfy the Mutineers, and to deliver up 
Keira- Kaden. 

Achmtt, who was then but Sixteen, and follow'd 
only the firft Dilates of the Heart, which incline all 
Men to love and cherifh, whatever they think either 
beneficial or agreeable, was fenfibly afflicled at being 
obliged to abandon his Favourite. He figh'd, he 
wept, and made grievous Lamentations, but to no 
Purpofe, there was a Ncceflity to comply; neither 
were the Complaints, and Tears of the J(tvefs, of 
more Effect. They tore her from the Arms of the 
Sultana-Falidh who was in the utmoft Defpair, at 
furrendering her up to the Mutineer.-, who Joaded her 
with all Sorts of Indignities; Jeading her after an 
infamous and cruel Manner, through all the Streets 
of Conftantinople, which done, ^ they tore her in a 
thoufand Pieces, and then threw her Piece-meal in- 
to the Sea. 

Such was the dreadful End of a moft fudden, and 
tnoft prodigious Inftance of the Mutability of For- 
tune; Providence having decreed that her Fall 
fliould be attended with the lame Rapidity as her 
Advancement. Happy f if fuch terrible Examples, 
fo often repeated fince rhc Beginning of the World, 
would teach Men to reltrain thcmfelves within the 
Bounds prefcribed them by Heaven ; and if their 
Eyes, which are dazzled with the Splendour of a 
win Grandeur, could at Jail di (cover, that this is but

) The Death of YLeira-Kaden appeas'd the Muti- 
neers; but it railed, in Achmet\ Mind, flich Suf- 
ijsicions of the Grand- Vizier, as nothing cou'd re- 
-jnove. Being perfuaded within himfejf, that he 
[rhad been the Caufe of that Woman's Ruin, he left 
\no Stone untnrn'd to be aflured thereof} and when 
jhe was convinced of the Truth, and that he 
?.had been the Author of the Rebellion, he fwore 
|vvithin himfelf, to take a fignal Re\enge. But this 
jiEvcnt having taught him to diflemblc, he conceal- 
ed his Refcntment with the grcateil Care, affecting 
jlto repofe an entire Confidence in the Vizier; till he 
|had laird him fo effectually afleep, by thefe deceit- 
mil Appearances, that at the very Moment, when 
&ie thought himfelf mod in his Mailer's good Graces, 
{being the very Evening before a Hunting-Match, 
lat which he was to have made one, he had him 
jflrangled in his Palace. 

I This Revenge fecrrTd to reftore Achtnrt to him- 
felf, and to comfort him for the Lofs of Keira-Ka* 
detty which the Prefcnce of the Grand-Vizier brought 
f continually into his Mind; The Charms of Naffiii 
( and the insinuating Wit, and Behaviour, and agree- 
able Convention of Kiofcm> finihVd the Cure, and 
quite banihYd from his Memory all Melancholy: 
Thoughts ; the one by the Love wherewith fhe had ' . *■&' 
infpired him, and the other by the tender Friendship 
which inclined him to her.' Kiofem was tall and 
well-fhap'd ; but relying Ids upon her Charms than 
upon her Wit, flic had prefcrihed to hcrfclf fuch a 
Conduct, that its refin'd Policy ferved her as a 
Foot-Stool, to arriveat that Greatncfi, to which (lie 
was feen to rife, under the Reigns of her Sons 
Murath IV. and Ibrahim. 
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In the mean while Achmet, although very mur} 
in Love with NaJJia, cou'd not refill the CJiarm^o 
a new Odalijk, named Nema, who together with ; 
great Beauty, was Miftrefs of a fprigluly Wit, h: : 
of fuch lively and agreeable Sallies, as pleas'd him !'< 
highly, that he feem'd even to give her the Prefer 
ence of Najfia. Nema, proud of having got the bet 
ter of her Rival, gave hcrfdf up to Joy, which' ad 
ded frefh Fire to her Wit; and made her invent arc 
fay a thoufand* fharp, delicate, and piquant Tilings 
which diverted Achmet extremely, and attracted hi. 
Inclinations. As me was excellent at Raillery, fh< 
-fpared no Body, not even the Minifters of the Sr- 
raglio, which made her not very agreeable to a grea 
many. One Morning as flie was walking alone with 
the Sultan, in the fine Gardens of that fumptuow 
Palace, flie told that Prince, that flie had a finguhr 
Thought come into her Head, the putting which in 
Execution, Ihe believed might divert him agree- 
ably. 

Achmtt, who began to love her with a fincerc 
, Paffion, immediately prefc'J her to tell him what ii 
was ; It is, fays fhe, my Lord, a Frolick of a new 
" arJt> and which I flatter my fclf, will afford your 
tefs abundance of PIcafure ; 'tis to go in the 
Afternoon to the old Seraglio, and vifit all the fuper- 
. arjnuatcd Beauties who are confined there. This 
vMPropofal feem'd fo whimfical to the young Empcr- 
* or, that he immediately confented to it, and'order'd 
all Things to be got ready for going to the old Serag- 
lio after Dinner. This News being fprcad amonglt 
thofe fair Captive?, they ftrove with the utmoft e- 
mulation, to let off their Charms to the beft Advan- 
tage, with all the Additions which a moll mag- 
nificent and gallant DreCa cou'd contribute; hop. 
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jnp they might Mill charm \\vtSultan, and thereby get 
out of a Place which they Jookcd upon as a Prifon. 

The Stiltflfia-Bflffo, Achmet\ Grandmother, flat- 
tering her felf Jikcvvife with the Hopes of being fuf- 
fcr'd to return to the Imperial Palace, if fhe could 
but be admitted to ipeak with the Emperor without 
WitncfTe.s pretended to be fick, that he might be o- 
blig'd to come to her Apartment, and fhe might 
thereby have a fair Opportunity; but the Sultana- 
Valhtiy who had foreieen Baffo\ Intent, charged 
her Son fo ftrenuoufly, not to have the Weaknefs to 
recall her, remonftrating to him that her Ambition 
•wou'd caufe frefh Diibrders in the Seraglio, that he 
[never fo much as went to fee her, nor even vouch- 
safed to a Ik after her, which Neglect flung her fo 
ffcnfibly, that fhe died foon after with Grief. 

In the mean while, the lovely Nema, who had 
likewife drefsM herfelf to the greateft Advantage, to 
cclipfe the Charms of the young Widows, not feeing _ 
any one whofc Beauty could come in Competition- 
with her own, gave a full Scope to her fatyrical^and^-, 
infuhing Temper ; and by a Thoufand pleafant Jells/ 
! which ihe broke upon every one of them, highly di- • 
verted Achmet, and charnVd him more than ever. < 
Infhort, thL Odalijh thought her Triumph perfect 
when the Eunuch, who went from one Apartment 
to another, to inform the Sultanas, that the Emper- 
or defircd to fee them, came to tell his Highnefs, 
that Ftttimabcggd him to excufe her from the Hon- 
our of appearing before him ; judging that fmce her 
Beauty had not been able to touch the Emperor his 
Father, fhe could not poflibly have any Thing to 
njovc him, now that flic was upon the Decline-. r *' i 
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, This Requcft excited Achmet\ Curiofity \i h& 
having already heard talk of the great Beauty of .Hi iji 
!■.; 1 OJafift 
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Odalijk, and being perfeftly well inform'd, that fhc 
ftill was Miftrefs of Charm?, very uncommon, even 
in thofe who weredefiga'd for the Sultan\ Pleafures , 
he fent her an exprefs Order to come be- 
fore him. Fatima^ who had cxpefted as much, 
had neglected nothing that might add to her Beauty, 
and immediately made her Appearance like a new 
Star, whofe Luftre eciipfed all the others, and 
quite dazzled the Eyes of that Sultan. His Admi- 
ration and Aftonifhment render'd him motionlefs for 
fome Time, not being able immediately, to find 
Words expreffive enough, to explain the Sentiments 
of his Heart. 

But at laft, Love loofen'd his Tongue, and hav- 
ing accofted her more like afubmifiive Lover, than 

like a curious Emperor, hereproach'd himfelf high- 
ly, for having depriv'd his Seraglio, of fo lovely an 

Ornament. Fatima reply 'd to this Difcourfe with 
an inchanting Modefty, full of Sweetnefs and Ma- 
jeity, and -there began between them a Converfacion 
full of Wit and Fire ; which at once ftnifh'd the 
Conqueft of Achrnet, and fill'd the Heart of Nema 
with Rage and Jealoufy, infomucii that (he repent- 
ed a thoufand Times having engaged the Sultan in 
.this whimfical Frolick.

: But her Defpair was at the greateft Height, when 
this Prince, being raviuYd with his Conquelt, gave 
liis Hand to Fatima. and turning about difdainiully 
to Nema, commanded her to be conducted to the 
Apartment of this new Favourite. In vain did (lie 
throw hcrfelf at his Feet, to prevail on him to re- 
voke this cruel Order ; her Prayers and Tears could 
obtain nothing of Acbmcty who only anfwer'd her in a 
Tone full of Irony, that me mull ilay in the old Se- 
rngUo $ t\\\ Ftitimafhou'd be brought back again thither, 

'Thus was Nma forced to obey ; and flip had fuffi- 

ckzu 
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dent Time, in this long Exile, to reflect on the ftrange 
Viciffitudes of fublunary Things, and to remember, 
that Wits which can only fhine at the Expcnce 
of others, very often meet with fomewhat to hum- 
ble them, in thofe very Things whereof they thought 
to make their Diverfion, and topleafe their Vanity. 

^T\vi5 from this Moment, and by this Adventure, 
that the DeJign of the Marriage, between Fatima, 
and the Governour of the Motea, was broken off; 
it being theDeftiny of that Officer, to fee his Love 
always fall a Sacrifice to his Emperors. In the mean 
while, the Pallion of Achmet was too violent tofuffer 
him to figh long; elpecially being of a Rank where 
the Defires are as foon gratify'd as declared. That 
very Night, Fatima was hononr'd with the Imperi- 
al Bed ; and the Emperor was {o highly charm'd 
with her, that next Morning, he fettled her a Houf- 

hold, and loaded her with Prefents. This new Am- 
our fiird the Seraglio with Trouble and Confufion, 
by Rcafon of the Jealoufy of Najjia and Fatima 9 
which often broke out to fuch a Degree of Violence, 
that it was not to be appcafed, even by the Autho- 
rity of the Sultan. Kiojem alone, tho' not lefs jea- 
lous than the Reft, having the Addrefs to put a great- 
er Conftraint upon herfelf, foupd the Means, by 
her artful, and iniinuating Temper, r tb reconcile her 
Rivals, and maintain a good Intelligence between 
them. Such a Behaviour could not fail of pleafing 
the Emperor, and if" it did not create in him a real 
Love for her, it at leaft gain'd her his Elteem and 
Friendfhip to a great Degree. 

In the mean while, all thefc Beauties, brought 
Achmet none but Daughters, atwhichhevvas not a 

little chagrin'd. Although his Paflion for Fatima 
did not in the leaft abate, her great Sweetnefs of Tem- 
per, and, her agreeable Carriage, being as great a 

Charm 
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. Charm to him, as the Beauty of her Perfon, he could 
very much have defired, that it had been her For- 
tune to have brought him an Heir to the Empire. 
But that Gloiy was refer ved for a young Maiden, 
xvhofe prodigious Charms, and uncommon Endow- 
ments, made her an Jnflrumcnc of Happinefs Loth 
to her Country and her Family. 

In the Year 1 606, The Aga> calFd, Dck Cbirma 

Agafy y whofa Oifire ir was to coMccl throughout 

Greece, the Tribute of Children, defign'd for the 
Service of the Grand Signior, in his Seraglio, cither 
as his Ichoglans, or Pages, or as Janizaries , being 
arrived at Athens^ and going into the Houfe of an 
ordinary Greek, to perform the Duties of his Office, 
found therein a young Maiden, whole admirable 
Beauty furprized him fo much, that he immediately 
cry 'd out, Suck a Treafure could only be fur the Emper- 
or of the MuJJitlwans, and in Spite of her Mother, 
who was all diflblved in Tears, tore her from her 
Arms.

■Her Name was Baftlia ; flic was about fifteen 
Years old; her Parents were very poor, but Ilrongly 
devoted to the Cbriflian Religion ; and notwithstand- 
ing their miferable Circumflanccs, had given their 
^Daughter a fine .Education ; a charitable Monk of 
ofihe Order of St. 7?/;/* /having taken her under his 
Care. The -good Man, finding in this young 
Plant a very happy Dilpofition, had imbcilifiYd her 
M'md with a thoulandmie^ Qualifications, which ren- 
dered her yet more amiable, than the Luilre of her 
Beauty- liei good Senfe, hcrModcfty, the Swcu- 
nefs of her Co/iverfution, together with a foft, en- 
gaging Air, gavchcr I call Actions an unconceivable 
Charm, which gnin'd her every Heart. 
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All the City of Athens murmur'd at this Violence 
of the Agn% but that was all they could do; this 
mif'erable People, being reduced to extreme Pover- 
ty ; without Arms, without Power, and without 
Leaders, being even Slaves to the Tyrants that op- 
prcls them, could only bewail with Tears the De- 
parture of the incomparable Bafilia. Her Mother, 
embracing her lor the UftTime, charged her Jtrenu- 
oufly, to be mindful, all her Life, of her Religion, 
her Country, and her Family, to which this beaute- 
ous Maiden could make no other Anfwer than by 
Tears; but as fhe was of a fwect Temper, and an 
unfhaken Conllancy of Soul, fhe endeavour'd to com- 
fort hcrfelf for the rigorous Fate to which fhe was 
condemn'd, by the Neceflity of obeying; and re- 
figu'd herfelf up to whatever it mould pleafe Provi- 
dence to decree for her. 

No fooncr did the Aga arrive at Conjlaniinople, 
than he conduced her to the Chief of the black Eu- 
nuchs, who beheld her with Admiration, and im- 
mediately delher'd her up to the Kadum-Kidhi* 
who is a Woman appointed to order all Things 
tlut concern the Odulijhs. The News of the Seau- 
ty of this New-comer being fpread about the Serag~ 
/i'o, the Eunuchs and. Women, .appointedfor theSer- 
vjee of the Od*t/i/is t flrove eagerly to get a Sight of 
her, and aik'd her for the Prcicnts, wlifch alJ" thofc 
^ ho enter that Place, are in a Manner obliged to'give 
them. But" the melancholy • BtJJi/ia-, looking -upon 
mem with a model! and engaging Air, replied, " I 
" have nothing to give you, 'and if J were to make 
" you a Prefcnt, even of the City where I was born, ' 
'* you wpuld be never the richer, fince it is'full of 
" nothing butMifcry and Atfliclion." 
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In the mean while, the Kadum-Kima^ having 
4refs\dher in a Habit, proper for the Rank to which 
flie was deftm'd, conducted her to the Apartment 
appointed for the Odati/ks that are newly arrived. 
■She appearM there with a Lultrc hardly to be born; 
every one fiock'd about .her with Admiration, and 
not in thelcafl doubting but fhe wou'd gain an ab- 
folute Conqueft over Acbmet^ the very firft Moment 

" lie faw her, there was not one who did not beg her 
Protection, and oiler her all the Service in their 
Power. Several of them even prefsM her to tell 

• them, which of the BaJJ'as flie wou'd take under her 
Patronage; afiuring her, that whatever Crime he 
fhould commit, her Eyes wou'd have fuffieient 
Power to clear him. Bafilia anfwer'd all thefe 
Flatteries with the greateft Modelty, and in Words 
equally obliging, and difinterefted ; guarding alike a- 
gainft appearing either too proud, or too familiar. 

. When the Governefs of the Odalijks, had put her 
in a Condition to appear before the Emperor, fhe 
fejtt an Eunuch to inform him thereof. He found 
that Prince in the Gardens, hunting a white Fawn, 
for which the Odaltjks had laid Snares, interwoven 
with Flowers, This Diverfion being over, and the 
Eunuch having delivered his Meflagc, all theW/rf- 
tiflSi alarm'd at this Slave's Account, he alluring 
AcbfflU that the Eye was not able to fupport the 
Luftrec-f Bajilia\ Charms, afle'd the Emperor leave, 
to go and examine into the Truth. 

Accordingly four of them went, proroifing to re- 
turn with a faithful Account of what they fhoulc\ 
f^e. tfuj Mafiliah Beauty furpris&M them fo milch, 
and her witty Anfwers to all their ^QueAions^' fiJlM 
them with fuch Confufion, that inftead of going a- 
■gaiti to the Sultan 9 they ran and (hut themfclvcs 
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up in their Apartments, for mere Spire and Rage. 
The Grand Signzor, who waited for them, not fee- 
ing them comeback, began to fufpeft the Truth; 
and being fenfible that their Flight was the greatcft 
Commendation, that cou'd be beflow'd upon this 
newOJafiJk, went himfelf, v/hhfome Eagernefs, to 
view her. Never was Effect more fudden, than 
that which this young Beauty wrought on that Prin- 
ce's Heart. He forgot from that Moment all his 
other Women; he was even forgetful of his own. 
fji'catnefs; and looking on her only as fome thing 
Divine, he adored her, and became fenfible that 
Inibnt, that till that Hour, he had never known 
really what it was to be in Love. 

Bafiliti had too much Penetration, not to be fen- 
fible ot the Power of her Charms; this raii'd a 
Blum in her Check.;, that made her fee rn but more 

beautiful to the amorous Jchrtct. Bat far from ap- 
pearing proud thereof, fhe became only the more mo- 
duli ; the more the Emperor fcemed tender and fub- 
iniltive, the more fhe humbled herfelf, anfwering all 
(lie paiTioniue Things he faid, with a modeit and 
engaging Softnefs, which at the fame Time that it 
inilurtVl htm with Love, obliged him to a Refpecl, 
whereof he was not Matter. 

The difl'crenceof the Sentiments wherewith Ba- 
ft hn had infpircd him, fliew\i itfelf in his Manner 
of e.vprefling them ; and fir from following the im- 
perious CuJlom, ufed by all the Sultans^ who never 
nunifett their Love but by their Hagemefs to fatisfy 
it, he relblvcd to owe Baft It n\ Heart and Favours, 
only to the Ardour of his Pd (lion, and his afliduous 
Care to pleafc her. To this End, he thai lnffane 
ordcr'd her an Apartment near his own ; gavfeVJjjeft 
ihe Retinue of a W////w-Quccn, gave her the Na^ieft >, 
Qljobaby, and fct no Bounds either to his Prefcn&T' 

C 
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or his Favours. So much Love, and exprefl'cd with 
fo much Delicacy, could, not fail of gaining Bafilias 
Heart; accordingly Hie rcturnM it, after a Manner 
fo tender, and fo difintcrelled, that Athmct thought 
no Moments fo hippy, a* thofehe p.i(Vd in her Com- 
pany. He hardly c\cr left her; her Wit and her 
Love, fupply'd the Place of all Jus other Pleafurc- ; 
and as he loved her whh a ni'iil fmccre Pafliun, Jie 
lie would have her lovM and r.ipeclcd hy all who ap- 
proached her: To this Find, he canlcd consider- 
able prefent.^, in Gold and Jewels, to be diilributed 
in her Name, throughout the Se/tiofjo. 

There needed no more, to draw upon this admi- 
rable Creature, tin: Envy and Hatred of all the O- 
dtilijki* Kif.ttn alone ni.de her Court to her with 
great Exaclnci^; and although 'Jth^hy fiw through 
her Policy, her agreeable and luule Wit plea fed h-'r 
infinitely, and flic loon bccamcasmuch in hcrEllcun, 
as flie was in the SuJttiti^. The aitful Ki r -fa?u who 
forcfaw very well, that tlii c Prince';. I,ovc lor Jolrby 
wap none nf thoic ti.v.Iient Planic^ which Time 

and Poflcllrm c nil- 1 ex.ine.uidi, took the Relnhit'nm 
lo difTemhle the ^reat Vcvuion it gave her, and to in- 
ure Achmct \h mu h to like her, that lie ihould have 
but one Step to male from Liking to Love, in Caic 
any Accident fhould induce him to change. 

With rhisDcfign, fl.c devoted herfclf ilrong'y to 
lier young Rival, afiL'riing her Intcrcll on all Occa- 
fions thatoflerVl ; Ixin^ always caieful, to point out 
to the Sttfttw all the Graces that adorned her; nnd 
exaggerating continually every willy or gallmt, 
Kxprcflion which fell from her Lip*. This Way 
of BcJuviour, rer.iUVd hei yet more dear 10. f his 
Prince, and to his J'a'-ourite, infomuch that i)\^y 
admitted her alure, t> thtir m 'il private. Convje,^ 
tubas h\ order to nuke her (Juurt yet. pnar^ef- 
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feclu.diy, Kh'cM informal Joh.ihy, of the Fcnr ard 
Hatred, withwhichhcrgrc.it Beauty, had infpirc.i 
thole Sultanas, who hnngin'd themfclvc to h-ivc mot 
Shaie in the Tnliau* Love- ; hut the regular Life flic 
had propofed to herfclf, made her entirely indiffer- 
ent, both as to their Thoughts, Fe,;r;, or Hatred. 

As flie loved A(hmct only for himfelf; having r.o 
oth-T View in her Afreet inn, hut the PJc.ifurc of lov- 
ing, and being beloved, /lie made that theutmolr. 
Bounds of her Ambition, never intermeddling with 
any of the A flairs of Government, protecting anv 
BajTa, or a/king any Thing of the Sultan. A Con- 
duct fo prudent, ar.d fo referred, was iniiiiiteJv a- 
grceablc to the Emperor, who was not unmindful 
f hereof, hit pre\entcd her in Ji^r leali Defires. 
Ncvcrthelef% as he thought he could ne\ it do too 
much for her, lie '..as very often at a Lois to confer, 
on her fiich Fa\our3, as might fuiliciemly fpeak the 
Ardour of his PafTion.

..This humorous Flight made ihbmct laugh ; hut 
recovering himfelf loon, and putting on a fcrious 
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Air, " Alas ! faid he, they have all found the 
Means to make me return the Favours they have 
done me ; but you, too haughty Jobaby, as you 
know, that nothing upon Earth is fufficicnt to 
repay, the Happinefs I enjoy in your Poflcflion, 
will not defign to afk mc any Thing, but keep 
me always afraid of being ungivtcfulj. 
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" Wlnt T my Lord, cvy\\ B<ifi!i<u looking on 
** him with Tendcmeis archil the Treafures in the 
World to be compai'd with that I pofl'cfs ? The 
Heart of my Emperor is the only Price that can 
fatifify my Ambition. Ikn^v very well that the 
Views of my PJwls arc far diTc: cnt from mine, 
fince they endeavour to take Adv;>iKagc of vunr 
** Goodnefs, or.lv to enrich themlehrs the more; 
" let them enioy tlvir Richer in Peace, they don't

Jobah utter' d tliefc Word.s with fo much Fire, 
and the Truth was iu evidently painted in her Eyes, 
that the amorous Aibnut could not at full make her 
any Anfwcr, but by a th/utiand Action?, the one mote 
m(ii<matc than the oilur; and when his Tranlporu 
had given him Liberty to exprefs himfelf, '* My 
Dear Jobniy, laid he, I am in Raptures willwmy 
Hflppinck; but this Meart which adores y<jb,$]jpj 
which you value above all Treafure% canQOt^ 
entirely fatisfyM, till you have tryM hovvjjfcrqjj 
*' your Power is over it. Jf you really lovciB^i 
.*' aiFord me the Satisfaction, of difplaying my LoVe, 
" by granting you ibmc Favour ; I afk this of you 'as

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tc a Kitidnefs to my felf, and have a Care, if you

yjjeiht perceiving rh.it the Emperor was deter- 
min'd lo be obey'd, immediately came to a Refolu* 
tion, and throwing herfelf at the Sultan's Feet, 
Well, my Loid, rcpiy'd the, fhcdding a few 
Fe.irs, I mull fubniit to your fove reign PJr> 
furc. Grant tlicn to your Slave, the City of 
AO'tns where I was born, and after my Death 
•' let it belong to the K-.pgr-Agafy ; Co the End that 
my Country, may Ledcliver'd for the future, from 
the Mifery and Oppre/fion, under which it at pre- 
fent groans ; and that my Family may be fenfible 
of the Glory, to which your Highnefs has ad- 
vanced, the too happy B<ifiUa" 

Achmct, charmU with his Fauourite's generous 
Rcmcil, and with hiving lb iine an Opportunity 
of convincing her of his Love, raifed her up tender- 
ly, and erantcd her Dcfire ; and that very Day the 
Pjtcntwa-. p.ifsM. Thusdidtho beauteous Bafilia take- 
Advantageofthis Opponnity, to free her Country from 
the Tyranny it jabour'd under, and convince her Pa- 
rents, \\\ it me had not forgot them. To this End, flic 
ilmed out fuch good O/Jers during her Lite, that 
this unfortuna:e City put on a new Face; and fitted^ 
her Death, ic bus always been the Property of the ^Jp- 
Kijlcr-Agafy, or Chief of the black Eunuchs, who- "*"- 
by their Care and Attention kd\c maintained it in 
the Tranquillity to which B.tfilia had reilored it. 
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Aihmefs Love for this Sultanefs gather'J every 
r lW>frefli Strength j but wlut raifed his Joy to the 
h^hcil Pitch, was her declaring herlclf with Child. 
ll>s Tranfportd, his Favours, his Care, aJJ wasjgjc,^,, 

ceffive. He even fecmM to be beridehimffllfi^«:f 
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the Violence of h^ P t :fIio/i pci funding him, that Hie 
would be deliver'd of a Prince, he was continually 
at her Feet, congratulating himfelf for his gcod Far- 
t'tivj, in bcirg ublig'dto herulone fjr iwiflcir to the 
Umpire. 

<( Wh.it a Pleafnre will it be to me, my dear 
Job.?by, faid he, to declare you Sultann-^uan .*" 
In Effect, he was Jo much prepofTeis'd with this 
Thought, that long t cforc her Lying in, he can fed 
a magnificent Retinue to he prepared for her; no 
Cod was /pared therein, this Prince taking a Plea- 
fnre in ordering and feeing all hiinfelf, not intruding 
it to any Officer. Atlaft he obuin'd his Willi ; Jo- 
baby was happily dclivcrM cf a Son. Bat the Joy 
caufed by his Birth, was not of long Continuance. 
This Child which feem'd to have come into the 
World, in very good Health, died two Days after of 
Convulfions *, which together with the Accidents that 
liefeJ its Mother, and brought her to the Brink of 
Death, made the Sultan judge, that the Rage and 
Jealouly of fomc OdaiijU, had contributed to this 
Misfortune. 

His firft Refolution hereupon, was to have put 
;r them to Death i but having confultcd Klofcm upon 
* v ^that Head, Ihe appeafed him in fome Meaf'ure, and 
.Ji'thatfo much the more ealily, as they allured him 
f £Wthat Bafilia was out of Danger. Therefore he only 
order'd thofe Odali/h to be conducted, to the old Se- 
raglio ; which was done that Jnltant, notwithstand- 
ing their Complaints, and their Protellatiom oftficir 
Innocency. 






In the mean while, Johahy rccovcr'd her Hcaltji, 
- - and grew more beautiful than ever ; and the Suttanj 
<*' whole Paflion was not in the I call abated, comforted 
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himftlf for the Death of this Son, with the Hopes of 
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aroiher. As he \\i(Vd fo it happen'd, me prov'd 
with Child a fecond Time, and brought into the 
World Prince Qun.ir., whole Birth was celebrated 
t v extraordinary Rejoicings. The F.mpcror oiderM 
<\ Duntiim.u which is a great Fdliwd aniongll the 
i'wh ; but in the midlt of thele iigna] Marks, of 
b -eh the People's, and the Su!',m\ Joy , Death 
in t'JTd away the incomparable Puijllui\ who fceni'd 
nnlv to lvxve appcar'd upon Earth, to give Mankind 
an Examcle of Periectiun. 

If Achmefi Love to her was beyond Expreflion, 
hr, Sorrow was no ways inferiour to it. fie was 
ii'.'itAjtdy inconfolable, having nothingbut the Name 
d Jobr.by in his Mouth, as he had her image en- 
grain in his Heart. Thepubliek Joy was changed 
into a publick Mourning ; and every Thing which 
did not fyinpathize with the Sul tuffs Ddpair, be- 
came odious to him, tofucha Degree, that being in- 
fo rnVd that fome of the Oaalijks^ had rejoiced be- 
tween themfelvcs, at the Sultanas Derah, he had 
them thrown into the Sen. Pie likev. ile can fed her 
Funeral Rites to be fdemni/.cd with unufual Pomp, 
wliercin nothing was foigot that might do Honour 
toiler Memory; in ihort, never Piince fignalized 
more, the Exccfiof his Love, or his Aiilidion. 

The politick K'tofem, who knew, that combaffng 
the Paflior.s, i., the only Way to irritate them, fax: ' 
from blaming the Violence of Jhh.'ncfs Dcfpair, ap-^Vj 
plvM herfclf wholly to fecond it, by the Sorrow 
fhe. affected for her Rival's Death; and joining her 
l^WS So his, (lie inured him infeiifibly, to jind no 
greater Satisfaction, ih.in in being often with her, 
an4' , '"talking of Jobabys Perfections. At lalt, by 
introducing artfully, the Name ufQsmati, into all 
their melancholy Convcrfations, and giving the Su/- 
ian to undcriland, that this young Pi iuce ought to 
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be his Confohtion, fincc be was the living Piclure 
of his Mother, /he brought him by Degrees to he 
more calm, and to turn all his Thoughts to the E- 
ducation of that amiable Infant. 

In the mean while Faiima, who during all thefe 
Events, had kept herfelf entirely upon her Guard, 
andfubmitted without Refcrve to the Emperor's Will, 
and judging very rightly, his Love to her to be part re- 
call, was defirous at leait to acquire his Efteem. 
With thisDeiign, fhe devoted herfelf to the Service 
of the young Prince, for whom fhe foon had the Af- 
fection of a Mother; and by her continual Care, and 
-Attendance about him, Ihe gain'd the Confidence of 
-debmet, to that Degree, that he rely'd wholly upon 
her for the Safery of the Life of Ofma/t, who, by her 
exaft Vigilance, efcap'd the fecret Confpiracies, 
daily form'd againft him, by the jealous Sultanas. 

As for Achmet, he pafs'd his Days altogether with 
Kiofem, Fatima, and Ojman, having no other Plea- 
sure but in embracing his Son, recommending him 
to Fatima, and !al!:ing with them of Jobaby. Time, 
however, which dcilroys all Things, abated his 
Grief; but his Heart, which had, as it were, ex* 
haufled all itsTcndcrnefs, in Favour of Bafilia, was 
no longer to be moved by any of the Beauties of his 
Seraglio. He even turned his Eyes away from them, 
with Difdain, as if be was provok'd at their Aflu ranee, 
in attempting to banifh from his Thoughts, the Charms 
of that Princefs; and fixing them only upon Kiofitn, 
who by her continual Complaifance, and Tub- 
mifljve Temper, made him look upon her as one that 
would be a tender and conftant Friend; and who, 
•Without feeming to pretend to his Love, gave him 
a thoufand Proofs of her Affection ; he inured hinv 



felffomuch to her officious Services, that.he thpiuthf- 

be could no Ways better obferve an exaft FidcUty 
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io Bafiliai Memory, then by devoting himfelf to 
one whom fhe had loved, and who, by Reafon of her 
final! Share of Beauty, could not make him fufp.cled 
of inconftancy. 

This way of Reafoning, which proceeded only 
fiom his having accuflomed himfelf to the Company 
of this Odahjky made fuch an Impreflion upon his 
Mind, that he was foon as /irmly atcach'd to Kiofem, 
as ever he had been in his Life. As all fhe had done 
was only with a View o{ bringing him to this Pafs, 
Hie was no fooner allured that the Prince had fix'd 
his Choice upon her, than /he left no Means untry'd 
to keep him hers; and 'twas to be expected fhe 
would fuccced fo much the better therein, as it was 
not by the Charms of a tranfient Beauty, fhe had 
gain'd fuch an Afcendant over himy but it was her 
Wit alone had given her tint Influence. In fhort,, 
this Paffion , ilript of the violent Tranfports of 
a too ardent Love, became the more folid ; and its 
being founded upon a long Confidence, and cemen- 
ted by Eftcem and Friendfhip,- lendcr'd it but the-' 
more durable and Lifting. 

Fatima however beheld the Glory of Kiofe?n with-*- 
out any Jealoufy ; being entirely taken up with young 
Qfman, fhe eftecmU her fclf but too happy, in ha- 
ving been thought worthy to breed- him up. But it 
Mas not fo with Kiojem ; her unbounded Ambition,. 
which had indue'ei her to put a Conflraint upon her 
itlf for fo long a time, made her obferve with Sor- 
row, that young Of man rivaled her in Achm(t\ 
Hearty and fhe imagined her Foitune Hill pre-- 
carious, when flic faw all her Wifhes crown'd by a^ 
hippy Pregnancy; which nuking her Mother to a 
Fiince, whom the Sultan named Amuratb , raisVU 
her to the Dignity of tinjfaki, or SuJtana-Q^ccn. 

* 
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To this Athmct added a magnificent Equipage ; 
and caufed infinite Honours to be paid her; not long 
after which, to raife her Happinefs to the highelt 
Fitch, this ambitious Princefs was deliver' J of a fe- 
cond Son, who was called Ibrahim. This Fruitful- 
nefs gave the Sultan fo much Joy, that not thinking 
any thing fufficient to reward his Favourite, he went 
to his Treafuryto look a Prefent worthy of being of- 
fered her; and it caufed an extreme Surprize, to 
fee him choofe two Diamond Pendants, of an extra- 
ordinary Size, joinVl to two of the fineft Oriental 

Rubies, which were valued together at five Mil- 
lions Sterling. 

The haughty Ktofcm wore this coflly Prefent as 
long as fhe liv'd ; but in the End it provM as fatal to 
to her, as it had before been glorious. For when, 
by her unbounded Ambition, fhe had drawn upon 
herfelf the Hatred of the whole Empire, and the 
Mutes came, by the Order of Mahomet IV. her 
Grand fori, to Ilrangle her, thefe Pendants were torn 
from her Ears with fuch Violence, by one of the 
Grand Senior's Pages, that the Anguifh it gave her 
aided to the Cruelty of her Punifhment. 

In the mean while, this Princefs took fo much 
Care of her own Sons, that fhe neglected diflem- 
bling that Fondncfs, fhe had before affected for Prince 
Ofmatti and Nature, at that Juncture, getting the 
better of Policy, fhe ccas'd to put any Constraint 
upon her felf. Achmct and Fatima foon took notice 
of this Change ; and as the Emperor was not blinded 
by Love, but ov.]y hurried away by an Attendant too 
ftrongfor his Reafon, which fubjected him to this 
Woman, almoft in fpite of himfelf, he immediately 
faw of what Confcquencc it wna to fecure Ofinan, 

[torn all Attempts that might be made againft him, 
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in favour of his Brothers. Wherefore, although this 
Prince was but five Years old, he rcfolv'd, contrary 
to the Cultoms of the Seraglio, to take him from 
the Women's Apartment, and put him in the Hands 
offomePcrfons, who, at the fame time that he was 
watchful over his Safety, might give him an Educa- 
tion worthy of a great Prince. 

To this end, he pitched upon a Doclor of the 
Law, named AJbad, an Arabian by "Nation, and 
Iman of the Great Mofque; who, by his uncommon 
Merit and profound Learning , had acquired an ex- 
traordinary Reputation. Having lent for him there- 
fore into his Prefcnce; " Ajhad, faid he, I have 
" chofen you, as the Man, who by his Learning and 
" Virtue, is the molt capable of any in my Empire, 
" to bring up the Heir to my vaft Dominions. I 
" am going to intruft him to your Care; but re- 
" member that I deliver into your Hands all that 
" is mod' dear to me in the World. I adored 
" his illuilrious Mother ; ail my Love to her is trans- 
" ferrVi upon himj be continually careful of his 
" Ihflruclion, and yet more of hi« Preservation: 
My dear Jobaby \V\\ only by the Jealmily of her 
Rivals* dread their preparing the lame Fate, for 
" all 1 have remaining of her. 1 ' 

The I'.'hin threw himfclf at the Sultan's Feet, and 
after having kif.M the Hem of his Veil, modcllly 
rcplyM jThatth' 1 F.inpirc was full of Perfons, a thou- 
fand times more wonhy than himfclf, of the Honour 
which his Hi»hncfs was willing to confer upon hjm't; 
and ? ihat he begg'd him not to fix his Choice upon/. ,. 
the meancit of his Skvcs. But the Sultan gave him 
only this Anfwcr, that he would be oheyVi ; and the 
very fame Da}', appointed Of man an Apartnjcut near 
his own, whither the I man had pcrmiiHon.-.to bri-ng 
his Family; This conJiiled ol a Daughter ofthc fA*r*e 

C 6 Aj>a 
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Age as the Prince, whofe great Beauty began to out- 
It rip her Years, and for whom J /bad had a very gre.it 
Affection. As foon as he was fettled in the Seraglio, 
j4cbmeti\ri£i\y enjoin'd him, to give none of the Sul- 
tanas Admittance into Qfman y $ Apartment, but Fa- 
tuna alone; who was the only Woman, that was al- 
Jow'd to be at all concerned, in the Management of 
that young Prince. 

AJbad* although overjoy'd at the Glory, of being 
chofen to breed up the Heir to the Empire, was a- 
fraid that his tender Years, would not fuffer him for a 
longtime, to reap any Credit from thence. But when 
he had examined him attentively , he wasfurprized 
to the lait Degree, to find in him a Rcadinefs of Wit, 
which made him comprehend with Eafe, Things of 
the grcateit Difficulty. So fine a Genius ,. join'd to 
the extraordinary Charms wherewith Nature had a- 
dorn'd him, foon attached him to his Pupil, as much 
by Inclination as by Duty ; and judging him capable 
of learning all Sciences, he refolvM to teach him the 
Pefjtan and Arabian Tongues, wherein he made a 
furprizingProgrefs, in order to render thofe Studies- 
the more eafy. He taught him afterwards Greek , 
Latin , and Italian ; and never was there fcen fo 
great aReadinefs of Conception, as that of this young 
Prince; his prodigious Memory, and Love of Study,. 
having enabled him, when but eight Years old, to 
tranflate the Authors of all thofe different Langua- 
ges. 

This furprizing Progrefs gave Atbmct infinite Sa- 
tisfaction j he quitted his moll beloved Pleasures, to 
fpend whole Days with that precious Child, whofe 
tvery Adtion was noble, and full of Majelty. As he 
had no Thoughts but what were great, he lookU 
upon all trifling Amufements, as unworthy of taking 

Mp his Time 1 and had caufed all the Dwarfs, Mutes, 

and 
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and Buffoons that were appointed for his Diver/ion, 
to be difmifs'd his Service. Ncvcrthelefs this Pru- 
dence and Gravity had no Mixture of Stemnefs 
or Aufterity ; one could not look on this young 
Prince without Admiration, nor fee him without 
Love. His uncommon Beauty, which incrcafed every 
day, furpafled all that was moft lovely in the Sera* 
g/ioi ali the Graces of his Mother BajUia revived in 
him ; and this perfect Refemblanee rendcr'd him 
yet dearer to the Emperor, who always retained a 
tender Remembrance of that Princefs. 

Ajhad, charm r d with his Pupil, never let -flip an 
Opportunity of improving his Progrels in the Scien- 
ces ; the Emperor loaded him every Hour with Pre- 
fents and Favours, declaring openly, that he cou'd 
not too much reward fo extraordinary a Man : And 
the Ima/r, endeavouring always to deferve his Good- 
nefs , did not fufTer Oftnan to be ignorant of any 
thing, that cou'd contribute to the forming a great 
Man. He taught him Geography to the greateft 
Perfection i telling him, it was. of the fame ufe in 
Hiftory, as the Compafs in Sailing : He taught hina 
afterwards Philofophy, and efpecblly the iYLithcma^ 
ticks, wherein this Prince ijeccded fo, ao to furprizc 
him beyond F.xpreflion ; fince he coifd hardly pro- 
pofe any Problem to this ingenious Child, which he 
wou'd not immediately explain to him. 

The whole Empire being mrbrm'd, what prodi- 
gious Hopes there was of Ofm>i/i> at an Age fo tender, 

offered up continual Vows for his Welfare. In the mem 
while Ajhafo Daughter, Apbendina r who was the 
Companion of this Prince's Studi':s,(her Father taking 
a Pleafure in giving her the fame Education) grew (o 
beautiful, and fo learned, that young Ojmau, through 
an Impulfe, of the Caufe whereof he was as yet igno* 

iant„endcavourM to pleafe her as much as his Tutor: 

Thi 
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The Praifcs»he receiv'd from her were more agreea- 
ble to him , than thofc of any other; and the love- 
ly Apkend'wn thought Of man alone worthy < f 
her Admiration. The Innocence of their Age, which 
concealed from them the real Motive of this mutual 
Affeclion, preventing them from dreading the Con- 
fequences, delivered up their Hearts to the moft ar- 
dent of Paflions. 

Neverthelefs, both AJkad> and the Emperor A(h* 
met y were fen fible thereof; but for different Reafons, 
they neither of them took any Care to prevent its 
Progrefs. Jt was of fmall Importance to that Mo- 
narch, who fhou'd firlt teach his Son the Art of Love; 
and as for A yb >aa ', the Sentiments he initilPd into his 
Daughter, were a lufiicient Security to him for her 
Virtue; wherefore he only propofed to himfclf a 
•more exalted Glorv, from this crowing Pafiion. Ach- 
W#,-feeing that Nature had indued Of man, \\ ith all 
the Talents neceflary to fill, with Glory, the Throne 
for which he was defign'd, was willing to fecond her, 
by inllrucling him betij&gs in State Affairs: Where- 
fore he often carried Kim with him to th.it famous 
Chamber, where the Grand 'Siguier is always dceirTd 
prefent, and from whence, by the Means of a Lat- 
tice, before which there is a Curtain, he can fee and 
hear all that pades, without being Teen himfclf : A 
Method, which keeps the Minillers in a perpetual 
Awe of their kail Words, and makes them more 
attentive to their Duty. 

From thence, the young Prince us'd to hear De- 
bates, of the In terclls of all the feveral Sovereigns, 
who lud any Concern with the Ottoman'Rmpirc ; 
and when he returu'd to his Apartment, /ffi\i,f who 
had been made a l r fz,icr of the Bench, and who was 
always prclent in the Divan ^ when any thing of im- 
portance was to be difcullcd, wouVl make him give 

an 
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an Account of all he had heard, and c.xpkmM to- 
him with Caic, the molt re fin' J Pieces of Policy.

One day, amongft tUe reft, when the Emperor 
had taken him with him; a Spabi , or one of the 
Sultath Life-Guards, enter' d the Dwmi y the Grand 
Vizier being then prefent, and gave him a Petiti- 
on. The Vizin\ after having read it, look'd upon 
the Spabi with Difdain , and rejected the Petition, 
without makirg him any Anfwer. Hereupon, the 
Spabi being enraged , drew his Scymeter, and run 
him through the Body. The whole Aflembly im- 
mediately fell upon the Wretch, to cut him in Pieces; 
when the Emperor drew back the Curtain , and 
fpcaking in a Tone that fhewM he wou'd be obey'J, 
forbid their doing him any Harm, but only feizing 
him; rightly judging, that this Man had not pro- 
ceeded to fuch an Extremity, without the ftrQngeil 
Reafons. 

He went down then direcT'v into the Divan with 
Of man, and refolving to examine this Affair hin.felf, 
order'd the Petition to be given him: Theicin he 
found it plainly prov'd, that the Grand Vizier had 
tlepriv'd the Spabi of a Timar , which is a fort of 
Command, that he had acquir'd by his Services, and 
that he had prefentcd him three Petitions fuccefllve- 
ly, and could never obtain Jullice. The Grand Sig- 
vior immediately ordcrU the Spabi, who thought 
himfelf loll, to be brought before him, and com- 
manded him to give him an A -recant what Services 
he had done: He did fo, without feeming terrify 'J 
at the Danger he was in, and laying open his Breait, 
which was all covcrM with honourable Scars, " I 
4i have five Sons, my Lord, purfucd he, whom 1 
" dtiign for the Army ; and w horn 1 have brouj^t, 
" up, by the Help of this Timar, which the Grai^i 

u Vizier has taken from me; and without \Yhich!'1f.-'-< 
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" (lull be oMrg'd to Jet them die with Hunger, ha- 
ving no other Means of living, but the Favour 
of your Highncfs." 

Whilft all this pafs'd , the Emperor having ob- 
served that Ofman , who was feated by his 
Throne, loil nothing of this Adventure, to which 
he feem'd to give prodigious Attention ; and that the 
Eyes of the whole AfFembly were fix'd upon him, 
with an Admiration which they were hardly able to 
contain; addrefs'd himfelf on a fudden to theyoun w 
Prince, and order'd him to deliver his Opinion. 
Then, with a Grace more than natural, " My Lord, 
•' faid he, without Hefitation, the Spabi has defer- 
*' ved Death, for having had the Ra/hnefs to com- 
'* mit fuch an Outrage, in a Place which your Pre- 
*' fence ought to render facred and inviolable; but 
** the Fizier, by his Injuftice, has deferv*d his Fate: 
** He has been the fole Caufe of the Defpair of the 
" Spfibi, who, after his long Services, being cover'd 
*' with Wounds, and burthen'd with a large Fami- 
ly, had not been guilty of the Crime, but through 
the Excefs of his Mifery. VVherefore, my Lord, 
purfued he, throwing himfelf at the Saltan's Feet, 
•' 1 implore your Clemency , in behalf of an unfor- 
*' tunate Man, who was bereft of his Rcafon when 
*' he committed this Crime ; and beg your Highnefs-, 
u that he may fent away, be pardon'd, and in Pof- 
*' feflion of his Tima r " The Prince cou'd proceed 
no farther, being interrupted by the Acclamations of 
the whole Aflembly. 

All ihcSu fan's Gravity coit'd not prevent his fhed- 
ding Tears of Joy. There ar'>fc a confufed Murmur 
ofPraifcs, Transports, and Elcllings, which the Re- 
fpecl due to the Emperor could not retrain. All 
the Vi%itn % and efpcclaJly Ajbad, drove who fhou'4 

aioft tellify the Love and Admiration, w herewith the 
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Prince had infpir'd them, firtl by his Prefence, and 
then by his Judgment, of whofe Juftice and Solidity 
he had juft given fuch a fhining Proof. The Sultan 
himfe-lf was fo much in Raptures therewith, that Of- 
mani Opinion was the Spab'C* Sentence; and this 
Action, which was foon fpread all over the Empire, 
charmM the Turks to fuch a degree, that they never 
(poke of hirn but as an Angel, come down from Hea- 
ven to com pleat their Happinefs. 

But whilft Achmel was congratulating himfeJf on 
having a Son fo perfect , the Suftaxa-Quccn gave 
him frequently fuch Uneafmcfs, as intermingled Gall 
with his Satisfaction- Her Ambition, which difco- 
ver'd it felf more and more every day, created fuch 
1'ears in him, as all the Afcendant me had over him 
couM not diflipate ; and the News he recciv*d, that 
all Afia was in a Flame, by the Rebellion of the 5y~ 
rians, headed by Najfuf Bajfti % whom they had una- 

nimoufly acknowledged for their Leader, gave his 

Soul vtry great Alarms. 

This Najufwzs born at Salonikt, of Chriflian'?** 
rents, from whom he had been taken when feven 
Years old, as a Child of Tribute. He was afterwards 
brought up in the Seraglio, and punYd on by For- 
tune, from one Step to another, till he arriv'd at the 
Poll of General. He was full of Spirit, brave eveu 
to Rafhnefs, and always fuccefsful ; having in him 
all the Qualities that conftitute a Hero. But then, 
he was faithlefs, void of Honour, cruel, and an im- 
placable Enemy ; acknowledging no other Deity but 

his Ambition, to which he facrificed cvtry thing that 
came in its Way . 

The Victories he had lately gain'd over the Im- 
perial Armies, made it apprehended he would come 

and attack Scutari i wherefore Acbmet> who hated 

him 
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him very much, and dreaded him yet more, fltidv- 
ing all Ways to draw him to C%njlantincple> propofed 
to him the making him General of the Army he was 
about to fend againll the Per/tans, and the giving him 
one of his Sillers i;i Marriage. But his Views being 
much more exalted, he rejected all, and immediately 
acquainted the Rebels with the Saltans Offers, and 
his Refufal. Achntet y fufpecling immediately what 
he had in View, on Teeing him divulge a Secret <.f 
this Importance, did not defpairof bringing him t'j 
the Brink of the Precipice ; and the Sa/tava-Qiiczu, 

without designing it, furnifh'd him with the Means 
of compafllng his Intent. 

This Pn'ncefs, whofe whole Attention was hVJ 
upon the Intcrcft of her Sons, was infinitely defirous 
of gaining over Nnffiif to her Side, and making him 
the Support of her Ambition. To this End, (lie 
propofed to the Sultan , the offering to this famous 

Rebel the eldeft ol~ her Daughters, who was but five 
Years old, and with her the Seals of the Empire; 
colouring over her Defign with the pJaufible Pretext, 
of being only de (irons to ferve his Highnefs, by in- 
ducing this dangerous Enemy to lay down his Arms. 
But the Emperor, who faw through this Difguife, 
&nd whofe Inclinations were very different from hers, 
did not fuffer himfelf to be impos'd on, by the fpeci- 
ous Appearance of this pretended Zeal. Nevcrdie- 
hk, as he was refolv'd to get Naffuf in his Power, 
at any rate, he feemM charm'd at the Sultanas 
Thought; and, in order to conceal from her the bet-t 
tcr his real Deli^n, left it entirely to her to negoti- 
ate this great Affair.

She made him then this Propofal, to which fhe 
added 1 ' very ticklifli Conditions; giving him to'un- 
derftand, that fhe was very dfcfirous of his devoting 

himi'df entirely to her; that the Emperor rfthmtU 

although 
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I ahhouph in the Flower of his Age, wasof'fuch a ten- 
* lUt ConOitution, that he could not poflibly livelong; 
! ,ir.l that Hie had a Mind to fet her Son Amur mb 
\ upon the Throne, to the Prejudice of O/mn/i^ altho* 
j he was the eldeft; that i: would be indifferent to 
the Body of the Empire, which of the two were 
Fmpcror ; hut that it would Le of ;hc utrnofl Im- 
portance to her and him that it fhould be Amurath* 
Since thereby lie would become Brothcr-in-Jaw to 
his \failcr, and (he Sultana Vahdl \ That Hie being 
poiRTi'd of th'u Dignity, and he of that of Grund- 
t'izi'tr, they (houli (lure the Government between 
them, and be each of them an invincible Sappcrt to 
the other. 

Such vail Advantages, (latter'd this ambitious Re- 
bel too much, not to meet with a ready Acceptance; 
he promb'd the Sultana whatever ibe deilr'd , and 
gave hej- ail the Securities me could require: Thus 
the Reconciliation was made between him and the 
Sultan^ who immediately Jem him the Seals of the 
Empire, being overjoy'd with having drawn his E- 
nemy into the Snare, and having baifled the Pene- 
tration of Kiofem> w ith whom he dift'embled fo well, 
that fiie never entertainM the lcall Safpicion. 

Niijptfy who had only aimVl at thi. Advancement, 
fccing his Ambition faiisfy'd, form made the Rebels re- 
turn to their Duty; and came forthwith to Conjlanti- 
n:pL\ where he married tfie Daughter of the Sultana?- 
Qjv-cn. To Hind him yet the more, Achwet caus'cl 
extraordinary Honours to be paid him, loaded hint 
with Preicnis, and to all Appeaiance, rcpoAl iujllijpi, 
an entire Confidence; tlm l.ilU-d all the Year i'6ij* 
during which he governed the Empire with an ftt?fQr . 
lute Power. """" ' 

Py 
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By this Conduct, the Sultan left him not the lea ft 
Shadow of Sufpicion ; for Najfuf knowing the Influ- 
ence of the Sulta/ia-Quccn over that Prince, and be- 
ing perfuaded that nothing cou'd be attempted againlt 
him, without her being firil informed thereof, and ac- 
quainting him with it, bcliev'd himfelf perfectly fe- 
cure ; the more becaufc he Hill maintained a Corre- 
spondence with the Syrian Rebels, having laid the 
Dcfign, to make himfelf Sovereign of this fine Tart 
of AJia ; to which End he heap'd up Treafure upon 
Treafure, that on the leait Turn of Fortune, he 

might be in a Condition to give Laws to his Em- 
peror. 

Achmet, was not ignorant of all his Views, but he 
diflembled with fo much Art, that both Najnf^d 
the Sultana were kept intirely in the Dark. At laft, 
judging it was Time, to prevent the Misfortunes 
which this Man might caufc him, hefentfor him one 
■ Day to the Seraglio. But, whether it were a Fore- 
boding, or whether fome Caution given him by 
Kiofem, made him fearful of obeying, he txcufed 
himfelf by a pretended Siekncfi ; hoping thereby to 
gain Time to efcape the Danger, enher by flight, 
or by the good Offices of the Sultana. But Ad/net, 
without confulting that Prmcefs, being no il ranger 
to A7#?//ACh.irac"tcr, and finding there was no Time 
to be loft, lent immediately away the Bojlangi-Baffa^ 
>i accompany'd by fevcral Capiga, or Door-keeper;; of 
the Seraglio, who went to the Grand Viziers Pa- 
lace, and cntring every Room, by Virtue of the 
Sultan's Order, found the Vizier in Bed.

: ''-nv&ciiately demanded the Seals of the Empire, which 

he gave him directly, the Vizier's wearing alway* 

about thcin t his MarJt of their Authority, both Day and 

Night; 
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Night: This done, the Boftangi demanded his 
Head. At this dreadful Word, Najfuf 'cried o-it, 
and conjured the Boftangy to conduct him to his 
Highnefs ; but he anfwer'd, that his Orders were 
prccifc; and at the fame fnflant, the Capitis falling 
upon him, pafs'd Mic fatal Bow-firing about hi- Neck, 
and not being able to 'rangle him, bccau r c he was 
very fat, they cut hisThroat. 

The Sultan being inform'd that his Order* were 
executed, caufed his Body to be brou^h to :■:. Se- 
raglio, that he might be the more <i{T..re !. he 
was rid of this publick Frerr.y He examin*.. .t a 
long Time without fpeaking n Word ; then, on a 
hidden, lifting up his Eyes tc Heaven : 1 thank tbte, 
Great God, faid he, for permitting r:e to pnnifo this 
Enemy of Religion, and the Empire, af'cr which he 
ordered his Head to be fevcr'd from h:s Body, for 
Eear; added he, that this Viper fitu Id nn: to Life 
again.. His Riches which amounted to ei> V Mil- 
lions of Gold, were carried to the Grand . o v.7>r's 
Treafury ; and it was not without Difiiculty, that 
this Prince, granted the Body of this ambitious Re- 
bel, to the Princcfs his Daughter, by whom 'twas 
buried without Pomp, or Ceremony. 

Such was the End of fo haughty a Man, who 
braving both the divine and human Power, rc(Mv\i 
to owe his Grcntnefs only to his criminal Machina- 
tions: The Sovereign Arbiter of Mankind, fhewing 
us by Rich Catallrophcs, that he only fuflcr.s Impious 
Mi;n to aggrandr/.c and raifc thcmfclvcs, in order to 
make their Punifhmcnt the more remarkable. 

Never was Surprize equal to that of the Sultana 
Kiofem ; this unforefeen Event, overthrowing all her 
Defigns, pierced her with a Grief, fo much the 
more lively, as ihc was obliged lo contain it 

within 
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M-ithin her own Brcp.ll. The Secret the Emperor 
had made to her, of the Fate hedefign'd NaJfuJ, con- 
vinced her that flic could not conceal her Senti- 
ments too much j but being u fed to dificmhlc, nei- 
ther, her Trouble, nor her Perplexity were obferved. 
And although thi^ Stroke touchM her very fenfiblv, 
fhc was not dejeded ; her Herd, fruit AjJ in Expedi- 
ents, of giving her I lopes of iomc happy Opportu- 
nity, to deln cr herlelf fiom Prince Oj man, the *ule 
Objed oi' her Fear and Hatred, 

After Nti/p'fi Death, flic 11 fed her utmoh 1 Effort 5 , 
fo gain Afbiid over to her Intcrcil, to ^^ hich End 
fhe can fed the grcatclt Honours to be oflerM him, 
snd ga\c him Prcfcnts upon Prcfents : Ear notlm,; 
cruld corrupt this virtuous Man ; and all thefe A:- 
tempts ferved only to render him more watchful over 
the Safctv of his Pupil, whom he inllrudcd perfed- 
Jv in the Knowledge both of his own intcreft, an 
that of the Empire. Of man profited {o well by his 
Lcfibns, that neither the Emperor, or ^£W, i<;ok\! 
on him any longer as a Child ; but in Proportion ; 
•he increased in Age and Learning, cue might ke 
his Paffion for the lovely rffhuulina ircicalc alio: 
And this charming Maiden, through her nattua] In- 
clination, joinM with her Father's Advice, Lncw !o 
well how to inwe him, that without ever tram- 
rrclfme the Bounds of M'.dellv, me U no led in hi' 
Jircalt a Flame, that wjb never cxtinjuifhU but with 
his Life. 

Cut although tlii- I.ove wa'wmitua], and extreme- 
ly ardent, h was nieelv \irtii<ui', and Miindui upon

Jn the mean while, this am! iuous 
Piiucefs, ju'lgingthat /^/////r/wo.ild deprive hei ol nil 
li'T Authority, and evencaub: her to be fhur up in the 
old StrAjr/'o, if ever O 1 . ■//./// Ihuuld alcciid the Throne, 
rclbh-cd loget rid of her at any Kate : L.;, having a

Thoughts, 
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Thoughts all violent Means, and would not rifquej 
any Thine, that fliould render her odious to the J 

Emperoi ; wherefore fhe determined to find ionic! 
plaufible Pretence, to get her out of the Seraglio. 

The firfl flie had Recourfe to, was to complain to 
Achmtty that Prince Of man calPd that Sultana, Mo- 
ther ; telliMO him thatfuch a tender Name, given to 
anyotht; pur her, did her an infinite Prejudice; fince 
(lie could no longer be look'd upon as firft Sultan^i, 
if he fuffer'd Fatima to be call'd Mother, by the Hur 
Apparent to the Empire ; and begg\] him to tal.c 
care of her Honour, and not fufFcr any Encroach- 
ments upon her Rank, and Title. 

But the Emperor receiv'd. her Complaint and Re- 
quelt, with fo cold an Air, without vouchfafing fo 
much as to make her any Anfwer, that juft at that 
'" Moment fhe thought herfelf loft; and retiring to her 
Apartment, gave herfelf up to the molt lively Grief. 
Noverthclefs, being come to herfelf, fhe blufh'd at 
her Wcnknefs; and fure of her Afcenclant over this 
Monarch, rccalPd all her Courage, that fhe might 
leave no Means untry'd, to recover his good Graces. 
This was not difficult for her to do ; the Delicacy of 
her Wit, and her lively and agreeable Temper, 
having a peculiar Charm, to gain Achmefs Heart; 
fiom whom fhe always obtained, whatever me plcafcd, 
when it did not relate to Fatima and Of man* 

When Hie found that any Attempt of this Nature, 
was always to be a Stumbling- Block to her, fhe never 
mention'd her more but with Etteem ; and after a few 
Days were over, fhe put in Practice a fecond Means, to 
rid herfelf of this watchful Rival; whofe Sufpicions 
and Advice, flic knew, defeated all her Meafurcs. To 
this End, flic employ \l fo many fecret EmiiTaries, 
and fci fu many Springs a going, that (he received un- 
doubted 
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cfoubtcd Intelligence, tku the Stmgiac-Beg of the 
M^w, was itill in Love with Fatima, and continu- 
ally bewaiPd her Lofs. 

As foon as (he was afTured of this Truth, fhe en- 
gaged the Bajfa of Negropont, who was a Relation 
and Friend of the Sangiae\ to propofe to him the 
endeavouring to obtain this Sultana; promifing that 
he mould find within the Seraglio-, fuch powerful Pro- 
testors, as mould enable him to gain his Miftrels, 
if he would once afk her of the Sultan ; accompanying 
her Promifes with considerable Prefents, and with a 
Uriel Order never to name her, on any Account, fo 
as to let it be known that me had any Hand in this 
Requefl. 

The Bjjfa punctually performed this Commiflion ; 
and finding the Sangiac more amorous than ever,-' 
(..ifily perfuadedhim to enter into all the Views of Kio~ 
>em t and promife that he would lake the Steps neceffa- 
ry for attaining his Happinefs : Kiofcm bcin^ inform'd 
of the Sangiafs favourable Difpofition, left no Stone 
unturn'd, ro ingage the chief Miniilcrs of the Porte 
to fecond him ; and as the Snngiac-Beg was an Of- 
ficer of great Reputation, and generally elteem'd, 
(he found no Difficulty in gaining them over to her 
Side; infomuch that when he caufed his Hitrhnefs 
to lie intrcated, to honour him fo much, as to grant 
to him thzSnltamfs Faiima in Marriage, in Rccom- 
pencc for his many long Services, he found almolt 
iill the great Men diipofed to ferve him. 

slchmet was not ignorant of the Sangiaeh Love for 
Ftit/Ma ; Hie hud heriVlf inform *d him of her Adven- 
ture, and on what Terms they were when his High- 
nela took her out of tJie old Seraglio j fhe had even ^ 
ihown him the Sangiar\ Letters ; wherefore that 
Prince was not in the lealt furpriz'd at his Requeft j 
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••which at firft fcemM to him a favourable Opportu- 
nity, of teitifying his Acknowledgment to that Sul- 
tana, by providing her a Settlement, that would 
fecure her fronftlie Face of the other Sultanas after his 
Death : But a Moment after reflecting upon her Af- 
fection for Ofmaiiy he was afraid fhe might be more 
ienfibly affe&ed with parting with that Prince, than 
with any Alteration in her Fortune, which obliged 
him not to come to a Refolution, till he had founded 
her upon it. 

He was not miflaken ; Fatima lefs ambitious than 
afFedtionate, had banifh'd from her Thoughts the 
Fate that awaited her, to fix tflem all upon Ofmnn ; 
and her Love for this admirable Child, enabling her 
10 penetrate, from what Hand the offer 'd For- 
tune came, fhe could not conceal her fufpicions 
from the Sultan. " There are, faid fhe, feme Per- 
*' fons vvhofe Intereft it is to remove me from your 
*** Highnefs ; my Care, my Zeal, and my Precau- 
tions for the fafcty of the Augult OjwtW, are offen- 
five to their Sight ; and they have only exaggera- 
ted to you, fuch a favourable Opportunity, of te- 
*' ftifying your Goodncfs to me, that they may pre- 
" vent your being upon your Guard againlt De- 
figns that make me tremble. 1 am ready to 0- 
obey you, but I conjure you not to ieparate 
<( me from Q/man" 
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The Sultan was not infenfible of this Difinterelt- 
cdnefs in Fatima ; he was even fenfible of the Strength 
of her Reafoning; and if he did not pofitively be- 
lieve that Kioj'cm had any Hand in th;s Affair, 
Jfie at leall knew fhe would concern herfelf very 
much in its Succcfs, by Reafon of her Hatred to 
ypdtjma ; but .a? this Sultana neglected her own Intc- 
. ' re(l'for.hjs, he thought he was bound in .Gcnerofity 
'■'.' (Q* Aire .for Reagan not to repent iti an4 tJiac he 
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ought to fhew his Efleem for her, by confulting 
her Happinefsand Safer}'. 

With this Refoluticn, tc Love and Fear, my dear 
11 Fatiw.a, faid he, are Paflions which incline us, 
" to put quite contrary Cor.ftruSions, upon the molt 
" innocent Anions. J am not ignorant of the Views 
" of the Su/tana-Quccn, whom your refpect pre- 
■' vents vour Namh.g ; but I can't tell how to think, 
" that the Sattg/xc's Suit, is the EtfbcT; of her Poli- 
cy, iince it is certain chat he has always loved 
von. Neverthelef?, if your Sufp'cions were true, 
I ffiouJJ bo ! nr yet the more refolved upon your 
Marriage, it being the only Mcan.no protect you 
V'im what m.v.* he attempted agdinil you. Pjince 
'■' 0//»a.'.\ h p.: prefent of an Age, which fecures 
him from the Snares that may be bid for him. 
AJhadxs attenrively watchful fur hii Prefcn'aiion, 
and is rcfponfiblc to mc for fo dear a Life. But 
" as Lr vol:, Ftitim.i, who can afliire mc of vour 
Safety, in a PJ.ice where ,\\\ mv Power U r.U (hi- 
hcienr, to prevent the Women's dcllroying one a- 
" nothcr. And fuppofing I fhotild be able ro fecurg 
" you, remember that after my Death, the miJdcffc . 
Fate that can befall you, is to be again connVd in 
the old Seraglio. And I own, J think with too 
great a Joy upon the Means whereby I delivered 
%t you from thence, ever to fufler you to return thither 
*' again. Do not therefore oppofe yoar own Hap pi - 
" nefst but enjoy in Peace, in the Arms of a Man 
** who adores you, the Honour of carrying with you 
" the Eilecm and Con/idt'iicc of your Emperor. 

Achmet\ lull Words having made Tat ma rcflcft ' 
feriouily, upon the Uncertainty of her future Fate, 
and the prefent Happinefs that was offer 'd her; flic 
no longer hefitated upon accepting it, and when, ac- 
cording to the Rules of the $gragth $ the Kijltr-A-

gafy came to inform her of the Sangiac\ Defign, 
and the Emperor's Pleafure, flie anfwer'd that fhe 
fubmitted to his Orders and gave her Confcnt. 
"Whereupon the Sultan loaded her with Honours and 
Prefents, and fent her with a magnificent Retinue, 
to the amorous Sangiac, who immediately made 
her his Bride. 

The Sultana Queen, ovcrjoy'd at having thus, 
without appearing therein, removed for ever, a Wo- 
man fo obnoxious to her Defigns, bent all her 
Thoughts, upon taking Advantage of her Abfenre, to 
infinuatc herfelf entirely into Arkrnet\ good Opinion, 
and rid herfelf of Apad y who was yet a greater Oh- 
ftacle to her Defigns than Tathna. To this End flie 
put her Brains, Night and Day, upon the Rack, to 
devife fome Stratagem, whereby {lie might compafs 
her Intention: But not withftandbig her Friiitfulneis 
in Expedients, flie would have found it difficult to 

have fucceeded, if Chance had not oflcr'd her one, 
which fhc did not let flip. 

The i^-'uftyoy Hi*rh Piieftofthe Mahometans, died 
and great intcrcit was immediately made, for this im- 
portant Place, by the molt powerful Men in the Law ; 
but the Policy of Kiofem immediately deilgn'd it for A- 
/had. Wherefore flie taufed it to be reprefented to 
the Emptor? by the Minitlers devoted to her Ser- 
vice, thiii. both the Intcreft of Religion and the State 
required, that the Oilicc of High Pried; fhou'd be 
fillM, by a Man of-rhe Character of Ajbad ; who by 
his profound Learning, the Regularity of his Beha- 
viour, and his Services, was the only one worthy to 
enjoy that eminent Dignity.

It was fluttering Acbmet in the mod fenfible Ma«- 
ner, to fpeak to him in Favour of a Man, withwjiole 

Merit he was better acquainted tfiun any (jiie. Blind- 
ed 
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cd with th? Pleafure of raiflng him to tins high Of- 
fice, he was not aware of an Artifice, by fo much 
rhe more impenetrable, as it was colour'd over with 
rhepliufihfc Pietext o\' Juflice and Equity : Befldes 
finding that this Choice fui ted \'Gry well with his 
own Jntcrcfr, knowing how necefTary it was for a 
Princ:, to have a Man he could rely on in this cmi- 
nencPofl; Policy having often need of the Pretence 
of Religion, in Affairs of the greateft Importance^ 
he did not heHrzte a Moment, but fent for him 
dh-eclly : And having to'd him that he made him 
Mufti, he added, that as he had judg'd him alone 
worthy to breed up his Son, he eflecm'd him alio a- 
lor.c capable, of naming a Perfon proper ro fucced 
him ; that he need only fpeak, and he would reler 
himfeif to his Choice. 

A (had furpriz'd at this fudden Advancement, 
threw himfeif at the Sultan's Feet, and thank'd him 
for the Honour hede/ign'd him; butfaid, that know- 
ing himfeif to be unworthy thereof, he begg'd hiru 
not to take from about the Prince ; that glorious 
Poll fatisfying his utmoil Ambition. Achmet y who ' 
had come to a Determination! anfwered that it wa.s 
refolvii on,and that he would have it lo ; and therefore 
he mull consider of a Perfon, who could put the 
finifhing Hand to his Work, by perfecting the Edu- 
cation of Qjman* ■ 

Hereupon Aft ml inftantly named UJain Effendy, 
an Arabian by Nation, who had been his Pupil, 
and whofc Learning, and Morals lie was well ac- 
quainted with, as the Man whom he believed, the 
moil worthy in the Empire, to fuccecd hiin in his 
Place. This was enough for the Sultan to choofe 
liimj wherefore having immediately fummon'd the 
Divatu -he declared his Choice of" Ajhad for Mt(ftl, 
and oi'UJuin Effnuli for Preceptor to the Prince.

All the Council nnanimoufly applauded his Judg 
■ ment ; Hut when Of man was about to part from AJbad 
and dple",dir,a y \\\':§ thought they would nil three have 
died with Grief*. The Prince threw himfelf at try: 
Su/tan\ Feet, and conjured him to fuller Jus Tutor 
to continue in the Seraglie, although inverted with 
the Dignity of Mufti; and Ajbad again in treated 
him to leave him about the Piince, preferring ih.it 
Satisfaction to all the Honours in the World. Such 
was the Afccndant Ojman gain'd over every Heart, 
that they preferred feeing and hearing him, to all the 
Charms and Allurements of Ambition: The Grief 
of Aphendina was more referved, but it was not lefe 
violent. 

Achmet for fome Time took a Pleafure, in obferv- 
ing thefe Marks of an innocent Affection ; after 
which he reprefented feriouily to the Prince, that if 
he loved Ajbad, he ought not to deter him from o- 
beying his Commands; and that it was his Intercft, 
being one Day to reign, to have a Man that was de- 
voted 10 him in this important Poft. Thefe Rea- 
ions, which would have had no Weight with ano- 
ther, in fuch a tender Age, had a great Influence 
upon this Prince, whofe Wit and Judgment had fur 
outftript his Years. When Achmet had pacify *d him 
in this Manner, he was willing to leave AJbad at Li- 
berty to difcourfe him for fome Time; and rightly 
judging that his Prefcnce would lay aConflraint up- 
on Ojman and Aphendina^ who long'd impatiently 
to talk with each other, he retired. 

Thefe two young Lovers, readily took Advantage 
,of this Opportunity, wherefore feeing Ajbad was far 
enough of}*, nottolay any Conftraint upon them, they 
drew near to each other, and the Prince breaking 

..Silence firft. " You are going to forget me, Apben- 

*• dim 
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" dina, fa id he, you will be no longer the Compani- 
" on, and Rival of my Studies ; and whilil my 
" Heart fallows you every where, yours will enjoy 
" a Tranquillity, which I fliall not be able co re- 
(t lift, being no longer bleiVd with your Com- 
" pany." 

" I^o not thin!;, my Lord, anKver'd (he, that I 
have ever given vju .my Room to nil pert me of* 
Ingratitude ; the Favour;, wherewith you have 
honoured me, will never be obliterated from in-f 
" Memon* ; and Prince 0,:::a/: ii Mailer of fuch 
powerful Charms that they make an Lnpreflion 
" UDoru the Mind for onc\. whole Life. I alone 
" have Reaion to icar; and every Thing foretells 
me niv Mijiorc'aue ; nothing h able to refill you: 
Born to command, you \v:Ji govern this Empire; 
The Majclly of the Throne ; tne Splendour which 
willlurround you ; the Beauties which will be of- 
fered you ; and the Alteration which fome Years 
more will make in your Thoughts, wiJi foon erafc 

Aphznduia from your i-L\ur." 
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u A\\ ! my dear Jpit v.;7'.\?, cry'd 1 lie Prince, in- 
terrupting her, with .or.ie Warmth, 1 fwcar by 
oar July Prophet, th.it not any cf thole Things 
" you hire mentioned, Hull ever Laniiii you from 
my Thou'iliU ; and that I iLul luve no greater 
Picaiu-e, than in 1 i/ing .u youriAvr, t lie Crow u 
" th t tis Jcigifci me: Yes, continued he, turning 
" to //,//./</, who was advancing toward 1 liim ; Yes, 
** /Jjb.ii, I promifc you, you fha!l both receive, 
** tranlccndeat Proofs oi" my Tcndorncid and li- 
" ltecm."

The Mufti, who hid heard their Difeourfe, al- 
though he pretended not to give any Attention to 

it, tJiank'd him with great Helped, for the Ailedlion 
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he ex prefsTd" towards them 5 and having then order V! 
his Daughter, to take her Leave of the Prince, that 

beauteous Maiden being ovcrwhelm'd with Grief, 
threw herfelf at his Feet, as much to hide her Tear., 
as to teilify her Refpctt. 

The Prince immediately rais'd her up, and taking 
Advantage that Moment, of the innocent Famili- 
arity wherein they had lived together, he embraced 
her tenderly ; then with Eyes fwimming in Tear?, 
" My dear J /bad, faid he to the Mufti, if ever you 
had any AfFeclion for Of man, preferve for him 
this Treafure ; 'tis a precious Truft which 1 com* 
" mit to your Care, and whereof you muilone Day 

render mc an exacl Account." *' My Lord, 

anfwer'd Ajbad, Aphendina and I (hall he always 
ready to obey your Commands ; but do you al- 
ways remember, that Glory and Virtue, ought to 
be rhe only End of all your Actions ; and that my 
Daughter, having been educated in the fame Prin- 
ciples, will never do any Thing contrary to the 
*' one or the other. 11 This faid, they parted. 

The Mufti being full of Admiration, to fee thefe 
two young Lovers, in fo tender an Age, infpired 
with fuch folid Sentiments, went and gave an Ac- 
count thereof to the Emperor, who far from being 
alarm *d thereat was extremely overjoy d, to find that 
his Son was already arriv'd to Maturity of Judgment, 
and had a Heart fufctptible of Love. He gave a 
thouland Demonilrations of Kindncf, to Aphendina* 
which he uccompany'd with magnificent Prefents; 
after which A/bad went and took Poflelfion of his 
new Dignity, and Vffain Effhidi was fettled in the 
Seragtio, about the Prince. 

Tims did the artful *Khfhm find the Means, to 
remove from thence, all the Pcrfonj, who could be 

any 
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any Obftaclcs to her&nbitious Defigns. She was no 1 ' 
however, pleas M with the Choice of Uffhin Effendi* 
and the Virtue, upon which he valu'd him 'el 1 ', gave 
h^r ionic Fears: But Juving found out that he was 
ambitious, ihe did not defpair of making him one Day 
her Creature. In fhort, {lie fparcd neither Pains, nor 
Trealure, to gain over the Miniilers to her Side, moil 
Pan of whom were devoted to her; opening thus to 
hk-ifclf an afiured Way, to let Amur nth upon the 
Thi one, to the Prejudice of the Heir Apparent. 

In the mam while, h^r Power over Acbmet in- 
creeled every Day, iy RcM'on of the weak Condition 
ro which his bud S:d\c of H.-tkh reduced him. Thii 
Empcicr, who was naturally of a tender Conflituti- 
on, had given hi mfclf up fo early, to ihe Luxury of the 
Seraglio, tha^ although he was yet but thirty Years 
old, his Strength was intircly evhauftcd. This made 
him fall from Time to Time into that Sort of Faint- 

ings, which are often the Forerunners of an approach- 
ing Deatb. He had even fo ilrong a Fit, within a 
few Days after Ajbad\ leaving the Seraglio, that a Re- 
port was fpread abroad, that lie was dead : This 
caufed Commotions in the Court, and City, which 
although they were of no Effeft,. proved preju- 
dicial to the State. Atbtnet was foon inform M there* 
of, and in Order to prevent the Trouble it might' 
cuufo, rcfolvcd to make a folemn Cavalcade, and to 
take with him' his three Sons, Of man % Amur nth* and 
Ibrahim, to convince the People, that the Empire 
would not want lawful Heirs after his Deceafe. 

Accordingly, he fct out from the Seraglio, with* 
a mod magnificent Retinue, preceded by all the great 
Officers of the Porte, and having ihe three Princes by 
his Side j- but all Eyce were fixed only upon Ojman,* 
who (although then but eleven Yean old) appear^ 
w^h, great Advantage over his two Brothers. His 
vl , D 5 Statute 
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Sfcatufe which was tall, and very exaft, Tufficiently 
fhevv'd, that he would be one Day the beft fhapYl 
Man in the Empire ; and his prodigious Beauty, 
which, although Mafculinc, furpafs'd the Charms of 
all the Women, made Conflar.tinoplc ring with a 
thoufand Shouts and Acclamations. His graceful 
Air, and Addrefs in managing his Horfe, with his 
majeftick and grave Mien, gtin'd him every Heart, 
and norhing was talk'd of at the Porte, but the Ma- 
jefty. with which he behaved himfclf on this Oc- 
caizon. 

-"■All thefe Praifes gave the Sultan as much Joy, as 
they caufed Pain in Kiofcm ; but this Princefs rinding 
that -/^hm/'s Health* wasdailvimcaired. and thatcven 
his Undemanding was upon the Decay ; began to fcr. 
about forming Parties, amongft the Chief Minifters or" 
thz Porte, {who forefaw great Difficulties in ehoofingan 
Emperor, by Reafon of the different Interefts of one or 
another) and bethought herfelf of a Way, to deprive 
Of man of the Throne, which baffled 'all the Politicks 
of the Court. 

As (he did not in the leaft doubt, but if that Prince 
cime to the Empire, he would, for his own Securi- 
ty, follow the inhuman C attorn of the Seraglio, 
in putting to Death all his Brothers; flic left no Stone 
unturned, to divcit that Storm from her Sons, and 
make it fall upon Of man. She 'had fo many Exam- 
ples of this Sort before her, that the Inftanec of Ach- 
met i who had fnffer-d his Brother Muftafka to live, 
was notfufficient to difpcl) her Fcara. In Efteft, ir 
was only by a Sort of Miracle, that this Prince ^acl 
not undergone the Fate of fo many others; for not- 
tfHthilanding-tKe Oath uft&mt had taken, nevefto' 
rjfpteany Attempt iipom his Life, or Liberty; Ijehac! 
Jjo>lo0ner afcended the Throng than forgetting, his 
Proniifa it mauled him to be confined in a clofcPri- 
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fon ; and as foon as he had a Son, fully refolved Co 
put him to Death, which was to have been execu- tf 
ted the very Day after Of man was born. 

But Acbmet, in the Night calling his Oath to Re- 
membrance, and being diiturbed in his Sleep, with a 
thoufand terrible Phantoms, caufed by Remorfe of 
Confcicnce, which made him ftart feveral Times out 
of his Sleep, all in a cold Sweat, altei'd his Refo-- 
lution ; and the next Morning gave this An- 
fwer to thofe who came to demand the Warrant ; 
that fince the Defign alone of putting his Bro- 
ther to Death, had given him fo great Uneafmefs, 
the doing it would certainly caufe him much more ; 
and therefore he not only dchYd Muftapba might 
live, but alio commanded great Care to be taken of 
his Perfon, and permitted him to walk as often as he 
plcas'd in the Garden i of the Seraglio* 

But one Day, when Mufiaphn^ taking Advantage of 
this Liberty, happen VI to fall afleep in thofe Gar- 
dens, Chance brought the &;■/; ,'///, who was liken ife 
walking there, pretty near the Place wlicie this 
Prince lay. A /!%?.•///>, or Favourite, maJe hi.* 
Highnels take Notice of him, and laid, " Thcic 
" lies the Man, whom it is very dangerous to prc- 
" fcrve; for if he mould get away, he might go ii> 
" to Jfi/7, and put himf'elf at the Head of the Rc- 
" bels, in which Cafe he would give vou abundance 
" of Trouble" Thcic Words awaken VI the JMIoufy 
of Aibmet) who was already very much diiturbed 
with the di (agreeable News of the great Progrcfs 
made by thofe Rebels, fo that Hiking up his Bow, at 
which ie was very dexterous, he was jult going to Jet 
% ?h<y ^ktaJ Arrow into his Brother's Bread: Dut]&e 
Enormity of the Aftkm, toother with the V$iee of 
Nature, which fpcmVl to cry out againft him, xpife- 
UoJdliisHand, and made him abandon his bar] ^rojja 
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Intention. God ft iff ens my Arms, faid he, and will 

' ~nbt fiiffer me to be the Butcher of my Brother. How- 

c've,', Muftapha, being informed of the Danger he 

had been in, went out very feldom ; and revolving 

-effe&ually to fecure himfelf from the Emperor's 
Jealou r y, turn'd Dervis; praclifmg exaclly all the 
Auilerities of that Profeilion, in a little Cell, from 
whence he feldom fiirr'd abroad. 

The Suit tin a-Qwtzr\, who forefiw a Fate no lefs 
dangerous for her Sons, taking Advice only of her 
own ready Wit, fent to defrre the Sultana Valide, or 
Emperor's Mother, to give her a private Audience, 
•for fome Affairs of Importance, which me had to 
communicate to her. Hereupon this Princefs, who 
fcnew Kiojenh Wit and Character, not doubting but 
' it was fomethingof Confequence, appointed the next 
Morning, in her own Apartment. The Sultana- 
Queen no fooner found her felf at liberty to declare 
her Intentions, but ihe represented to the Valide, in 
a lively manner, the Situation of the Empire, if the 
Sultan Of man fhou'd afcend the Throne; alluring 
; her, that although (he was that Prince's Grandmo- 
ther, fhe wou'd not have a Jot the more Power ; 
tkat all Affairs of Moment would be tranfacled by 
the Mufti, the Grand Vizier, and the Kaimatham y 
•who would engrofs the whole Authority ; that the 
Troops, the great Officers, and the People were all 
their Devotion j and that the Example of the Sulfa- 
ita-Jtajfo ought to make her tremble, a^ having no 
Reafon to expeft a better Fate, it timely Meafurcs 
were not taken to prevent that Misfortune. 

Thefc Wordsmadtf the Valid* fhudder; whereup- 
on embracing the Sultana-Q$een t fhe begg'd her Ad- 
■yicfe, how to avoid fuch a melancholy Tti m of Fortune* 
Kiofern, feeing that her Diflourie had produced the dev 

fir'd Effect, bid her be of good Heart, nnd told her, 

< l (he 
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flie might eafily ward off the Blow ; by making ufe 
of her Influence over the Emperor, to induce him 
to fet his Brother Muftapha upon the Throne; whom 
Heaven fecm'd to have prefer v'd, to fccure her from 
the Misfortunes, which threatned her under the 
Reign of Of nan. 

" As for my part, continued this artful Princefs, 
" the tender Years of my Sons, and the Welfare of 
" the State, make me willingly facrifice my Intereft 
to yours ; being well afTured that I run no Rifque, 
whilft my Emperor's Mother is poflefs'd of the en- 
tire Authority." The Valide y being charm'd with' 
Kiofem, again embraced her, fwearing always to be 
a Friend and a Proteflor of her Children, and that 
fhe would fhare her Power but with her alone. This 
Point fettled, the two Sultanas labour'd in Concert, 
to gain over to their Intereft, the Baffiu of the Pro- 
vinces, the Minifters of the Porte, and the Head 
Officers of the Janizaries and Spabis ; who by the 
Strength of fome Favours , and magnificent Promi- 
fcs, were foon devoted to their Interelt. 

This was the Situation of the Ottoman Court in 
the Beginning of November 1617, when the Grand 
Signior fell fide of a violent Fever, which increafed 
every d.iy. Then the Sultana Falidi , fpurr r d on 
more by Kiofem, than by her own Intereft, ventured 
to undertake one of the ilrangcll things in the 
World; the obliging a Father to dlfinherit his own- 
Children f and deliver their Lives, Fortunes, and 
Power, into the Hands of a Brother. 

But being arm'd with the Reafons of the Sultana- 
Queen, (he rcprefented to the Emperor, the tender 
Years of his Sons, and all the Mufbrtunej that threap- 
ncd the State under a Minority, of which the Eitif- 
firc at yet had no Example ; that they who" Humid 

be 
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be appointed Regents, would rend the State, and 
make themfelves abfoiute in their Government ; 
whereby fo glorious a Monarchy would run the Ha- 
zard of the fame Fate as that of Alexander the Great, 
which would inevitably caufc the Ruin of a Au- 
guft Ottoman Family: Whereas Muftnpba, who was 
then Twenty eight, being of Age to govern in Per- 
fon, would maintain the Rights of his Nephews and 
the Empire, with .an entire Authority. 

Achmet , whofe Senfes, overwhelm^ with the 
Violence of his Diftemper, had no longer the fame 
Force or Penetration; was fo much ftaggerM by the 
Horrors they painted to his Imagination , and his 
Mother's Words had fo great an Influence over him, 
at a time when the Paflions have loll their Violence, 
that fearing the Deftruction both of the State and his 
Family, he made the Rights of Nature give way to 
the feeming Welfare of the Empire; and order'd the 
Sultana Valide to fetch Prince Muflapba, his Bro- 
ther. 

But the Moment after, his Tendernefs for Ofman 
being awaken'd, he reprefented to himfelf the Dan- 
. ger to which he was going to expofe, both the Life of 
one fo dear, and all his other Children. This 
'.Thought difturb'd him very much, and he was re- 
'folving within himfelf to take quite contrary Mca- 
' fares, when the Sn/tana-QAcen came into, his Apart- 
ment; and finding him all diflblv'd in Tears, and 
fetching deep Sighs, pretended to be furpriz'd and 
begg'd to know the Caufe q'l his Trouble. 

Whereupon this unfortunate Prince, who wapbe- 

fct continually by his Mother and that Princefs^W 

w ;ying only them to whom to open hisHeajt, and tys 

"Judgment decaying every Infant, difcover'd^jojjjgr 

'the Motive of his Grief j and fl^r Jifwjnk tyd [* ''""

his Difcourfe with the Valide, and the Orders he had 
given her to fetch Muftapba ; " But, my dear Kio- 
" fern , continued he, who can allure me, that my 
" Brother will regard the Lives of my Sons, if 
11 he mould have any of his own ? He will put 
" mine to Death, for the Safety of himfelf and Fa- 
(( mily, and in order to prevent Misfortunes that are 
" uncertain, I am going perhaps to caufe fome that 
41 are inevitable. Bcfides, Prince Ofman ought 
" not to be look'd upon as an ordinary Child , his 
u Wit, his Reafon, his Learning, and all his Acli- 

t( ons, are fufficient Demonit rations of his extraor- 
" dinary Capacity." 

Achtnct could not finifh thefc WW^^amoutre- 
doubling his Tears ; but the artful Kiofem knew fo 

well how to take Advantage of his ^te^g&fs ^JJHfb 
flic brought him back to his firfl R e ^itioft. JP SlxeS 
confirm'd to him all that the Valide had urg'd, by 
Rcafons yet llronger of her own ; and although fhe 
affecled to agree that Ofman was worthy of reigning, 
flie always dwelt upon his tender Years, which re- 
quiring Governors, would make fo many Mailers.* 
who would rend the Empire in pieces, by their Ca- 
bals and Dlvifiohs : And Muftapba coming in at the 
fame Inftant, with the Sultana Valide , the weak 
Achmct had not a Word to fay againft it. 

t 

Muftapba threw .himfelf proftratc at the Emperor^ 
Feet , with' a Heart full of Fear and Uneafincfs, al- 
though his Mother had affurcd him, that his Bror 
ther had. not fent for him with any ill Delign. Th^ 
Sultan^ as an Encouragement, gave Jiim his Hand to 
kife, and informM him of hjs Rcfolution ; reprefent- 
ing to him the Danger to which he fliou'd expofe 
the Empire, by entrufting it to the Regency of thft 

Grcait'Officers of the/Vfc* and telling him > thijt 
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his Love for his People and his Children, had made 
him determine to fet him upon the Throne. 

The Importance of the Propofal ftruck Muftafha , 
but neverthelefs he did not forget himfelf; and fal- 
ling proftrate a fecond time before his Brother, begg'd 
him not to lay upon his Shoulders fo heavy 3 Bur- 
den ; rcprefenting to him, that a long Confinement, 
of fifteen Years, had made him utterly ignorant of 
the Art of Government; and that he was absolutely 
incapable thereof; that by intruding him with the 
Reins of Empire, Jic would run greater Hazards than 
thofe he apprehend :d ; that the Throne bclongVl to 
his Children; that he had one who was the Dar- 
ling of thePeiple, and of whom there were fueh 
extraordinary H >p;s, that far from being willing to 
deprive him thereof, he was ready to fettle him 
thereon, even at the Expence of the latt Drop of his 
Blood. 

So much Modefty, and Greatnefsof Soul, entire- 
ly determined Achmet in his Refolurion, feeing ihat 
fuch Sentiments gave him Caufe to think , that he 
fliou'd hereby provide for the Safety of both the Em- 
pire and his Children. Wherefore, having alTur'd 
hts Brother, that he had chof-n him- for his Succcf- 
for, he made him fwear to refign the Scepter to his 
Son Of man, as foon as he fhould be of Age to govern 
b Perfon, and to take Cafe of his other Children; 
he likewife$commended ro his Protection, the Sul- 
tana V alia f and Sttftaiia-Qgecn This done, he 
fummoned the Divan , with all the principal Offi- 
cers of the Porte, and declared in their Picfcncc, 
r t\Vae hirWifl after his Deccafe, that his Brother Mh" 
Jfa*ka'vii6\?<\ afcend the Throne, and hold the Reins 
^Government, till his Son Of man % ' the Cht^ddf\ 
or Heir Apparent, tfiou'd be in a Condition to talc c 

( them 1 
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them into his own Hands ; when it was his Pka- 
fure that Muflapba fhou'd refign the fupream Autho- 
rity to him ; after which Achmet made them all fweac 
to pay a punctual Obedience to this his lafl WilU 

The two Sultanas* overjoy'd at having fuccecd- 
ed (o well in their Defign, bent ail their Thoughts 
upn keeping the Sultan** Minivers ftedfait in this 
Refolution ; which accordingly took place on "the 
fifteenth of November 1617, when the Emperor 
Achmet I. gave up the Ghoil. He was a Prince of 
treat Courage, and adorn'd with a thoufmd fine 
Qualities; but the Tendcrnefs of his Cur.ilirution 
had a very great Effeft upon his Judgment and Un- 
Jerilanding, which made him guilty of many Mi- 
thkes , as may be eafily fcen by the extraordinary 
Difpoution of his Will. 

He died in theThirty-firft Year of his Age, and 
towards the End of the Fourteenth of his Reign ; - 
leaving behind him Six Sons, Ofman, Heir Appa- 
rent, Son to tht beauteous BnftHa; Amur at and /- 
brahim % born of Kiojem tht Sultana Queen ; and Or- 
tan, Bajazet, and Cheifun, by feveral other Sulta- 
na's: But as thefe three lalt Princes never came ta 
the Throne, and have 110 relation to this Hiitorj% 
there is no Notice taken of them- 

No fooner had the Emperor clos'd his Eyes, but 

x\tValidt, always guided by the artful £/0/i:w,.fent 
immediately the Miniiters, in her Name, to the 
Cell wherein Prince Muflapba had been fo long con- 
fined. They conducted him forthwith to the Dh'un, 
where he was proclaimed 67///\/;/, as he was a little al- 
ter throughout the Imperial City, which broke all 
the Mcafurcs taken by the Mufty> during Acbmet*$ lt 
Illnefs to aflm the Right of Ofman* . ' '% 
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This High-Prieft> at the Head of a confident 
Party, had engaged the Votes of the Doctors of th< 
Law, the Janizaries, znd Spabis, in favour of thai 
young Prince; whofe new Preceptor likewiie labour- 
ed for him very powerfully. But Kiofim, who had 
feen through all their Practices, and was no Stranger 
to the People's Love for Ofman, advifed the Vahdl 
fo well, that Hie overthrew all their Defigns in a 
Moment. The Soldiers and People were infinitely 
furpriz'd to fee a Brother fuccced to the Piejudice c! 
the Chez- Aa '»', a thing unheard of, and unpreceden- 
ted In that Empire till that Day. 

From being furpriz'd, they proceeded to Mur- 
murs ; and the Janizaries and Spabis , who are 
always divided in their Sentiments, were nevcrthe- 
lefs perfectly well agreed to fet Ofman upon the 
Throne. But the Sultanas , who had forfecn all 
thefe Commotions, managed Matters fo well, by the 

. means of their great Prcfents, which had already 
gain'd over the principal Officers; together with fif- 
teen thoufand Chcquins, they cau&'d to be diftributol 
very fcafbnably amongft the Troops, being the Do- 
native the Sultans are u^d to give at their Acccfliuii 
to the Throne, that they were foon pacifyYl; ami 
Muflapha faw himfclf the peaceable Pofleflbr of an 

"Empire, fo which he had no manner of Right. So 
true it is, that Jntcrcfl makes Men. (hut their Rya a- 

. gainfl tlic moil juft Things; and especially in ih-)!c 
barbarous Countries, wheic Gold is of more Value 
than Life. 

Mufitipba was but Twenty eight Years old, wan 
tall and wcllihap'd, but vevy lean; Thic Lcun- 
jicfs was afcribU wholly to his melancholy and foil tin y 
Way of living, during his long Confinement; w-hen 
Jbc had practifed the Auftcrilioo uftedkd by the Dnvi- 
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»'■*, which gave him a Palenefs that never left him 
W with his Life. He was a Lover of Pomp and 
Munificence, and had fometimes very pretty Flight 
o\ Wit; he had apply 'd himfelf very diligently to 
rending the Alcoran ; he avoided the Company of the 
Ladle, of the Seraglio^ was naturally juft, and would 
n.'t fufTerany thing of Confequcnce to be decided in the 
I);:;:':, without being fiiit communicated to him ; he 
hi? likcwife affable and obliging. One of his greateft 
failures was, to (hew himfelf to' his People, when 
lie went to the Mofque, or any other place ; differing 
1 herein very much from his Anceftors, who always 
ordetVl the Way to be cleared through which they 
were to pais, as though the Subject were unworthy 

to look upon the Ucred Countenance of his Sovc- 
uign. 

But Co many fine Qualities were fullicd by a Di"- 
ftmclion of Mind, which made him always defpis'd; 
Ik never ccas'd talking, and generally to very little 
purpofc; fometimes he would break out into ttrange 
and unaccountable Whims; one Minute he would 
walk very faft, then on a fildden he would Hop fhort, 
without any manner oi" Rcafon; then again at Night 
he wou'd go out of the Strap/to, and run about the 
Streets of Cott(lantinoph\ without any Nc-ccflity, let 
the Weather be never fo foul ; when he went into 
The Apartment of the iWa///./j, he wouM draw hi,i 
Seymctcr, as if Ik apprehended fomc Violence from 
the Odaiyki* ,in a Place con feer.it ed to Love and Plea- 
fure; then a Moment after growing calm, he would 
afk the Eunuchs (who furrounded him, ;.nJ trembled 
for Pear,) 4 to what Ufcthat We.\pm ought to be pul? 
One of" *t hem having the Wit to reply, that ^It 
war. to enlarge the Bounds of his Dominions, aiicj & 
challife Rebels, he was lb well plc«sM with his An- 
iwer, time he gave him a Diamond of a confidcrablc 
Vuluc. 

But 
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But another Day'* when the fame Whim came in- 
to his Head, in his own Apartment, fu/roundecl by 
his Ichoglans, or Pages; after flourifhing his Scymefci 
feme time in the Air, luivirg demrmdcd of" them tc 
what L T fe it ought to be put ? ; the poor Pages, whr 
were aikmihYd at his Extravagance, (which was fo 
much the greater, as the Suit tins never wear any 
Arms in their own Apartment, or that of the Sulla- 
nn'i) not giving him any Ardwer, he kiil'd one c! 
them, and mortally wounded fcveral others. 

Kiofem was no Stranger either to Mnftaphas Fail- 
ings or good Qualities ; but as fhe had juog'd th.it af- 
ter Achmct\ Death, her Son dmuratb would not have 
bcenprcfen'd to Piircc Ofmnn \ flic had only placed 
,Muftapba upon the Throne, in order to gain Time, 
to rid herfelf more eafily of the Heir Apparent: Being 
"very certain that this new Emperor could not reign 

long, either by Reafon of his frequent Extravagancies, 
or the People's Difgult, and that then fhe might bring 
her Deiigns to bear. 

The'-. Vallde was yet better acquainted than' Kiofem 
with Mnftapbat Imperfecta* ; but flic was in Hopes 
to conceal them fo well, that they ftiould never be 
known; and that by this Means fhe might reign un- 
der his Name, which was the only Motive that had 
induced her ro follow the Aviv ice of the Suit as a Queen, 
imagining hcifc If capable of governing thi* vail Em- 
pire. N evert he left (he had but an ordinary Genius; 
and her eAab.-d Hopes were founded only upon the 
Predictions of the Javej) Keira-Knden, who notwirh- 
Handing her cruel Cdtnjiropb^ had never been jibfau 
from her Thoughts.

PrcpofTefs'd'' with the glorious Dcfliny, which hud 
Uxn . promifed ;hcr by that artful Woman, /lie im- 
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ae'm'd herfelf equal to the Tufk of Empire ; and that 
u make herfelf fure of the Government, me need on- 
ly to confer the principal Oificcs on her Creatures : 
Nat r.flefting that fuch Changes would draw power- 
ful Enemies upon her Back, and even indanger the 
Life of Muftapba himfelf. None of thefe Misfortunes 
coming into her Head, flie went ilill on her own 
Way, and began by the Grartd-Fizier cf whom fhe 
had a Miftruft. He at that Time headed an Army a- 
gainft the Perfians* was a Man of great Experi- 
ence, brave, full of Fire, cover'd with Glory, and 
beloved by his Soldiers. Notwithftanding all this, 
me Sultana Falidd, being follicited by MebemcU her 
Son-in-Law, to deprive this great Captain of the 
Seals of the Empire, andconferthem upon him ; and 
imagining that this firft Poft of the Empire, being in 
the Hands of her Daughter's Hufband, would render 
her Power abfolute ; fent in the Sultatfs Name toce- 
mand of the Fizier, the Badges of this high Office. 

This great Minider immediately obey'd, and de- 
livered up the Seals; but as the Sultanejs hid been 
\o imprudent, as to leave him the Command tS the 
Army, he did not defpair of revenging an A'Vrou he 
had not defcrved ; no looner was Mebf>;ct invoikd 
with the Dignity o£Gra?id-Fiz.icr 1 but he r^iohed ;o 
have likewifc that of Captain BaJ/a, pofMVd by /-A/- 
h-BnJpiy a Man of fingular Merit, who had been pto- 
ferredtothis fecondPoit in the Empire for his Servi- 
ces : ho fufFcrM himfelf however to hz deprived 
thereof without Murmuring, in Order to have it con- 
ferred on the new Grand Fizier, who within two 
Days after fold it to another, for a coniiderable Sum. 
He ferved in the fame Manner the Governours of 
Egypt* Oamafcus, Syria, Caramttnia, and feveral o- 
thers, whom he ltript of their Employs, in Order 
to difpofe of diem to the bell Bidder. 

All 
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All thefc Changes having been effected, the Val\- 
dc ar.d Vi%ia\ imagined themfelves fecure from the 
Cap: ices of Fortune; and that Sultanejs having fuc- 
ceeded lb well in her Projects, was more than ever 
convinced of the Truth of Kcira-Kadtn\Yxt$\£X\o\V:> 
and that the St.-trs concur'd to the Advancement of 
her Power. 

But whilft flie was lulPd in this Security, the Be- 
haviourof Muftapha, put the finifhing Stroke; to his 
Fall. This Prince whole Diilraclion of Mind in- 
crcafed every Day, fpent all his Time, in having 
Drolls acted under the Windows of the Swig/;., 
which were no fooncr over than he would nia'e 
them begin aguin, bv wiiich Mean:; they lailcd ti 1 
■late at Night : Aid one Day, an Aftor having plea- 
fed him highly in the Pin he phy\i, Mujlapha ran 
to the Royal Treafmy, from whence he fetch 'd fe- 
veral of the Crown jewels, ar.d threw them to th 
Buffoon, in Reairn for the Diverfion he had given 
him. This Extravagance excited the Murmurs oiatl 
the People, who as yet only defpiied him, but his o- 
ther Follies foon made them hate him. 

The Sultana Falide ftrovc in Vain, to procure 
from all Parts the molt beautiful Qda/ijks, in order to 
excite his Love, he never- could be brought to endure 
them » and when any of them by their Difcourfc, or 
Looks, leem'd to have a Defignupon his Heart, he 
return'd it only with Scorn and Indignation, and drove 
them out of his Prcfence. This very fcnfibly affect- 
ed his Moihcr and the Kijler-jlgafy % who for their own 
Intel ells could have with 'd him to have had Children. 
But when they rejfefented to him, that he ought, to 
make Choice of foinc of hh beautiful Virgins* to give 
an Heir to the Empire, and he was in. his IntcjVws 

of Senfe, he would anfwer them gravely ; that bis 

brother 
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Brother had left Sons, whom he look'd upon as his 
own, iince he had adopted them, and that he defign'd 
to leave them an Empire to which they were born.

Thefe Sentiments would have been heroick , 
rud he continued in them ; but in a Quarter of 
,in Hour, he would bely them by a thoufand ri- 
rixulous Aclions, which gave but too much Reafon 
:o judge, that there was no relying upon any Thing 
he faid. One Day, when he was in his Mother's 
Apartment, after having fata long Tin.-* : n a deep 
S:udy, he rofe up on a fudden ; and blaming t.. : effem- 
inate Sloth of many of his Ancestors, who had rrc- 
f:rr'd the Plea fu res of the &v/.\;/.v, to the Welfare 
cf the State and their own Gl^ry, whillt their Sol- 
diers were (hedding their Blood Jbv them, he Qi ' j he 
deiigtfd to put himfelf ;\z the He.id of his 'limy 
in Perjia, and to command it in Perfon. Evciy one 
cxtoIlM tliis glorious Def.gn, and endcavour'd to con- 
him him therein, when he added that he would fet 
out immediately, notwithftanding the Severity of the 
Weather, it being then the Month of December. 

In Vain did they reprefent, that the Winter Sea- 
ibn was appointed for his Highnels\> Plcafures, and 
the Repote of his Troops; it was impoflible to 
diflliudc him from it, and lie pcrfiiLd in his Delign 
till Night, but next Morning thought no more of it. 

Khjc/My feeing with her own Ryes, the wretched 
Adininiilration of the Government, and the Sultan's 
Extravagancies, and judging that this Building could 
not Hand long, retired from about the l r nlidc\ that 
none of the Blame might be imputed to her; on 
Pretence that flic gave her no Share in the Govern- 
ment; never viiiting her but out of Decency, and V 
applying her felf wholly to prepare Mutters iifj&J&e 
pWn&'rfjJfew/vrt^ on the Throne the firft Qpp&tji- ' ; t 

flit/; jBtf't Providence Jwd danced oihcrwifc. 

:..'-''> * Young 
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Young Ofman, who grew every Day more accom- 
plifh'd, had not been infenfible of the Preference, 
Achmet had given his Uncle over him. The noble 
Ambition, he was already infpired with, made him ob- 
ferve with Regret, that another was pofTefs'i of a 
Place, which he flatter'd himfelf with filling worthi- 
ly, and which fo lawfully belong'd to him. Being 
confinM within the narrow Bounds of one Apartment, 
wherein he was furroundedbut by a fmall Number of 
Attendants, who durft not exprefs their whole AiFec- 
tion to him, and on whom he could not rely with- 
out Imprudence, having none but his Preceptor to 
whom he could open his Heart he often compared 
this Conflraint, to the agreeable Liberty he enjoy'd 
during his Father's Life ; calling to Mind the happy 
Moments, he had pafs'd with Afoad^ and his incom- 
parable Daughter: And whenever thefe mournful 
Reflections got Poffeflion of his Thoughts, he 
xvould difclofe his Mind to his Tutor, with fomuch 
Warmth, and in Terms fo full of Eloquence and Rea- 
fon, that Jpad's Surprize was equal to his Admiration : 
He gave an exact Account thereof to tkc Mufti; who 
being overjoy'd to hear of fuch Sentiments in the 
Prince, made hafte to put the finifhing Stroke to the 
Work he had begun, and which Kiofem^s Intrigues 
had interrupted. 

Infhort, he let flip no Opportunity to cxaggeiate 
this Prince's Merit ; raifing Murmurs againft the Go- 
vernment amongft the People, and in the Chambers 
of the Janizaries, introducing Q/x*tf7/'s Name artful- 
ly therein, and always to his Advantage ; that he 
might fee, if amonglt the great Number of Malcon- 
tents, there would not be found fome, confiderable 
enough to join with him.

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"This Conduct met with Succefs even beyond his 
urmofl Hopes ; the brave Haly, who had fhewn lb 
much Moderation, in refigning to the Vizier the 
Pail of Captain Baf?, only that he might the better be 
revengod on him tor that Affront, and who forcfaw 
m Milium between his Fail and iiis Death, knowing 
the M»ftt*s A flexion for Of/xan, and how well the- 
People's Minds were inclined to that Prince, went 
fecretly to the High Priell : And after having repre- 
fented to him the Misfortunes of the Empire under 
the prefent Government, acquainted him with the 
PUn he had formed for depoiing Muflapba, and fet- 
ting Prince Of man upon the Throne. 

The Mufti having examin'd the Propofal, ap- 
proved thereof, and encouraged him to purfue itvpro-* 
miling to aihft him to the utmoit of his Power; arid* 
fending that Moment for the Kaimacan, and the 
Lieutenant of the former Vizier, he gave them ma- 
nifcrt Proofs, thatitwas refolved in the Seraglio to dif- 
miis them from their Employments, and to confer their 
Places upon otjiers ; that the Grand Vizier Mebcmet* 
and the Sultana Valide both hated and feared them ; 
and that they had vow'd their Dellru$$»i. Thcfe 
tivo OIHcers, ilruck with this New.% thank'd the 
Mufti for his Information, and begg'd him to advife 
them how to ward off this Misfortune, and put an 
End to the Opprcflions under which' the Empire 
laboured at that Time, 

The Mufti, feeing them in the very Tempe/ which 
he could have wifh'd, immediately infornfd tliem of. 
the Defign concerted between Haly and him, into;: 
which they enter'd with Joy; and after having fworn. 
an inviolable Secrefy and Fidelity. Ajbad laid, he 
would likevvife take upon him to gain over the Kifter 
dg'f/y. In Effect, he (bund tl«tt Officer entirely di'po- 
fed to do whatever hcdcfircd,and tljat the more readily, 
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becaufe Muftapha, not deigning to approach any of 
the Odalijks, his Employment, which was only con- 
siderable by their A4eans, became ufelefs, being with- 
out Bufincfs, or Authority. 

Thefe five great Men, thus perfectly agreed, 
tvrote Word thereof to the former Vizier, whole 
Army was then in Winter-Quarters in Natolia ; 
and this General, who only waited a favourable Oc- 
cafion to difplay his Refentmcnt, fci/Al hold of thb 
Opportunity with Joy : And difpatching to them a 
Perfon in whom he could confide, he fent them 
Notice, he was going to draw his Troops toge- 
ther, and would march direclly with them toward: 
Qonjlantinophy that he might be at Hand to fuppor. 
them* in a Defign fo juft, and fo ncccflary for the 
Welfare of the Empire. 

In the mean while, the Confpirators, that they 
might run no Hazards, acted not without Caution •• 
and began by giving out, it was a Difgrace foi 
MuJJli/mcT!, the Conquerors of the whole Earth, 
to fufrer-thcmlclves to be govem'd by a Mad-man, 
and a Woman without Judgment, and without E\ 
perience ; that every Thing was going 10 Ruin j ilm 
ail Affairs were left to the Will of Fortune ; that un- 
lets ibme fpeedy Remedy were found, the Deduc- 
tion of the Empire mull be inevitable; and that it was 
impofliblc to put a Hop to, and prevent, fo many Mi : - 
t fortunes, but by depoling Mu/iapha, and fcttingS///- 
tan Ofman upon the Throne; that notwithstanding 
his Youth, he difcovci'd a thoufand fine Qualities, and 
gave Hopes that under his Reign, they fliould fee 
Plenty return, and the Glory of the Ottoman Em- 
pire re-cflablifhed.

Thefe Reports being fpread abroad every where/. 

foon. flew from the Imperial City over all the Pipvih-' 
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ccs, and prepared the People and Soldiery for 
an approaching Revolution. The Confpirarors 
cook Care to inform the depofed Vizier, of the Pro - 
grefs they made every Day ; and that General fcr.c 
.them a number of his Friends, who left the Army 
on different Pretences. The Mufti al r o, having cu- 
pped on his Side all the Doclors of the Law, with, 
the Principal Officers of the Janizaries and Spabi\ 
and all Things being carried on with admi- 
rable Prudence and Secrcfy, they loon faw them- 
ftlves in a Condition, to execute their Defigns, with- 
out the Validly KJojh;/, or Muflapbah having the 
kail Sufpicion. 

At laft the Confpinuors, having drawn together all 
rheir Friends in the Imperial City, fent to the de- 
pofed Vizier to approach with his Army towards 
Ccnftantinopk; and when they were inform 1 d that 
he was within two Days March, they loft not a Mo- 
ment in putting the laft Mand to the Work. For- 
tune likewife favoured their Defign ; for having No- 
tice, on the twentieth of February 1618, that M//-

tapba had refolved on a Parry of Pleafure the next 
Day upon the Sea, they concerted Mcafurcs fo well 
tviih the Kijler-Agafy) to take Advantage there- 
of, that he could not clcape them. 

Accordingly, this Chief of the black Eunuchs, be- 
ing Mailer of all the Doors of the Women's Apart- 
ments, and knowing it was the Sultatfs Cuilom, 
to vifit the Validly at his Return from taking the? 
Air, fciz'H the Opportunity of his Ablcncc, to intro- 
duce and conceal Hafy-Baja, and fevcral Officers in 
thefe Appartments, and the Inilant that Muftapha 
was return'd, the Kijler-Agafy having lock'd every. 
Door, deliver'd the Keys to that Baffa % who fee 
Ceqtinels, at every Poll, efteclually to prevent the 
Su/tm Efcape. 
' '?' ■.' E z Then 
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Then going diretfly to the Lodgings where the 
Princes were confin'd, he brought out Of man, and 
conduced him to the imperial Chamber ; where the 
Mufti waiting for him, with the other Confpirators, 
they proclaim'd him Emperor of the Muffulmcn, by 
the Title of Suhan-0f?nan, with a thoufand Ac- 
clamations, cauied by the Sight of that amiable 
Prince: Wliilft he far from being furprized at 
this Event, feem'd to look upon it only, as what was 
his Due, and an Aft of Juitice which he ex peeled 
from the Zeal and Fidelity of his Subjecls. 

The News was foon fpread from the Seraglio to 
the City, which refounded every where with the 
Joy and Shouts of the Inhabitants. Some of the Ja- 
nizaries and Spabi'i would have taken Arms in Fa- 
vour dlMuftapba ; but their Officers, who were of 
Of map's Side, having terrify'd them, by telling them 
that the Army commanded by the depofed Pizier, a 
Man to be dreaded for his Coui&ge and Experience, 
was at the Gates of Conflantinopk y * and that he 
would cut them all in Piece?, if on his Arrival, he 
found them in Arms for a Party contrary to his own ; 
they durilnot ilir a Foot. 

However, wliiltt on one Hand, they terrify M them 
with the Fear of Punifhnicnt, on the other, the/ 
diflribtitcdamongll them the Donative, theyrcquiic 
of the Sultans at evtry Change, which appealed 
them ^o entirely, that Piince Ojman was pro- 
claim^ in all the publick Places of the City with 
general Aplaufe. 

Muliafba w.\s the laft who was inform'd pf hia 

Fall » but attempting to } \o out, oh the Noifeof the 

^Acclamations, wherewith the6Yrrf£//Vrcfoun<ledi and 

Ending himfeli'lock'd in, he imagin'd IiitiMfcfer^u.ncj 
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whereof, notwitManding the Weaknefs of his Intel- 
lefts, he wasnotinfenfible, flying into a great Paffion, 
and breaking out into bitter Complaints. One while he 
would talk very fenfibly, then again falling into his 
Delirium, he open'd the Seraglio Windows, and 
cry'd out with a loud Voice, that he was the law- 
ful Emperor, and that they could not depofe him 
without offending both Heaven and Earth; after 
which he drew his Scymeter, and flourifh'd it in 
the Air on every Side, without any one's minding 
him, or giving him any Anfwer. 

The Sultana Fa/ide, notwithstanding her Sur- 
prize, and her Defpairfor her own Cafe in particular, 
being moved to Companion at this Prince's deplorable 
Fate, ufed her utmoft Efforts to appeafe him; but 
his Phrenzy came afrefh upon him on his hearing the 
leaft Shouts. Neverthelcfs, whatever he could fay, 
or do, he was forced to remain in her Apartment 
three Days ; where he was ferved by that Princefs*s 
Officers, who were confin'd therein, as well as him- 
felf, without a poffibility of Efcape. 

At the End of that Time, they fent him fome 
Dervifes and Imans, who by their moving and pathe- 
tick Difcourfes. pacify'd him by Degrees, and mad* 
him refolve to fuffer hWnfelf to be conducted, to 
the Cell he had fo long lodg'd in ; where he had 
two old Women, and a black Eunuch to attend him - : 
This done, the Sultana Falide> was carried to 
the old Seraglio, notwithstanding her Tears and 
Complaints. Muftapha reignM three Months sulci 
ieven Days. 

Thus did 0/>/r*// afcend the Throne of his Ances- 
tors, to which he was lawfully cr. titled by Birth-; 
and thus were the Intrigues of the Sultanas, Kio?, 
fern, and Philatra, furmountcd by the tender AF- .

fedlion, which the Mufti- /Ifbad had always retained 
for this Prince. The Divan affemblcd Toon alter, 
and by unanimous Confent, the Seals of the Empire 
were re delivered to the depofed Vizier, who \v;is 
made Regent together with H.i/y-BaJfii',whM their 
common Enemy Mehemt was ftrangled, as having 
by his Incapacity, and Avarice, been the Caufe or 
all the Troubles in the State. 

Thisdone, the Regents gave Directions for the Em- 
peror Ofman\ being carried by Water, to the Mofque 
tailed Job-Tvanfarai , which is in the Suburbs ot 
Conftantifiophy there to put on the imperial Scymc* 
ter, according to the Cuftom of the new Sultans. 
The VeiTel wherein lie imbark'd for this (hort Pail- 
age, was infinitely magnificent. The Poop was in- 
kid with Gold and Silver, and embelliuYd with a 
Number of precious Stones ; but what was admired 
above all, were three Glais Lanthorns, fo enrich'd 
with Jewels, that the Sun glancing thereon with his 

Beams, made them reflect an infinite Luftre, almaft 
as glorious as that which produced it. 

The BoJiangi'Baffa, who alone has a Right to 
icrve as Pilot to the Grand Siguier, fteer'd this Vef- 
fel ; the Sea Side was cover'd with Ships, who made 
^continual Difcharges of their Cannon; the Sides or 
the Harbour were flrewd with Flowers, and covered 
with infinite Nnmbers of People, who made the 
Heavens refound with joyful Acclamations. In this 
State was Ofmmi carried to the Mofque of Job, lb 
call'd from an old Sunton, who was reputed a Saint 
by thefefuperltitious People. 

The young Su/tan t however, was not confounded 
with all thefe Honours j but dilcovcr'd fo much Wit 
jn his UJfcpurfe, and fo much Grace in his Actions, 

'."that the. Fixers who accompanied him were in Ex* 
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tafies thereat. As foon as he arrived there, and had 
n tiered up his Prayers, the Chief of the Emirs> the 
Name given by the Turks to the Family of the 
talle Prophet Mahomet, having a green Turban on 
iiis Head, (which Colour, none but the Defendants 
of that Prophet are allowed to wear, on account of 
iii having been his favourite Colour;) and attended by 
f.veral of the fame Family, girded about him the 
Imperial Scy meter, offering up, at the fame time. 
Abundance of good Wifhes for his Profperity ; after 
which, the Emperor afTifted at the Sacrifice of i'ome 
Sheep, and other Ceremonies praclifed onfuch Occa- 
fions. This done, he mounted a ftately Horfe, and 
made his Entry through the City, by the Gate of 
Adrianopkj with yet greater Pomp than any of his 
PredecefTors. 

The Turks were fo charm'd with the Beauty aid 
Gracefulnefs of his Perfon, and his Addrefs in ma- 
naging his Hoffe, that they could have look'd on him 
for ever. Next Morning he went to the Dwott, 
and took his Place on the Throne prepared for him, 
which was infinitely magnificent. There all the 
principal Officers of the Parte, had the Pleafure of 
examining him at Leifure. His eafy Shape, his 
Carriage, which was both grave and majeltick, (Of man 
affecting the fevere Mien, ufual with the Sultans on 
fuch Occafions which, however, he foften'd, from 
Time to Time, by calling a prop$s Looks full of 
Diitinc~lion, upon the Heads of the Divan>) had 
fuch an Effect upon the Hearts of this. Ailembly, 
that they could hardly contain themfelves within the 
Bounds, prefcrib'd by the Refpect due to a Place ot" 
that Importance. 

But the Aftonifhment find Admiration of every 
one, was increai'ed confidently, when this young 
Monarch, breaking. Silence of hi* own Accord,, .=af- 

K 4 furcd 
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furcd the Dkan, that his firft Care mould be to ab- 
ferve the Law^ ; and that his fole Aim fhould be the 
Happinefs of his Subjects, and Glory of his Empire; 
exhorting the Mufty, and all the Viziers to fecond 
him therein. This Difcourfe, which he uttered 
with a Grace that was natural to him, broke down 
the Barrier that rellrain'd the Tranfports of the Di- 
van ; every Voice was raifed at the fame Jnftant, to 
blefs and praife him, and to congratulate thcmfelves 
on having him for their Mafter. So many Proofs of 
Love and Zeal, did not pafs unregarded by the Sult<w ; 
wherefore divefting himfelfat that time of the Seve- 
rity of the Ottomans, and only difcovering in his Looks 
a prudent and modeft Satisfaction at the Sentiments 
wherewith he infpired them, and which they ex- 
prefled with (o much Ardour, he afTured them, by 
his obliging Glances, of his Efteem and Acknow- 
ledgment. 
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Such was the Reception of the Emperor Ofmatz, 

owho by the Extent of his Genius, foon gave the Vi- 

. £/*rand Captain Bajfa to know, that their Regency 

would not be of long Continuance. Jn fhort, this 

Prince had fo great a Defire of governing in Perfon, 

that he refolv'd on being inftrucled in all that re- 

• Jated to the Court, the City, or the Provinces, but 
efpecially in all that related to War. The Mufty, 
whom he call'd Father, and who never left. him, 

• was almoft wholly employ'd, in endeavouring to mo- 
derate this Ardour, by reafon of his tender Years: 
He had (gfttled Hours for the Sciences, Hiitory, Po- 
liticks, ana the Affairs of Government; defpifing all 

. the Amufements of the Princes of his Age. He had 
always one Map or another before him, which he 
itudied very diligently ; and procured the Pictures 

- of all the Powers of Europe, that he mightdife'over, 
by their Phvfiognorny, what wus their real Xha- 

iH&cn he demanded likewife to bcvinftruclcd in 

their 
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thoir Strength, both by Sea and Land, with their 
different Intereits, and all their Politicks in gene- 
ral. A Conduct fo prudent, in an Age fo little 
advanced, could not but give the moft promifing 
Hopes ; accordingly the Turk j never mention'd him 
but with Tranfport, nor ever law him without ren- 
ding the Skies with Acclamations. 

But if Nature feemM to have taken Delight, in 
forming this Prince fo early to Reafon and Under- 
itanding, Ihe had labour'd no lefs on the fecret Mo- 
tions of his Heart, by making him fufceptibie of Love, 
even whilft he was yet a Stranger to its Name. This 
Paifion, which Reading taught him quickly to under- 
ftand, by the Effects thereof related in HHlory, was 
no fooner made known to him, than he did not in 
the lealt doubt but dpbetidin& had produced it in Ins- 
Soul. This admirable Maiden, who was always pre- 
fent to his Thoughts, reigned yet more abfolutely; 
there, when he law himfelf at liberty to make hia 
own Choice - r and the Knowledge of his own Senti- 
ment?, which he compared with thofe Apbnidina had! 
often exprefTcd for him, giving him Room to think,, 
that flie had nalefs Love for him, than he had for: 
her, it increafed his Paflion. to that degree, that, as* 
foon as he was difengaged from the Ceremonies of 
his Acceffion to the Throne, he bent all his, 
Thoughts upon the Pleaiure of feeing her again.. £ 

TotmV-fcnd, he fhewed the Mufty more Kind^ 
nefs than ever, that he might engage him not to re- 
fufe what he intended to demand ; at lalt, one Day,, 
finding this High- Pri all affe&ed more chair ordina-' 
rjly with his Goodnefs; " Father, faid he, (with any 
Air that:' would have gain'd every Heart,) I doubt* 
*'" not but you love me; andneverthclcfs I mu.il re-' 
*' quire one Proof.thcrcof :. All thefe Honours t^to'aitt? 
" paid me, and all the Zeal that is cxpreft'd forifta^ 
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« yield me tnft an imperfecT: Satisfaction, whilft 

*' your adorable. Daughter is not a Witnefs of my 

Glory ; remember what 1 told you at our parting, 

and ihew me that I am dear to you, in bringing uf. 

41 again together." 

This Difcourfe made AJbad tremble; he con- 
fider'd the Confequencc was fo much the more to be 
apprehended, as Ofman> although very young, knew 
himiclf to be Emperor, ^ and was no Stranger to the 
W^ Extent of the fupreme Authority ; and by his Hu- 
mour which he was very well acquainted with, lie 
jmagin'd him capable o{ ufiing his Power. Neverthc- 
Jeld, taking his Relokitiunin a Moment; " My Lord, 
aniwer'd he, my Daughter has not been in the 
leait ignorant of your glorious Acccfiion. Being 
acquainted with your Higrmefs's exalted Qualities, 
whereof ihe itil] retails the dear Remembrance, 
fhe has fLar'd in your People's Joy, and I can 
even avouch to you, that her's has furpafsM it: 
*"But, my Lord, the Daughter of Afarf can't come 
o juitify this to you in your Seraglio, withou 
fujjying her Honour; and if your Highnefs will 
*•* fee her, you mult youchfafe to honour her with 
4i your Preience, in i.e Palace of your Slave.'*

but received him at his Palace the next Day, and 

conduced him to the Apartment of- hi J Daughter* 

nyihom he had appriz'd of this Vifitv 
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No fooner did the beauteous Aphendina fet Eyes on 
the Emperor, than fhe would have proitrated herfelf 
at his Feet, but he prevented her, and led her to her 
Sofa. " At laft my Charmer, I fee you again, faid he, 
" and can now offer you that Heart, from which, 
you was afraid, my Advancement would have 
" banifli'd you 'Tis no longer the fame Ofman 9 
who'fe timorous Childhood prevented his know- 
ing and expreflmg what he felt for you; 'tis Of- ' 
" man> Sovereign of a powerful Empire, who comes 
to tell you he adores you. My own Heart afTures. 
" me of the Sentiments of yours ; in vain, by a Mo- 
defty infeparable from your Sex, would you endea- 
" vour to difguife them from mc : Being both as yet 
Children, we fpoke the fame Language, our Eyes 
" cxprefs'd themfelves in the fame nunner, and we 
were both fenfible of the fame Joy on feeing, and 
" the fame Sorrow on parting from , each othef. 

" A little more Undemanding, and fonie little ,^' 
tf Time pafs'd flncc our Sep-iration,catmot have chan- mj$j$i 
" ged our Thoughts-, and fince my maturer Yean ' Uf 
have informed me, that the Emotions I at that 
time felt in my Soul, were the Effefts of Love, 
then unknown to me by Name, yours like wife 
mull have in form 'd you, that your Paflion is of 
the fame kind: Aft fuiubly thereto, my c^t 
Aphtndtna^ and render me the happieft Pri'ricb 
upon Earth, by confemng to mc, that you have

as abfolutely as you can defire ; her Afleclion for

The Sult/w, tranfported with Joy, at this Con- 
feflion, teftificd it by a thoufand Aclions full of 
Rapture, and conjured her to render his Happinefs 
complete, by coming to the Seraglio, enjoying 
the Glory of having the Preference of all the Oda- 
HJks that were preparing for him, and being the 
-only one for whom the grand Title of Hajfaki was 
deitined. But the virtuous Maiden told him, with 
.the fame Sincerity wherewith fhe had own'd her 
,Xove, that he mult never expeel her to increafc the 
^Number of thofc deilin'd for his Pleafures ; that flic 
had been brought up, with Principles very different, 
'from thofe of 'the other Women; and that even Na- 
ture itfelf had indued her with Notions quite con- 
trary to theirs i that it was true Ihe loved him well 
enough to <iie for him ; but that fhe would likewife 
die, rather than be guilty of an Adlion, which Ihe • 
look'd upon as infamous and difgraceful. 

Thcfc Words, which fhe utter'd vyith a furpr> 
.fcing Courage, made the Sultan fetch a deep Sigh; 
but as his Paifion was really delicate, being founded 
upon Eftcem , and the Cuiloms of the. Seraglio in 
this Point, gave him no lefs Trouble than her r he 
could not blame her for this Refolution ; and hop- 
ing perhap that his Services, his Refpecl, and Per- 
severance, would make her one Day change her 
Mind, lie prefs'd her no more upon that Head: 
.Wherefore after a thoufand Proteftationa taloveeach 
tother eternally, and to expeel from Time fomc 
Mean? to reunite them, they parted from each o- 
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thcr, and that Prince returned to his Seraglio, a little 
better fatisfied, but much more amorous than ever. 

Tvvas much about this Time, that News came 
to France of the Death of Achviet ; and the Ad- 
vancement of Muftapha to the Throne ; the Affront 
done to Mon r de Sancy, Ambaflador of France* on 
account of the Efcape of Koreki, Prince of Molda- 
via; the Depofing of Muftapha ■; and the Acceflion 
of Ofman to the Empire. Lewis XIII. being informM 
of the Infult offered to his Ambaflkdor, difpatch'd 
the Secretary Attgufta to Conftantinople, to demand 
Satisfaction ; and wrote to the new Sultan, that he 
could neither fend to condole with him on the Lofc 
of Sultan Achtnet his Father , nor to congratulate 
him on his happy Advancement to the Empire of 
the Eaft, till he had received Reparation of the In- 
dignity offer'd him in the Perfon of his AmbaiTa- 
dor. 

Ofman's Council, who difapprov'd of the Violence 
done to the French, were of Opinion, that not to 
put an End to the good Underllanding, which his 
PredecefTors had religiaufly maintain'd with France, 
the Sultan ought to cauie Satisfaction to be made 
him. That Piince was of the fame Mind ; and by 
his Orders, the Grand Vizier difpatch'd freju 
Chiaou* Bajfa, with a Letter under the Sultan^ 
own Hand to the King, wherein he gave him the 
Title of, * Moll glorious, and molt powerful Prince 
of the Believers in Jefus Cbrift> the Arbiter of the 
Differences of the greateft Chriftian Princes and the 
moil noble of all ; Emperor of France. 

In this Letter the Sultan rendcr'd him an Account 

of all that had pafs'd under Muflafbth Reign, and 

coi>- 

* Madam dc Gww muft be excu&M; Shu is a Native of 
Frantc% v 
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confirmed the Power he had given the Cbiaoux Baf- 
fa t tofwearandpromifein his Name, that he would 
obferve the Treaties made with his Predeceflbrs; 
that he defired the King to do the like; that he dif- 
approved Muftaphah Behaviour to his Ambaflador, 
and promifed to honour his Minifters for the future, 
as hud been ufual before this Misfortune had happen'd ; 
that he had given Orders that they fhould be always 
the moft favoured, and that he defired the King not 
to queilion thefe Aflu ranees. 

The Cbiaoux arrived at the French Court, juft as 
they were celebrating the Nuptials of Chrijlina of 
Trance* the King's Sifter, with Amadeus, eldeft Son 
to the Duke of Savoy ; where he was a Witnefs of fill 
the Magnificence of that Solemnity. The King 
having received this Satisfaction, recalled Achilla de 
Harlay Sancy, Baron de Mole, and lent in his place 
the Count de Cely, and 'tis from the Memoirs ol' 
the Baron de Solignac* (who died at ConJIantinoplt\ 

under the Reign of Acbmtt,) of Achilla de -Harlay 
Sancy, Baron de Mole, and of. Harlay, Count de 
Cely, who were fucefiivcly Ambafladors of France, 
at the Ottoman Porte, that 1 compofed this Iii- 
ilory. 

• Harlay de Sancy, at the Age of five and twenty, 
had made fuch great Progrcfs in the Sciences, by an 
•ffiduous Study, and hi*. Travels to feveral Courts 
of Europe* that at a Time, when thofe of his 
Age think only of their Pleafures, he was judg'd 
capable oi' being lent Embailador to the Ottoman 
Porta a Poll ib much the more difficult, as it is 
of Importance to the Chriflfon Religion in general, 
(nit mtft'h more fo to alj the ChriHiatts of the he- 
vatit, He arriv'd at Con/iantinopl^ on September 

x i* 161 1. And the Memoirs of the Baron de Solig- 
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nac having been deliver'd to him, he Wrote Com- 
ments thereon, and continued them, wklNb'much 
Care, during his EmbafTy, that he diftover'd the 
molt fecret Intrigues of the Seraglio : Th'efe his 
Memoirs were likevvife continued by Mr. de'Harlay* 
Count de Cely, who fucceeded him, with (o much 
Exaflnefs, and Accuracy, that by their Afliftance 
and thofe of fome other Perfons of Confideration, 
that were communicated to me, I wanted no Helps 
necefTary to aftridt Adherence to Truth. 

In the mean while, the Army, fent by Su/f/fit* 
Acbmet againft the Perjtans, whofe Progrefs had' 
been hinder'd by the Revolutions that had happened 
at Con/hmtinople, having been refrefhM, and reinfor- - 
ced by new Troops, began again their Operations, 
under the Command of the Grand Vizier, by the 
taking of Erzerum, which the Rehel Abajfa had 
defended obflinately. This done, He palVd the 
Euphrates, fubdued all the Countries poifcfs'd by the 
PerjUns on the Banks of that River, and after having , ;. 
carried Fire and Sword every where, march'd fox- 
wards on, and offered them Battle. 

The Viftory was long wavering, and in Difpute r 
hut the Number of the Turks overpowering the 
Pcrfianu they gave Ground, and the Vizier* like 
an able General, redoubling his Efforts, oblig'dtheni 
to abandon the Field of Battle This lias always 
been reckoii'd the bloodieft Engagement that was c- 
ver fought during the lail Centuiy ; above a hund- 
red thoufand Men being kill'd on bcth Side*, and 
many more of the Turks than Per/tarts. Both Par- 
lies cteim'^fcc Victory ; but it is certain that the 
r/ziVr kepftfie Field of Battle, that he deliver'dup 
the Enemy's Camp to be plunder d by his Troops; 
that fefawttht P$rjians before hinVri great;'- Way 

into chek Country vth»t the Want of PtovifidrtWoiHfcr 
I *. ---.put 
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put a ftop to his Progrefs; and that he obhged the 
Sophy to fue for Peace. 

This Newsbeing arrived zXConftnntinople, feem'd a 
happy Omen of the Profperity that would attend the 
Reign of Ofman\ whoorder'd Rejoycings, which were 
proclaim'd by a general Difcharge of the Cannon of the 
Seraglio, the Ramparts, the Arfenals, and the Vcf- 
fels in the Harbour. Thefe Rejoicings continued 
fifteen Days, and were yet much greater when they 
heard, that the Vizier had concluded a Peace with 
the Sophy who had fubmitted to pay the Porte, the 
Tribute of Silks agreed on by former Trea- 
ties. 

The Emperor Ofman was the only one in his Em- 
pire, whofejoy was not entire; thinking that all 
thefe Advantages were only glorious to the State, 
fince he had no Share in the Viclory but by his 
Generals ; and being very fenfiWy afflicled,.that he 
had not been at the Head of his Army, on the D.iy 
of Battle : He even declared as much to the Mufti; 
complaining that he was treated like a Child, by 
being hinder'd from lhevving that he was no longer 
io. 

This Difcourfe, which was foon fpread abroad a*- 
mong the People and Soldiery, redoubled the 
Love they before had for him 3 but all their Tefti- 
nioniesofjoy were difturbed, by the Appearance 
pf a Meteor in the Sky, in the Shape of a flaming 
Scymcter, on the very Day of the Anniverfary cf 
Sultan- Achmet, viz. September j^v 1618, which 
it ruck a dreadful Terror into thefcfupgigtitiotts and 
barbarous People. i/ " 
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Itwas of a prodigious Bignefs,* and extended it fclf 
ftom tiff nwUt pf.tlie.He^vefts; to ttatforaoq J it* 

1 Point 
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Point began to appear at Midnight, and became e- 
very Inftant more red; and its Light continued to go 
on increafing till Break of Day, when it began to difap- 
pear: It follow'd the Motion of the Sun, and rofc 
always at the fame Point : It lafted fixty Days, and 
ciafed an univerfal Alarm all over the Empire: The 
Turks running in Crowds to the Mofques, to pray 
for the Safety of the Empire, and the Life of their 
Sultan. 

This Meteor was feen in Germany, Franc*, Spain, 
and England, under different Forms ; neverthelefs 
it was only upon narrow Souls that it made any great 
Impreffion : That of Ofman was too much above 
the Vulgar to be moved by thefe falfe Terrours, 
which were incapable of putting the leaft Stop to 
his Thirft after Glory. 

fix End oftbejirji Part. 
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S the Peace made with Perfia, left the 
Turks noEmploymcnt bySea,butag3init 
the Galleys ot Naples, Florence* and 
Jlf*//*, they turn'd iheir Arms Molly 
that Way, but did not meet with ex- 
IWpfdinary Succcii. Three Neapolitan Galleys hav 
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ing had the Boldnefs to enter the Gulph tfConftant- 
'maple, fell in with eight Turhijb Merchant-Men, 
which they both plunderd and burnt ; and being in- 
fo rm'd by the Chriftian Slaves found in thofc y e^els ; 
that the Bajfa of Grand-Cairo, the Time of whofc 
Government was expired, having been recallM by 
the Porte, had ernbark'd on board a large Veffel, 
ctill'd by the Turks a Sultana, with all his Family 
and Riches; and that the bad Weather had forced 
him to put into the Port of Tende, formerly Tenedos, 
ia Expectation of a fair Wind to carry him to Con- 
fiantinople \ the Commander of the Neapolitan Gal- 
leys, judging that Force would be in vain to get Co 
Jine a Prize, bethought himfelf of a Stratagem which 
had all the Succefs he could have wifh'd,

He caufed all his Sailors to drefs in the Habits of 
the Turks who had been found in the Veflels that 
were burnt ; he made ufe likewife of the Chr'tftian 
Slaves, to whom he had given their Liberty 5 ariS 
putting out Turkljb Colours and Streamers, had two 
Multeze Galleys which were in Company tow'd: fay 
two Brigantines, as if they had been taken from the 
Knights of Malta, and in this Manner fet &U for 
Tcnedos. The BaJJ'a deceiv'dby thefe Appearances, 
imagin'd them ibme of the Grand Signer's VefTeJs, 
and without any other Information, fent to the Ge- 
neral, to beg him to tow his Ship out of Harbour; 
The fubtlc Neapolitan* mod willingly lent him the 
Affillance he defired, and when the Veflel was got 
out into open Sea, fent to beg the Baffa y to allow him 
to coniejwfi pay him his Refpecls. The Baffa hw- 
ingaflftfi^ifihTm that he fhould be welcome, he drew 
near $viph"Kis Galleys, where every Thing was pre- 
paid ready for boarding; accordingly, when the Sigr 
nalwas given, they all leap'd into the Baffin Vcf- 
fel, : Sabre in Hand. The Turks being furprized, had 

ao Time to put themfclves in a Poiture of Defence*, 
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fo that the VefTel was inftantly taken, made faft and 
carried to Naples. In their Way they took likewife 
another large Turkijb Merchant-Man, calTd a Ca- 
ramofily richly laden. 

The fame Year, fix Galleys of Florence, com- 
manded by the Admiral Julio, Count deMontanto, 
engaged and took the Vice Admiral of Algiers, with 
thirty Pieces of Cannon, and two hundred Men, to- 
gether with an arm'd Tartane, and flmck a Terrour 
through all the Jfles of the Archipelago. Near one 
of thefe Iflands, they difcover'd a G alley of the Sul- 
tan**, that was carrying Mujlapba Bsjja to his Go- 
vernment of LepantOy which had been lately con- 
ferred upon him by the Grand Signior. 

The Florentines gave him Chafe, and the Turkijb 
Captain feeing himfelf the weaker, gain'd the Jfle of 
Stbiatry, witKDefign to put himfelf under Cover of the 

Tort; but the Fl&rentwt G$tyswho puxikei them, 

<h*ving a fair Wind , fell upon them , and obliged them to 
pat themfelves in a Poihire of Defence. . In EiFecl the 
:£uffa Muftapha, having given the neceffary Orders, 
defended himfelf like a brave Man, whilft the Can- 
jnonfrom the Fort play'd continually upon the Flo- 
<rixtinei t but the Bafa being kilPd, the Turkijb 
^JGalley was carried Sword in Hand. The Turks 
, *taw>uJd have faved themfelves by fwimming, but the 
(Florentines having intercepted them with their Boat, 
. they were forced to cry Quarter. Two hundred Cbri- 
.fiian Slaves were fet at Liberty, and as many of the 
■Enemies made Slaves. They took likewife three 
•Ships of Tunis, and two large Turkijb Merchant- 
Men richly laden, and contented with thefe Advan- 
tages, return'd with their Prizes in Triumph to 
Fbrmt*

So many LofTes, one upon the Back of another, 
which Fame made yet more considerable than they 
really were, animated the Sultan with an ardent De- 
fire of Vengeance ; wherefore, to do himfelf Jultice, 
he commanded a Fleet to be equip'd with the utmolfc 
Expedition, and fent it out, with Orders to revenge 
him on all Cbriftian Princes, without Diftinction. 
This Fleet, which was join'd by the Galleys of 
Rhodes, and Scio, ilruck a Terrour throughout the . 
Gulphof Venice ; where not having been able to ef- 
fect any Thing, they laid Siege to Manfredonia, a 
famous Port in the Province of Apulia* and as the 
Garrifon was but weak, and ill furnifh'd with Pro- 
vifion, it wasfoon taken by Storm. 

Accordingly, the TiriJ put to the Sword all the 
Inhabitants, both Men and Women, faving none a- 
live but the younger Sort, whom they made Slaves. 

They found therein a confiderable Booty, in rich 
Merchandize, befides eighty Pieces of Cannon, eight 
hundred Barrels of Powder, and a great Quantity of 
other Stores. They carried. off likewifc all the Belli 
oftheChurches, which they prophaned, with all the 
facred Utenfils, and afierhavinglad^nall their Vefftis* 
fct Fire to every Part of the City ; enjoying the inhu- 
man Pleafurc, whillt they rode at Anchor, to fee it 
laid in Alhes ; and fending afhore from Time to Time 
to reanimate the dying Flames. This melancholy 
Adventure hap'pen'Jin 1619 ; and the Year after the 
Turks made another Dcicent upon the Jfle of EriUi 
then belonging to the Spaniards , attacked the Fort* 
ar.d cairy'dit, after a fain: Refinance by the Garri- 
fon. Here again they put all ,to the Sword,, above! 
three, t^u'lund.PerJQns, of all Ages and Sexes,, Jofing> 
their, Jvlv.^i. at that Time: The Conquerors found 
therein u coniicjerabl^ Booty, it bejng faj4? tP/flWS, 

AnioiuUcd |£ddlu3JQ Millions of Gold, , r ■ n$X<- iteuiiv ' 
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The Saltan having redeiv'd the News thereof, re- 
Iblvedto go as as far as the Dardanelles, to fee rhc 
Return of his victorious Fleet ; and ordering all the 
Commanders aboard his own Galley, commended 
and rewarded them, a/Turing them, at the fame Time, 
he would be farther mindful of their Services. A 
Behaviour fo uncommon in that Country, gainM 
him the Hearts of all his Subjects, who with Joy, 
would have facrificed therrrJelvcs for his Service. 
However, he did not flop at thefe fair Appearances ; 
JiijPromifes were generally follow'd with lbmething 
more folid. Nothing was dctermin'd in the Dhav, y 
Wthout being firft communicated to him; he being 
refolv'd to be inform \i of all that pafs'd, examining 
into the leaft Particulars, and giving Judgment upon 
every Point, with an Exaelnefs that furprized the 
oldeit Minifters.

When he had attaint the Age of Fourteen, he 
made a pompous Cavalcade through Conftanthiofk^ 
at which all the great Officers attended with an ex- 
traordinary Magnificence: But the Eyes of the 
People were entirely hVd upon their Emperor, 
whofe Perfon was fo full of Charms, that it tran- 
sported them beyond themfelvcs ; infomuch that they 
fcould not exprefs what they felt, any otherwife than 
by continual Shouts, wherewith they made the Hea- 
vens refound. The Cavalcade pamng by the Muf- 
tfy Palace, the beauteous and tender Apbmdina, had 
from thence the Plcafure, of contemplating a Prince 
ft dear to her Heart. The Splendour wherewith fhe 
then faw him furrounded, gave her infinite Joy ; 
but at the fame Time inspired her with tears, that 
taufed her fome Uneafinefs. Hefeem'd to her fb 
worthy of the Applaufes he received, that (he u was 
«rharm r d With hearing them ; but (Kc, fe^r'd that fo 

muc^i Pomp and Grandeur Wow^tfriguifli his

Love j and the Emotions of a nice Jealou fy, ground- 
ed upon the Number of Beauties, which would foon 
adorn his Seraglio, drew Tears from her Eyes. 

She was not miftaken ; the Regents had already 
embellifh'd that Palace with the greateft Beauties of 
the Empire ; but although the Sultan look'd upon 
them with pleafurc, and was naturally of a gallant 
Temper, his extreme Love for the Muftf% Daugh r 
ter, renderM him infenfible of all other Objefts. 
However, being ftrenuoufly follicited by the Re- 
gents to make choice of one ; and they remonftra- 
ting to him continually, that to eftablifh his Gran- 
deur and Authority, it was neeeflary he mould have> 
an Heir; that the Emperor Athmet, his Father, 
was no older than him, when he reaped the Fruits of 
his firft Amours ; he was willing, before he came to 
any Refolution, to make a fecond Attempt upon 
Aphetidina. 

Hereupon he made her a Vilit, the very Mor- 
ning after his Cavalcade; and as Hie received him 
with fuch a Profufion of Joy, as afliired him of her 
tender Affection, he prefs'd her with the iitmoil 
Earneftnefs, to confent to take a Place in the Se- 
raglio, which (he alone was worthy to poifefs; botl> 
as (he would have the Glory to eclipfe all the Beau- 
tics of that Palace, and the pleafurc of crowning his 
fiappinefs. He accompanied thefe Words, with fo 
many Marks of Love and Refpecl, that Afhaidina, 
was touch'd therewith, but not fhakens and not- 
vvithftanding .the Violence of her Paflion, (lie con- 
tinued fix'd in her Refolution. 

" I blufli, faid flic/' to fee my Emperor ftoop to 
" pray, when" it is in his power to command.; 
" wherefore %te thisEffecl of his Love, ha? not 
M becA «U*tt? ffltokt 'me change my ScntirticnW, he 
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" may judge, that my Aversion to what he defireJ 
is infuperable. Yes, my Lord, purfued ih<?, I 
am no Stranger to the Number of my Rh-uk, 
neither am I ignorant that you owe an Heir ro 
" the Empire ; my Heart bleeds at the fad Neccf- 
fity, of feeing you offer eJfewhere AddreiFes, 
which alone complete my Happinefs: I fhall the 
'* with Grief thereat; but ncverthelefs 1 would r.i- 
" ther die by the Excels of my Love, than to live 
*' dependent upon any other than yourfelf j which 
" would be my Lot, if I fhouJd once enter yourSV- 
ragliOy and not be the firil who brought you a 
Son. Who ever fhould happen to have that 
u good Fortune, proud of the high Title of HaJjakU 
* f would look upon me only as her Slave ; loft in the 
*' Number of your Favourites, and expofed to the 
Attacks of Jealoufy and Hatred, all your Love will 
*' not be able to fecure me from Contempt and 
u Shame. Think not, however, that the Ambi- 
tion of being £#//<«?<?- Queen, is the Caufe of my 

*' Denial; I. love you only for yourfclf: Your 
" Throne, your Power, and all your Grandeur, 
" have no Share in my AfFeftion; let but your 
** Odalijh be removed, and let me enter the&wsg- 
" thy to be folc MiArefs of your Heart, tho 1 I were 
" fure of never being Haffaki, I would fubmit to it 
u with Joy : But to go to augment the Triumphs 
*' of V Rival more fortunate tlian myfelf; to be an 
" Eye-witnefs of her Glory, and your Falfhoods, 
" no, my Lord, never expeel fuch an Effort from 
u Jpbendina. 

Q/fcrfff^touch'd to the quick with thefc Words, 
ufed all Kii Eloquence to perfuade her r that this 

fi^mber of beauteous Od/iliJks^Nti* only to difplay 
is Greatnefs ; and that A»e,rJ^td n only appear in 

no 
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purppfc, and he parted from her in futh a deep Me-* 
Jancholy, that the Mufty took notice thereof, and 
ask'd the Reafon, with fome Earneftnefs. The Sul- 
tan, who wanted fome one, to whom to difclofe his 
Thoughts, immediately inform'd him, without any 
Difguife, upon what Subject they had been dif- 
courfmg; and the High-Prieft, who really lov'd this 
Prince, was mov'd at feeing him in that Condition: 
But he loved his Daughter yet more; and confide- 
ring within himfelf, that if once fhe entred the Se- 
raglio, fhe would be for ever loll to him, he took, 
as well as her, a firm Refolution, never to confent 
to iuch a Separation. However, he endeavoured to 
compofe the Sultan, by an AiTurance that lie would 
exert all his Power, to induce her to change her 
Sentiments; but conjured his Highnefs, if he could. 

not prevail with her, not to have Recourfe to Con>* 

pulfion , 

The amorous Of man, having Hill this Hope, 
feem'd a little more calm ; but the Mufty, who 
dreaded the Effects of a firit Paffion, engaged the, 
Kadum-Kiaiiiy or Govern eis of the Odalijks, who, 
by her Office, has a Right to fpeak to the Sultan*. 
when flic pleafes, to cry up to him fome of the Beau- 
tics in her keeping, and to manage Matters (o 9 thflt, 
he ihould fix his Clio ice on one of them. : ?$to0&\ 
it was the Intcreil both of this Womah.^KPIfie ™^ 
Kifler-Agajy, they labour'd Co effetatlly- to this "^ 
Purpofe, that the young Prince being preiVd on all - 
Hands, and not being able to obtain any thing of; 
Apbendina, flattering himfclf that Jealoufy might 
perhaps do, what all his. Prayers had in vain at-. 
tempted, c]wfe at latl as Jus Favourite, a young ami, 
beauteous OJaJj/jb, named Mirza. 'Twai much a»i 
bout j thu; Ti qig*, \lWjfifJip fa Ht rfuy * Caant & ± 
Ctiy, Ambaflkdbrlfrp^iWM XIII. Kingof F^^i 
nwdthi^Eft^wl*V«at Magruaccn^rtotoCf^V 1 
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Jhantinople, and had a very gracious Reception from 

rhe Grand-Signior. 

The next Day after this Solemnity, the Sultan 
had the News, that the famous UJfain Rais, Admi- 
ral of Algiers, who had promifed the Grand-Vizier, 
to entirely deflroy the whole naval Force of the 
Knights of Malta, had been taken by the Chevalier 
de Lorrain, General at Sea to that Order, after an 
Engagement of two Hours, and a considerable Lofs. 
This Corfair, whom Fortune had never abandon'd 
in any of his other Enterprizes, had always been un- 
fnecefsful againft the Knights of Malta ; and it was 
the third Time he had fallen into their Hands, 
which had brought confiderable Sums to that Order 
for his Ranfom. 

The Sultan, animated with Glory, immediately 
order'd the Bajfa of Tunis to revenge him on the 
.Malteze j and to fit out for that Purpofe four large Vef- 
fela, with forty Pieces of Cannon, and three hundred 
and fifty Men each ; and give the Command thereof 
to two Renegades, who were excellent Seamen, 
very much dreaded, and had acquired a great Re- 
putation by their Bravery. Thefe Ships being e- 
quipt, they fet fail from the Port of Tunis, and were 
not long before they" met their Enemies. 

The Turks firft difcovered two VefTels belonging 

to Malta, - mounted each with fifty Brafs Cannon ; 

being a : -magnificent Prefent, made by the King of 

Spain to that Ocaler. The Knights, who 4eflred no 
better than to come to an Engagement, waited their 

clrfttag-up, arid ran the Malttze Veflels .between 
it&iiFirtisv but ^t' the fame time tWy c ii&harged 
tK«ir 'Br'^dfid^'-to iuch good Purpofe, that the/ 
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out lofing Courage, drew ftill nearer. At laTt the 
Knights, whofe Artillery vvas excellent, and much 
better pointed than theirs, had the Glory, after a 
Fight of -two Hours, to fee the upper Decks of the 
Corfairs blow up, and their Veflels cover'd with 
Slain, by the Fire of their fmall Arms. } 

The Turks, finding them felves fo maulM, betook 
themfelves to Flight, under favour of the Night; 
but notwithstanding the Darknefs, the Knights fol- 
lowed them fo cloi'e, that at Day-break they were 
Head to Head. Hereupon the Fight began agaift 
with the lame Vigour ; but the Wind changing, with, 
a thick Fog, the Turks, to whom it was favour^bje^ 
took Advantage of it, a fecond time. The-KiSgta 
bent upon their Prey, purfued them hard, arid'tft^ 
Fog clearing up, they began a third Engagement^ 
wherein one of the Turks funk to the Bottom fo fud- 
denly, that they could fave but fifteen, moit of them 

Cbriftian Slaves. San/on, and Edward, the twd 
Renegades* who commanded the Turks, were mor- 
tally wounded , which obliged the Infidels to 
crowd all their Sails, to gain the Ports of Barbary & 
whither they were purfued by the Knights with a 
continual Fire, and 'twas only by the favour of th« 
Wind, which was fair for them, that they faved 
their Veflfcls from the Valour of the Malteze\ how- 
ever: they loft three hundred Men, and had yet mor6 
wounded. 



OfmatJy whom this News animated with a De* 
fire of Vengeance, bent all his Thoughts, >Jigh'p 
and Day* upon fome way, to fignaliae himfelfa- 
gamft-tfU'tfyMffav Princes : And as his Temper in-' . 
clW hi*' Wfercat Undertakings, he form'd none 
but cxtraordiriSry Defigns, and the Difficulties j& 
met w^fth therein; only redoubled' hii^Dcfuc of pu^ 
tii?g th*m=irt^ccution. At Uit, after a long ^Vui 
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bate with himfelf, he iix'd upon one worthy of the 
greateit Conqueror; whence we may judge of what 
this Prince would have been capable, if he had lived, 
when at the Age of Fourteen, he form'd, and put 
in Execution, a Defign, wherein the moll experi- 
enced Captains would have doubted of Succefs. 

He propofcd to himfelf the Conquer!: of PolinJ, 
laid out the Plan, and committed it to Writing; 
and as he gave way only to the Ambition where- 
.with his Soul was hVd; and the Greatnefs of his 
Genius made him get over all Difficulties ; his finall 
Experience prevented his making the neceflary Re- 
flections upon fo daring an Enterprize; and he wli'd 
none to his Council but Ha/y Bo/fa t his Favourite, 
a young Man full of Spirit and Courage, but who 
had not a Jot more Experience than his Mailer. 

The Beauty of the Projeft flruck the Bajfa \ 
wherefore to confirm the Emperor the more therein, 
he lard before him the daily Incroachments of the 
Poles upon Moldavia ; the Ariel Alliance of Sigif- 
mundy King o( Poland, with the Houfc of ' Auftrlai 
to whom he had lent a confiderable Body of Horfe, 
to ferve in the Bohemian War; and the Infolence of 
thofc CoJJacks that were Subjects to the Poles, who 
made Incurfions, with Fire and Sword, even to the 
Gates of Conjl ant inople . All thefe Reafons, toge- 
ther with Ofman's Self-love, Courage, and Ambi- 
tion, confirm'd him to that degree in his Refolution, 
that nothing was capable of diverting him from it.

Neverthclefs as he was fenfible he had need of 
fonie body, who knew more than himfelf upon thii 
, he determined to confult Sander-Baft* # an 
{MHcer who had done confiderable Services in the 
Wars in fprmer Reigns i and who had the Charac- 
ter $vjj#ng the belt General in the .Empire.; be ' 

■^ /' fide* 
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frdes which, he was very well acquainted with Po- 
land; having ferved long upon the Frontiers of that 
Republick. He fent for him therefore to Con ft ant i- 
nople, where being arrived, Hah-Bajfa had Orders 
to bring him to the Seraglio , and he had a long 
Audience of the Sultan, which ran wholly upon the 
Examination of this Project. 

Hereupon this old Warriour, could not forbear 'be- 
ing furprized, at the Extent of this young Prince's 
Genius; the Clearnefs of his Plan; the Expedients 
he found to remove all Difficulties, which his little 
Experience in War made him forefee ; with his 
runner of difpofing every thing to attain his Ends, 
filled him with Admiration ; but at the fame tune 
he knew the Impoflibility of fucceeding therein. 

Neverthelefs as he found it was a Thing" refol- 
ved on, and he was as good as a Courtier, as he 
was a Captain, he approved the Project in ail its 
Points ; giving him Hopes of ft ill greater Advantages,, 
than he before expected from thence; extolling a 
thou fa nd' times the Grandeur of the Defign ; and he 
made him fo effectually f wallow the Poifon of this 
Flattery, that the Prince believed he was going to a 
certain Conqucll. However, he enjoin *d the two 
Baffas an inviolable Secrecy, till fuch time. as he 
Ihould think proper to fct about the Execution, ' . 

This Project was not connVd wholly to ■${$§ 
contain'd a great many Branches. Ofmanvjji** 
to carry his Conqucfts as fan. as the 5/i" 
where he propofed to build a Number of Ve/JfetrjoT 
all Sorts, and therewith to form a fufficient Navy,, 
to make himfelf Mailer of the Ocean ; and that be- 
ing likewife Mailer of the Mediterranean^ he would. 
ftrike a Terror into all Chriftendom, which he (hpuE 

Chen hold in a manner hemm'd in between his 'two- 

F 3 Fleets*. 
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Fleets. He propofed alfo to take into his Protection 
bo ih the Protcilants of Bohemia, and all other Part*, 
whether of Germans, ox eifewhere ; fo that having 
iuch a powerful Party in the Centre of thci'e Pro- 
vinces, and being Mailer of both Seas, lie (houi-i 
ibou become fo, according to his Plan, of the rcll ui 
Europe. 

As a Prelude to thefe vail Defign?, he refblvM to 
examine himfelf into the State of his Finance; 
caufed an Account to be ftatcd of all Receipts and 
Di/hurfenicnts; had an Eflimatc laid before him, ut 
the E>pcnccs of his Forces, both by Sea and Land; 
and even enter'd into the Detail of his domcllic Ac- 
counts. Being afliilcd by the MuJ'ty , and UJjdin 
^ipdy his Preceptor, he difcovcr'd great Mifdo 
. a^tuoiiw, which he would have punifh'd rigoroufly ; 
'WSt-Ah&-MuJty demonilrated to him, that it would 
■-$fe inore for his Service, to mortify the Offenders, 

by 'making them difgorgc the Plunder, whereof they 

had robb'd both himfelf and the People, than to put 
them to death ; fincc by this Means he -would both 
jfijl his Trcafury, and gain the Reputation of a mer- 
ciful Prince; a Virtue a thoufand times more, ufeful 
to. Sovereigns, on certain Occafions, than the juflell 
Puniihment. 

t)fman followed this Advice with Joy, and Coon 

had- it executed with great Exaclncf.; which made

Her Image, imprin- 
ts! on his Soul, continually llopt his Mouth, when- 
ever he would have openM it to fay any thing tender 
to her Rival ; and this Conilraint imbitter'd his 
ibfccll Pleafures with Mirza. 

Since his declaring in favour of this Odalifi, A- 
I'hendina received him only with a refpcclful Tcn- 
dernefs often mingled with Tears, and always ac- 
companied with 3 profound Melancholy; moll part 
ol the time of their Interviews , was fpent in a 
gloomy Silence ; Ojman not daring to tell her that he 
Hill ador'd her, and the beauteous Aphendina not be- 
ing able to prevail on herfelf to break it fir It, for fear 
ot laying too much. The Sultan knew very well, 
he could oblige her to make him happy ; and even 
that this Violence might probably be forgiven him 
by Aphendijui) fmce he was paflionatcly beloved by 
her; but fhe had infpired him with a Love fo deli- 
cate, with fo pure a Flame, that he never imagined 
himfelf at liberty to behave towards her like a Turkijb 
Emperor ; and his great Eileem for the Alufty, would 
not fufFcr him fo much as to think of raviihing from 
him a Daughter, who was his folc Delight. Where- 
fore as much enamour'd, and as much Emperor, as 
fm an was, not being willing to take Advantage, ei- 
ther of the Excels of her Love, or of his own un- 
limited Power, he was the molt unhappy Prince on 
the Face of the Earth. 

But whilit the foftclt of PafTions created him only 
Pain, Ambition, although more diilicult to fatisfy, 
icem'd to open him a Profpect wouhy of his high 
Courage. The People of Bohemia had.rtaken up 
Arms againft the Aufirian Government;, and.ljad 
fee upon the Throne, Frederick II. Count fglfir 
tine of the Rhine, in the room of Ferdinand^ 
ou whom, the Emperor Matthias had conferred 

F 4 that 
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that Crown ; under pretence that Ferdinand ', bj 
violating their Privileges, had render'd himfelf un- 
worthy of the Sovereign Authority. Hereupon 
the Hoirfe ol Auftria, being alarm'd at this Infurrcc- 
tion, fent for their Troops from Hungary to fuhdue 
the Rebels, believing they had nothing to fear from 
the Sultan, with whom they had lately made a folemn 
Treaty. But the Rebellion fpreading into Monty'u, 
$ilijta> and the Auftrian hereditary Countries, the 
Emperor implored the Afliitancc of the King of Po- 
land ; who, contrary to the Advice of his Council, 
fent him four thouiand Horfe, moil part Cetfiicb, 
whom the Emperor order'd into Bohemia^ where 
they committed terrible Diibrdcrs. 

The Bobemlansy to feenre themfelves, drew to- 
'■ gether their Troops, which were foon join'd by the 

.Rebels of the other Provinces, Bethlehem-Gator, 
' Prince oiTranfilvania informed the Porte of this h- 
-furredlion; giving the Sultan to underftand that it 
" would be eafy for him to make himfclf Mafter of the 
' Rett of Hungary ; that the Country was unprovided 

of Troop?, and that if he was well fupported by his 

Highruli*, two Campaigns would be fufh'cicntforhim 

toeompieat this great Con quell. 

This Propofil favour'd Ofmatts Defigns too much 
•'pb'tto be accepted; accordingly he gave Orders to 
Btthkhem'Gahor t not to defer putting his Project in 
Execution one Moment; alluring himofafpeedy 
and powerful Aflilbnce. The Prince of Tnmjik-u- 
nid 9 who was an experienced and brave Captain, 
capably of fucceeding in the moll important Deiigns, 
eaiately made an Alliance with the Rebels, a- 
„Jt the Houfc of Attftrta, and entered Hung/in 
jjfi his Army, where Part of the Hungarians 
'd him ; this Prince, who was an able Politician, 

firing tamper'd with them a Jo*g Time before, fo 

that 
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tfiat his Army amounted to thirty five thoufand- 
Men. 

General Homancy, who had rais'd fome Troops : 
for the Emperor's Service, was obliged to retire tor 
the Mountains ; upon which Redeyferens, who com- 
manded the Prince of Tranjihanitfs Vanguard, in- 
verted Caffovia> and made his Approaches with fo- 
much Expedition, that the Inhabitants being fur- 
prized, furrenderM at Difcretion. This Lois was 
follow'd with that of all the Upper Hungary, which 1 
lubmitted to the Conqueror; the Cities of Fiktz^ 
Tirnau, Neutra, Novidgrad, and Neuftbatel, were 
obliged to come over to Gator's Side ; and the 
Turks taking Advantage of thefe Diforders, made 
themfelvcs Mailers of Vocken y a Bifhoprick on- 
the Banks of the Danube , with divers other 
Places in lower Hungary. This great Succefs was 
crown'd by the taking of Prcjhurg, where the Pala-' 
tine of Forgatz, and all the great Men of the King- . 
dom were aflembled. Surprized by the extreme 
Diligence of the Prince of Tmnjihania, he obliged* 
them to capitulate, on Conditions too extraordin- 
ary to be pai's'd overiaSilcnce. 

They were thefe ; that they mould deliver up* 
the Town to him, and acknowledge him as Prince 
of Hungary; and that the general Aflembly of the 
States, mould meet in that very City of ?rcjburg p 
the May following, and fhould take the Oath of 
Fidelity to him. The Emperor had then only Ja- 
r'aria&iidCemorra left in that 'Kingdom. Mofcofthe 
Hungarian Nobles were not diipkafed at Gator's Pro-* : 
Krefs, being overjoy 'd to lhake off the /hi /hi an 
Yoke; but^ng willing to prevent the Ruin ofthe 
Piovincev they caufeiiU Truce to be propufcd to the 
VJcqrt of Vienna. '

The Emperor, who only defircd to gain Ti m e, con- 
fented readily thereunto; as did alfo the Prince of 
^ranfilvania, who was willing to reinforce and in- 
crease his Army, by the Afliflance he expcclecl from 
the Porte* to whom he had communicated the Ad- 
vantages he had gain'd. He likcwifc inform 'd the 
Sulta'n that his De/ign was to attack Haimbourg^zwA 
after taking that Place, to march direcllv to Vienna, 
which he hoped to reduce, notwithstanding the ut- 
moit Efforts of the Houfe of duftrni provided his 
Highnefs fent tJie Succours, prom i fed him by the 
Grand Vizier ; and that after the Reduction of that 
important Place, he would deliver it up to his High- 
nefs, as being the Seat of" the Wcftern Empire, which 
belonged to him. 

Such flattering Promifes awakening Ofmatfs Ambi- 
tion, he gave Orders for fending the Prince of Tran- 
Jihtw'ifl, the Succours that had been prom i fed him; 
and every Thing fecming to concur to the Emperor's 
Happinefs, the Odalijk Mirxa brought him a Son, 
who was proclaimed Chcz-Ade* as his Mother wa* 
Haffaky, or Sultana Queen. Hereupon the People 
made Rcjoycings, which laRed fevcial Days; the 
too tender Apbtndhia alone did not partake of the 
publiek Joy ; and whiJft all Conjiantinople refounded 
with joyful Acclamations, me gave hcrfclf up to all 
the Torments of the moil cruel Jcaloufy, aixlfpcnt 
whole Days in Tears. 

Jn the mean while Ofman, who notwithftanding 
the. Biith of a Son, and Mirzah Charms, did not 
enjoy a Satisfaction without Alhiy ; by Reafon of the 
Grief he imagin'd it would caufc the Mufti's Daugh- 
ter, whom he loved more violently thari ever ; had 
a Mind to vifit her, to endeavour tojuftify hfmfrlf 
for his forced Infidelity, ami prefs her again to enter 

the 
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the Seraglio- But that beauteous Maiden wrote to 
him, no more to honour her with his Vifits ; fince 
there being now a Sultana Queen, he ought to think 
of her alone, and lofc the Remembrance of the un- 
fortunate Aphendina. 

This Refufal, which he had not expected, gave 
him the moil lively Vexation; the Haughtinefs of 
Aphendina nettled him, to the quick ; and believing, 
himfelf fufficiently Mailer of his Paffions, to get the 
better of all fuch as fhould dillurb his Repoie, he 
reiblved to ufe his utmoit Efforts to banifh from his 
Heart, the Image of that admirable Fair One ; and 
to fufrer no Pailion but Glory to reign therein : And 
being perfuaded that Abfence ? and the Fatigues of War 
alone were capable of making him forget her, ho 
bent all his Thoughts upon the Conqueil of Po- 
land. 

Accordingly, being flatter'd by the Hopes-given 
him by Bethlehem-Gabor, he was willing to fecond 
him in his good Fortune ; believing his Succeis in- 
fallible in the Kingdom of Poland, he reckoned upon 
forcing his Way through it without any Difficulty* 
and joining the Prince of Tranfihania at the Gates 
of Vtinna % which would open him a Paflage into 
Germany. To this End he labour'd Night and Day, to 
get all things in Readinefs; cauling Magazines to be 
built along the Danube, and in the Places he was pof* 
fefs'dofin Moldavia, which heftored withaprodigiou* 
Quantity of Ammunition and Provision ; and taking 
from the Arfenal in Conftantinople* three hundred 
Pieces of Cannon, which he lent up the Danube in* 
to Moldavia. This done, he impatiently long'd, 
for fome Pretence to declare War againtt Poland * 
and had the Pleafure foon after, lo fee the. Gojfytks 
afford him one, which he did not fuffcr to ei'cape 
him.

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This Nation, which is fubjeft to the Crown of 
Poland, and whofe People inured to War, fubfiit on- 
ly by their daily plundring the Subjects of the Otto- 
man Empire, having heard that the Tribute of Mel- 
<*avia> Wtrfiubiay and Tranfihania, was fent to the 
Porte by the Deinube, arm'd above two hundred 
little Barks, wherewith they covered the Black Sea, 
and lying in wait for the Convoy at the Mouth of tkat 
River, attacked and took it, after an obftinate Fight. 
Being elate with this Succefs, they drew together their 
Forces, and form'd an Army of Mty thoufand Men, 
both Horfe and Foot, wherewith they made Incur- 
/ions into divers Provinces of the Ottoman Empire; 
carrying offwhole Fairs, and Markets, and taking and 
burning Polograce and Cbelia, two confiderable 
Towns in Romania, wherein all were either put to 
the Sword, or made Captives. They even penetra- 
ted with Fire and Sword, to the very Gates of Con- 
jiantimple, from whence one might fee the Flames 
of the Towns and Villages, which thefe Incendi- 
aries had fet on Fire, and return'd home, laden 
with the Treasures and Spoils of thefe rich Pro- 
vinces- 

The Sultan provoked to the lad Degree, at hav- 
ing been thus furprized by thefe Robbers, vowed to 
be feverely revenged upon them ; wherefore he fum- 
mon*d the Divan, and with his natural Eloquence, 
animated by the Fire of a fprighrly Youth, and the 
Tranfports of a violent Anger, laid before them, what 
Caufes of Complaint he had againit Poland. He fpc- 
cify'd the daily Jncurfions of the Cojatkt, Subjects to 
that Crown, both by Sea and Land ; that they had 
the Infolence to come even into the Bojfhorus, and 
under the Ramparts of Can/Ian tinopfa plundering and 
burning the Veflcls of his Subjecls, atwf^arrying them 
away intoSlavcry, even in Time of Peace ; thauhty 
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mutt have feen with their own Eyes, the Flames of 
the Cities and Provinces, which thefe inhuman- 
Wretches had faclc'd and nYd, after having maflacred, 
ormadeSlaves of, all, without Diftinclion of Age or 
Sex ; that befides, Sigifmund King of Poland, had 
entered into an Alliance, both offenfive and defen- 
five, with the Houfe of Auflria, eont-rary to hls- 
Treaties with the Sublime PotU. 

That he had been inform'd by the Prince of Trnn- 
ftkania, that the Alliance had been lately renewed ; 
'and that in Confequence thereof, Sigifmund had fent 
four thoufand Horfe into Bohemia, to enable the Em- 
peror, the better to carry on the War in that King- 
dom. That to fuffer, and put up withfuch Affronts,, 
was difgracing the Honour and Dignity of the Em- 
pire ; he added, that he was not of a Humour to 
pais them over any longer; but that his Defign was 
to carry the War to the very heart of Poland, and to 

make themknow, that he was -not to-be infulted witH 

Impunity. 

He then informed them of his Precautions, tokeep> 
the Forces of the Houfe of Auflria employ VI in Hun* 
gary ; his Care to have his Magazines along the Da-* 
nube r fufficiently fumifh'd with all Sorts of Stores ;- 
that he had there a Train of Artillery, of three hun- 
dred Pieces of Cannon, fully iupplied with all that 
was ncccflary either for attacking or defending ; that 
he would levy a powerfull Army ; and that depend- 
ing upon the Courage of his Soldiers, and the Ad- 
vice of the Divan, he hoped to take a fignal Ven- 
geance for fo many Injuries, and to teach all Qhri* 
jtian Princes to refpeft the Ottoman Empire. 

'Tis impoflible to cxprcfa the Aftontfhment and 
Admiration of the Divan, on hearing a Prince, but 

tftecn Years old, declare his. Sentiments in fuch an 

extra- 
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extraordinary Manner. They all of them look'd 
upon him as a Prodigy ; but in the midft of the 
Praifes due to fuch a glorious Delign, they could not 
help feeing the Difficulties attending its Execution : 
And the old Minifters, whom Experience had ihown, 
that Poland was an invincible Monarchy, whenever 
it was not divided within it fdf; begg'd his High- 
rrefs to fufpend the Execution of his Revenge, 'till 
Poland had refufed to do him Juftice for the Info- 
Jence of the Coffacks. The Sultan, whom the Jeail Sha- 
dow of a Delay, put into the greateft Fury, infilled 
upon being obey 'd ; whereupon Mujlapba BaJJa, Suc- 
cefTour to the Grand Fizier Regent; having ventu- 
red to represent to him the Danger of this Enter- 
prize; " Coward, faid he, interrupting him, thy 
unmanly Fear of the Arms of my Enemies, no 
Doubt, infpires thee with this Difobedience to thy 
Emperor; but know, 'tis not to thy Hands I will 
intruftmy Revenge, but that I will my felf com- 
mand my Army in Perfon, and by my Example, 

encourage my Soldiers, to exterminate the Poles 
** from of the Face of the Earth." 
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The Fizier attempting to fpeak again, the Em- 
peror rofe up in Fury, laid his Hand upon his Po- 
niard, and advanced towards him to ftab him ; but 
every one endeavouring to appeafe him, they pre- 
vented his Defign, and this Action broke up the 
Divan. On going from thence, OJman iffiied Or- 
ders, for the immediate drawing twenty Millions, 
from thcCa/na or Imperial Treafury, and levying the 
moft powerful Army, that had yet been railed by the 
Ottoman Empire; he alfo caufed the Horfc.- Tails to 
be inftantly letup, theufual Signal for the .March of 

the Ottoman Armies, commanded by the Sultan in 
Perfon. 
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The Mujcointes, irreconcilable Enemies to the 
Poles, who had long been endeavouring to prevail, 
on the Miniflcrs of the Porte, to excite the Sultan 
to undertake this War, offer 'd to join Forces with 
him, more effectually to compleat the Ruin of the 
Poles. But Of man, who imagined, that a great ' 
Courage, and infinite Valour, was fufficient to make 
one invincible, would not fhare with a Nation, of 
whom he had a Miftruft, the Conquefts he hoped to 
gain, or the Glory he reckoned to acquire: Andnot- 
withftanding the Remonftrancesof the Mufti, who fe 
Wifdom he had fo often experienced, on many Oc- 
cafions, he caufed War to be declared againft the Poles, 
and publihYd throughout the Empire ; commanding 
all the Bafa<, and Captains, both o't Europe, Afia, 
and Africa, on Pain of his Indignation, to draw toge- 
ther all their Troops, and bring them to the Fron- 
tiers of Poland, by the Beginning of Spring. 

He fent exprefs Orders to Arabia, to the Bajfas 
of the Places under his Dominion, to raife as large a 
Body of Troops of that Nation as they poflibly could ; 
and to engage all the Arabian Princes, who acknow- 
ledged his Power, or were in Alliance with him, to 
fecondthem to the utmoil of their Ability. Hecom- 
manded alfo all the Tartars, who own'd his Autho- 
rity, to meet him with their whole Forces at the Ren- 
dezvous affigned them ; and fent Orders to the 
Palatines of Walachia, and Moldavia* to lay Bridges 
over the Rivers, and fee them guarded by their 
own Troops, till the Arrival of the Ottoman Army. 

The Fame of this prodigious Armament, being 
fpread throughout Cbriflendom, Fear produced differ- : 
cnt Effecls therein ; the molt cxpofed took all ima- 
ginable Precautions to fe?ure thcmfelves; but the 
Poles, not being able to doubt that this Storm threat- 
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en'd them alone, King Sigifmund fummon'd a gene- 
ral 'AfTembly of the States at War/aw, to confulrof 
Means, to defend that Kingdom, from the Evils 
wherewith it was menaced: At the fame Time, 
he Cent Embafladors to all the Chriftian Princes, to 
implore their Afliffcmce againftthe Common Enemy. 
Not one of them was ignorant of the Sultanas Rclo- 
lutipn ; they even dcplor'd the Misfortune of Poland y 
which they thought inevitably loft j but nevertheless 
all of them excufed thernfclves, on Pretence of their 
own Affairs, and remaiii'd quiet Spectators of that 
terrible Event. 

Even the Houfe of Auftria it felf, for whofe falte 
Sigifmund had embroiled himfelf with thcSuftti;?, by 
fending the Emperor a considerable Reinforcement, 
which had gain'd him the Batde of Prague a little 
before, over the Proteflants of Bohemia ; that very 
Houfe, which had engaged the Cojfachs to make con- 
tinual Incurfions into the Suharfs Territories, the 
immediate Caufe of his taking this Revenge ; that 
Houfe, for whofe Service, the brave Sobiejki, Gene- 
ral of Poland, hadloit his Life the Year before, with 
his whole Army, which had perihYdupon the Fron- 
tiers of Moldavia, forgot in one Moment all thefe 
Obligations; and the Emperor, far from- giving him 
any Affiihnce, would not fo much as permit him to 
raife .any Troops in his Dominions, on Pretence 
that he wanted all his Soldiers, to extirpate the He- 
re ticks, who were more dangerous than the Turks. 

Sigifmundy finding himfelf abandon 'd by every Bo- 
dy, did not however loft: his Courage ; bmgrounding 
his Hopes upon the Valour, and Bravery of his Nu- 
bility* caufed his Forces to be drawn together, and' 
ail Things prepared to fullaia the Attacks of fuch a 
formidable Enemy. He even declared in the Aftem- 
bly of tlic States, that he Imped the fajifyh would 
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quench with their own Blood, the Fire thcydefign'd 
to kindle in his Kingdom. Some Palatines^ how- 
ever, who lay moft expofed, were for appearing the 
Fury of the Turks by a Tribute ; rather than ftake the 
very Being of the State, on the uncertain Chance of a 
War, wherein all the Fruits of a Victory, would be 
only a little vain Glory, and the Confequence of ill 
Succefs, the utter Dcllruclionof the whole Kingdom : 
In Juftification of this Advice, they allcdg'd the 
Fxunplcsof three Emperors oft he Houfeof sf/sjlria; 
¥(rdinand> Maximilian, and Rodo/pbus, who had 
paid Tribute for Hungars, ; and the wife Republick of 
Venice which made no Difficulty thereof; adding, 
that one Month's War would coft more, than pay- 
ing three Years Tribute to the Porte. 

Ncverthelefs, fucha Submiflion, Jnfpired by Fear, 
fhock'd this generous Aflembly, who rejected it withr 
Indignation, in thefecver memorable Terms. 

Ob! rather let us die a thou/and Deaths, than be fi 
h<ve as to frcure our Lives and Eftates by fuch ignomi- 
nious Mentis. *Tis not preferring the State, to fub- 
tnit it to the Take of Infidels. Liberty /'; the 
very Soul of this Republick ; neither is- it to be at- 
t'Uk'd at Home or Abroad* without expiring imme- 
diately. Can it be thought we would be contented zuith 
its Shadow, or its Skeleton ? No, We will either 
pn ft rve it entire \ and in full Vigour, or we will all 
perijh with it ; and may there m longer be any Pole?, 
wbttt Liberty is once cxtincl athongfl them. 

The while Aflembly unanimously applauded thfc 

heroick Refclution ; after which they deliberated oifc 

the Means to carry on the War with Vigour i the v 

Number of Troops tobe railed ;• and the^Officers who' 

ihould command them. As for the firft, tire States- 

orderU thrf neceflary Subsidies to fupply the Expencea 

unci 
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and Pay of the Army ; which, it wasrefolved,fhou!i 
confift of a Body of fixty thoufand Men, as well Horle 
as Foot ; without reckoning the Forces under Princi 
Vladiflnns, nor the Arrier-Ban, and that the Artil- 
lery fhonJd confiil of iixty Pieces of Cannon. 

As for the Generals, who were to command the 

main Army ; the Xing, and his Council were lone 

consulting, to whom they fhould give aCommiflion, 
of fuch Importance to the Prefervation of the State 

It belong'd of Right to the General of the Crown; 
but that Place had been vacant, ever fince the Death 
of the Illurlrious Zolkienjki', and the King was not 
willing to fill it up in the prefent Juncture, on Ac- 
count of the Competition of four of the principal 
Grandees of Poland^ who were Candidates for the 
Poll ,* wherefore that Monarch left the Choice of 
General of the Army, to the Alicmbly of the States. 

All the Votes immediately united, in Favour of 
Charles deCbodkicvicky Palatine of Wilna % and great 
General of Lithuania ; being acknowledged by all the 
Nobility, as the moft prudent, molt fortunate, and 
moil: experienced Captain in all that warlike Nation. 
They afterwards gave the fecond Command to Stn- 
niflwi Lubomirfku under the Title of Mar/hall of 
the Camp j as being the moit capable of fecond ing 
him, both by his Courage, and his Prudence, which 
had been try'd on divers Occafions ; they alfo named 
the Commiihoners appointed for the Dilhibution of 
Juftice, and afliiling at the Councils of War. 

At the fame Time two Meteors were Cecn in the 
Air, hanging directly over PoLmd, iu the Shape of 
two PiJJarB of Fire, the one in the Eaft f .and the o- 
ther in the Weft : Thcle two, after Sim-fct, fought the 
one againlt the other, with an extreme Rapidity and 

Yiolcncc. ^fai* divers Nights, the Pillar in the Haft 

- ' iceiu'd 
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feem'd broken in Pieces, whereas that in the Weft ap- 
ipcar'd much more luminous, and did not totally va- 
nifli till the thirtieth Day. The People, naturally 
fuperilitious, were alarmed thereat; but the Men of 
Wit, who turn every Thing to their own Advan- 
tage, gave out; that the two Pillars reprefented the 
tu r o Parties ; that by that towards the Ea/lwas meant 
theTurJts, and by that towards the Weft, Poland ; 
and that Heaven declared thereby, that the Poles 
would utterly defeat the Ottomans ; This Interpre- 
tation entirely difpell'd their Fears. 

In the meanwhile, theylabour'd Night and Day to 
draw together their Troops; and when they h-id got 
a fuMieient Number, the Camp- Mar mall Lubomirjku 
march'd into Psdo/ia with all Expedition, with the 
Vanguard, towards the latter End of May 1621. 
and encamped near Ska/a, a Place fortify'd by Nature, 
being furrounded on one Hand, by inacceffible Rocks, 
and on the other by the River Brut. He likewifc 
made himfclf Matter of the PafTages of the River 
Tire, where he placed a flrong Guard; to prevent 
the Incurfions of the Tartan* who crfsnj&by - the 
Way of Moldavia, and ravaged Podolia amT^he 
Polifh Rujfia: Notwithstanding a brave Partizan, 
num'd Simon Kopiki, had dellroy'd fcveral Parties of 
them, with the Afiiltants of the Podolian Peafants ; 
who ufed to furprize them amonglt the Mountains 
and Rocks of that Province, being well acquainted 
with their Windings, to which the Tartars were 
utter Strangers. 

The Grand Vizier, who was willing to be in> 
form'd of the State of the'/V//ft Army, lent thither 
a fubtlc crafty Fellow, by Birth a Cretan* nam v d 
Conftantine Fevd, with Credentials and Propofals of 
Peace* Accordingly he arrived at the Pol'tjh Camp, 

but they- would not. jfuffer him to enter it;- and Lubfc 

mirfki 
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mirjki refufed fo much as to give him Audience, hi 
' put him off 'till the Arrival of the General Cbodkit 
vtck. However, he caufed Tents to be fet up for hir 
without the Camp, where he ordered him Guard* 
and treated him magnificently. 

The General arriving a little after, made the Ar 
my decamp; and the reft of the Troops having join 1 . 
him-, he rcfolved to pafs the River 77/y, according to th 
Orders he had received from the King. The Difficult! 
offucceedingherein was great, this River being very ra 
pid, and forcing along with it a prodigious Quantit) 
of Stones. They had attempted to lay a Bridge over i: 
but the Stream carry 'd away all the Materials, an. 
rhe Rocks which extended thcmfelves along the 
Sides, rendered the Thing yet more Impofliblc. No 

verthelefs, a Lithuanian Engineer, who was a fa- 
mous Mcchanick, undertook to furmount all Ob- 
Hacks; and by his wonderful Induftry repaired th« 
Works already -begun, and brought the Bridge to 
Perfection. 

Whilft this was doing. Genera] Chodkievid gave 

Audience to the Grand Vizierh Meilenger j receiv'd 

■his Letters with great Refpccl, wrote an Anfwer, 

and fent it by Kemberg y a Man no Ways inferior to 

Vcvety either in Wit or Subtlety. The Bridge being 

finihYd, the General gave Orders for the Army to 

pafs the River,' whereupon the Soldiers mutiny'd, on 

Pretence that their Officers kept back their Pay ; and 

feveral of them lofing all Refpect proceeded from 

Complaints to Menaces, and infulted their Captains 

even in their very Tents: But the prudent General, 

without Handing either to punilh or harangue theft: 

Mutineers, who were not in a Temper to make any 

Reflexions, ordcr'd P$iocy f priviledg'd Secretary to 

the Army, to draw up an cxael Account ofall the 

Troops; to fet down the Day when every Soldier 

was 
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was infilled, with the Difhnce of the Places, and the 
Ways they had march'd. Pokey fet about this with 
fo much Diligence, that in ten Days each Captain 
had an Account what was due to every Man ; and 
the General having promifed to fee them paid forth- 
with, they were all appeafed, and returned to their 
Obedience. This Piece of Prudence redounded much 
to the Honour of Cbodkievkk ; who far from having 
Recourfe to Violence andPunifhment, feem'don the 
contrary, to fide with them; by being willing t> in- 
form himfelf what was their Due, in order to do them 
Juftice. 

The Army pafs'd the Bridge, without Diforder 
or Confufion ; and when they were incamp'd, the 
Sound of the Drums, Trumpets, Kettle-Drums, and 
other warlike Inftruments, together with the Luftre 
of their Arms , excited fo much Joy among the 
Troops, that it feem'd to prefage them Victory. * 

The General mounted upon a fine Horfe, richly ac- 
coutred, rode round the Camp, animating them both 
by his Words and Action. This Camp was defended 
on one Side by the Rocks, which ran along the Side 
of the Tire, and on the other, by Woods abounding 
with Precipices; fo that it was impoffible for the 
furks, either to get through it in Battle Array, or 
to force the General to an Engagement. 

f 

He was fomewhat uneafy at the Army of the Cof- 
fucks not appearing, who were to have join'd him ; 
and being willing to be put out of his Pain, fent Kq* 
nalkevic, with his Troop of light Horfe, to get In- 
telligence of them j not being ignorant that theflwP 
tan had commanded the Tartars to feize on all: the 
Pafles, to prevent their Junction ; and that 'hfe 
himfelf advancing, with a formidable Army, tobjfcpofe 
their Paflagc. But he was foon deliver'a from this 

Perplexity, by -the Return of Konalkevit* who 

brought 
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brought him word, that the Cqfacks had forced a!! 
the Pailes, and that their Army drew near, which 
redoubled the Joy in the Camp. He was rewarded 
for this News, with a Sabre, whofe Hilt was en- 
rich'd with Diamonds and Rubies, and difpatchV) 
back again dircclly, with two Troops of Horfe, called 
Hannibal s : They fent likewife with him, as a 
Companion, one Moldek , an experienced Captain, 
and a great Friend of the Cojfatks, having long fer- 
vcd under their Enfigns* 

Two Days after, the General heard that the Cof* 
Jacks had defeated a Body ot'Tttrkifo Troops, whin 
guarded the fertile Plains of Orio, and had burnt the 
Town ofSorata; he heard likewife, to crown his 
good Fortune, that Prince Uladijlaus > Son to King 
Sigifmund* was arrived at Leopold, and that he 
brought with him all the Artillery. Hereupon the 
General, and the Commiflioners of the Army, de- 
puted Zoravinje and Sobiefly, to beg him in the 
name of all the Army, to advance with his Troops 
as fall as poflible, to make head againlt the Infidelt 
whofe Army drew near. The .Deputies found 
this Prince within a few Days March of the Camp: 
His Troops were not numerous ; but they were com- 
pofed of the Flower of the young Nobility, by whom 
he was greatly belov'd ; and who had gloried in at- 
tending him, and making the Campaign at their own 
Expence. 

Uladijlaus anfwer'd the Deputies, that he had not 
been able to make any more Hafte, by rcafon of the Dif- 
ficulties he had to furmount in bringing up the heavy 
Artillery ; and the Slowncfs of the German Infantry. 
About the fame time, there arrivedat -the -Camp t$o 
thoufand Cfflacks, who allured them, that the ti& 
of their Aifmy was not far off j , that they hadi, ,for 

cigtu Oajfi together,, fought the Turks undSaftarj, 

who 
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who had fhut all the PafTes againft them , which ne- 
verthclefs they had forced glorioufly, almoft in fight 
of the Ottoman Army; but that five hundred Cof> 
fucks hiving ftraggled too far, with Defign to plun- 
der, and happening to fall in with the Enemy, 
had hid ihemfelves in a deep Cavern to let their 
Army pafs by ; that they had been difcovered, and that 
after having fearch'd the Woods with Care, their Re- 
treat had been found out ; that Ofman had caufed them 
tobcfurroundcd, making ufeof his whole Forces, and 
all his warlike Engines, to take them dead or alive ; that 
this having been to no purpofc, the Sultan had abfo- 
lutdy refolved upon mattering them by Hunger ; and 
that the Cojfacks, who did not hope for any Terms 
from thofe Barbarians , had all determined to die 
honourably, and fell their Lives dearly; that to this 
End , they had made feveral Sallies , Night and 
Day, wherein they had killed fuch Numbers of the 
Turks, that they were themielves weary with the 
Slaughter; but that their Powder and Provillon fail- 
ing, they were become io tarn and feeble, that not 
being able to fupporl themielves, they had at laft 
furrender'd, at Diicretion, to the Sultan : And that he, 
to fatiate his Revenge, had put them all to death, 
with horrible Torments, cauiing feveral of them to 
be let up as Marks, and fhot at, fomc with Arrows, 
and fomc with Mufltcts. 

In the mean while, this great and formidable Ar- 
my advanced continually, and was within two Day* 
March of the Polijb Camp ; when Cantimir % a Tar* 
tar Prince, in very great Elleem amonglt his Nation; 
relying upon his warlike Stratagems, wherein he had 
often met with Succefs, even againft the Poles \ and 
beingdeftrous to ttrike the fir It Blow in this Campaign, 
advanced before -the Grafs of ; thc Ottoman Army, 
with five thoufand Tartars, whom he placed in Am- 

bufcade, in the Wooda near the Polijb Camp ; this 

done. 
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F 

done, he fcnt his Brother to attack the main Guard, 
under the cover of a thick Fog. The Guard were 
brifkly puhYd to Lubomirfefs Quarter, and the Ta- 
tars penetrated to the Barrier of the Camp, which 
was foon in a terrible Alarm. 

Cantimir, being informed by his Brother of this 
good Succefs, detach'd three thoufand Tartars, who 
itealing down the craggy Paths of the Mountains that 
extended to the Tire, attacked, with Vigour, the 
Quarter of Colonel Pretoun, who was juft returned 
from guarding the Keys of that River. The Tartan 
found the Soldiers fall afleep, being, tired with the 
Fatigue of the Way, and with having pafsM pait 
of the Night under Arms; accordingly they kill'd 
a great Number : But Pretoun having drawn toge- 
ther all the Troops around him, made head againft 
them, and refilled them with great Bravery, till 
he received a powerful Relief, which trepulfed the 

Tartan, with confiderable Lofs. 

The Polijb General being inform'd of this Sur- 
prize, drew up the whole Army in Battalia, gave 
the right to Lubomirjki, put himfelf at the fiead of 
the left, and march'd in good Order, where the 
Attack was hotteil : But having difcover'd the lmall 
Number of Tartars, who were all reunited in a 
Body, he made three Regiments of Germans, and 
two of Hungarians, file off by the Woods, to fur- 
round die Enemy, whilft he amufed them till he 
faw the five Regiments appear in their Rear. Then 
he pufhM them brifkly, and the Tartars rinding they 
were furrounded, betook thcmfelves to flight ; but 
being obliged to pafs jull under the Fire of the Ger- 
tjtan Infantry, who, in a manner, took Aim at each 
fingle Man m he fled, above half of them were left 
upon the Spot. 

Gantmir 
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Cantimir himfelf feeing the Defeat of his Part}-, 

and endeavouring to get off, fell into an Ambufcadc 
of the Cojpicks, who kill'd every Man about him ; 
and it was only by the Goodnefs of his Horfc that 
he eicap'd their Purfuit. The Prifoners allured them, 
that the Grand'Signior's Army, and that of the Camp 
olHiamhegcry were very near ; which was confirmed 
by the Return of ' Ksmberg^ who had left them with- 
in two Leagues of Cboczin. The Fizier had trea- 
ted Kemberg in a gentle manner, but the Divan had 

anfwer'd him, That the Pence fl:ouid not be Jignd* 
but zvith the Edge of the Szvord. 

Hereupon, the General had the Officers inform 'd, 
both of the Enemy's Approach, and the Anfwer they 
had made to the Propolals of Peace ; wherefore they 
refolved to incourage their Troops, whom they 
found full of Courage and Refolution. To fecurc 
the Camp yet the more, Cbo/ikievick gave Orders for 
increafing and railing the Intrcnchments ; he had 
Forts alio built at proper DHlances, and fortified witu 
a good Artillery : All this was done in a very little 
Time, every one putting a Hand thereto, by the 
Ore and Direction of Apehnan y a Flemings and one 
of the rmfl expert Engineers in Europe. 

K'jiinfcci'ic, General of the Co/Jacks, who had 
ukcu up his Quarters within a League of Cboczin* 
being informed of the Enemy's Approach, broke up 
from thence, and advanced to the Plain on the Banks 
of the tyre, where he palled himfelf under the Camp 
of the Poles, The next Q\y after hi.; Arrival, the 
Ottoman Army began to appear; which was almoffc 
dBfoon uiourtp'd as difcoverVl, and their Tents and 
I avillions fee up with a furprizing P'pcdition ; they 
pitclul their Camp Upon three h:.\h Mountain*, 
which tlifv whollv took up themf.h'c: The Cbw 
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of the Tartars incamp'd on one fide of the Turks x 
■between two Woods, for the Convenience of Water 
and Forage; and the Walachtans and Moldavian* 
polled themfelves between the two Camps. 

They brought along with them, an incredible 
Quantity of Oxen, Cows, Sheep, Mules, and Ca- 
mels, with feveral Elephants; notwithftanding 
"which, there arrived ever)' Day at their Camp frefli 
Droves, without Number. The Space taken up by 
this famous Camp, was four long Leagues in Circum- 
ference ; there were above fixty thoufand Pavillions 
upon which were let up Streamers of feveral Co- 
lours ; and upon the Top of moil of thefe , was a 
Ball of Gold, with Plumes of Feathers; which al- 
together form'd a kind of Enamel, that being let 
oft with the Luflre of the Gold, llruck the Eye with 
a charming Variety, and made a magnificent Ap- 
pearance, when the Sun darted upon them with hi: 
Beams. 

+ 

Thefe Pavillions were ranged in Streets, drawn by 
a Line; each of thefe had feveral Compartment;, 
which open'd upon fpacious Plttccs, where the Sut- 
lers and Shop-keepers of all forts cxpofed their GooJi 
to Sale. The Cords that fupported thefe Tents 
were fo interwoven with each other, that it was im- 
poffible to paTs between them. This Camp whs fur- 
rounded with a Ditch fifteen Foot broad, and ten 
deep, with Parapets, and Places of Arms lined with 
Canon, and with an infinite Number of Field 
Pieces. 

What was moft admirable was, the Multitudejrf 
Men, Beails, Waggons, and loaded Camels f flfat 
went to and [. wi the Camp, without any Confufion. 
There were alfo Markets where they cxpofed to 
'Sale all Sorts of rich Merchandize; but then Juflicc 

W85 
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was there adminiftred by the Civil Magiftrate, with 
great Severity. The Soldiers leaving their Arms at 
their Quarters, walk'd up and down there with the 
fame Tranquillity, as if they had been in the midft 
of ConftantiVGpk : Every one went where his Duty 
calPd him without Noife , and one would have 
thought, on feeing the Merchants go, and come, 
and traffick, that it had rather been a trading Town 
than a Camp. 

But what mod drew the Eye, was the Imperii! 
Pavillions, furrounded by a broad and deep Ditch, 
and being three Miles in Circumference: They 
were placed on the Hiil in the middle of the Camp, 
and were magnificent to behold. They were cover'd 
with a Scarlet Cotton, which is the Colour fet apar: 
for the Tents of the Sultan, the Princes, and great 
Officers of the Porte ; who all incamp within the fame 
Inclofure, to be always near their Monarch. Upon 
thefe Tents were Compartments made with Rib- 
bons, whereby thefe People have the Ingenuity to 
reprcfent Parterres of Flowers, Fountains, Orchards, 
Foiefts, Hunting of various kinds, Arms of the Sea, 
and Rivers ; all lb well divcrnficd, that at a Glance, 
it is furprizingly beautiful. 

The Infidc of thefe Pavillions is not lefs fplendid 
than the Outfidc; there are divers Apartment? con- 
trivM therein, for the two Seafons. Thofe for the 
Spring are hung with Silk, cmbroidcr'd with Gold 
and Silver, and fet oft" with Pearls and other precious 
Stones, and the Floor is cover'd with Perfian Carpets. 
The other Apartmentsfor the latter Seafon, are like wife 
magnificent; they are hung with the Skins of Lions, 
Panthers, and Leopards, fo neatly difpofed in Com par t- 
ments.andfctofFwith fuchlivelyColours,togethcrvvith. / 
thcLuitrc of the Jewels wherewith theyarc artfully 
cmbellifli'd, that one can't behold them without A? 

G 2 miration 
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miration. The Chamber wherein the Sultan lies* 
is hung with the Skins of Sables, Ermin, and Lynxes, 
enrich'd with precious Stones, to an infinite Value, 
form'd into Devices, and other Ornaments. Adjoin- 
ing to thefe Pavillions, is a Gallery, which leads to 
that defigncd for the Meeting of the Divan, from 
whence the Sultan can fee and hear every thing th.it 
is debated, without being fecn, in the fame manner 
as at Confiantinopk. Oppofite to this is another 
Gallery, which goes to the Pavillion where the 
Treafure is kept, for the Payment of the Army, an.! 
other urgent and unforefcen Affairs. The Hiiioiy 
of Solyman the Great informs us, that when he he- 
iieged Zigetb in Hungary, in 1566. he had in 1 : > 
Treafury twenty Millions of Gold, with a Cabiiu; 
of Jewels of infinite Value, and a magnificent Ward- 
robe and Furniture. 

Round thefe Pavillions, are feveral of a Idler 
Size, both for the Sultan's Ufe, and to lodge the 
Officers appointed to ferve him. The whole is fur- 
rounded with fame fcarlet Cotton, and fupportcd by 
very thick Planks, which form a fort of Wall, where- 
in there arc divers Doors adorned with carved Work 
of different Colours, and various Devices, which 
add to its Magnificence. Round this Wall are Bat- 
tlements, Turrets, Redoubts, and Corps-de-Gtiard, 

where Duty is performed in the fame manner as in 
the Seraglio. 

Around this Inclofurc, are the Tents and Pavil- 
lions of the Janizaries 9 which are the principal 
tody of the Ottaman Infantry ; next to thefe are 
jffrc QiuiYlcrs o{ the Spttbis, $eii£l.an % Ulufugy t and 
A ^'tiiripy % which are the Flower of their Cavalry, 
aui, are.aJl reckoned of the Grand-Sigxioya.Gmd, 
."rit$ Houfhold. Next to thefe were the reft of the 
^IWjps, itrctch'd out ia the Shape of a Bow, op the 
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ricrht and left; and what is very particular, and of 
oreut Advantage amongfl them is, that they never 
>-o out a foraging: There are forty thoufand Camels- 
;::?pointcd to carry all that is ncceffary for the Horfe ; 
■md two thoufand Mowers of Albania, Scrvia, Dal- • 
■intia, and Bojnia y which, although Chriftians y are 
free from all Taxes, but are obliged to attend the 
Arniv with their Scythes, for which they have fifteen 
Afyerj, or about Nine-pence a Day ; and theic 
Movers, "'ell guarded, ruin every Country through 
which they pais. The Camels alfo carry all the 
i'ents and Pavillions, both of the Grand-Sigitior* 
-md the reft of the Army, the Soldiers not being o* 
Lliged to carry any thing but their Arms. 

'T\vas in this manner, the moft formidable Army, 
'hat had ever yet been railed by the Ottoman Em- 
pre, was incamp'd, and already devoured with their 

Eyes the Kingdom of Poland. It was reckoned 
to confiit of three hundred thoufand Foot, ahtfndrcd 
ihoufand Horfe, forty arm'd Elephants, three hund-' 
red Pieces of Cannon, a prodigious Quantity of Am- 
munition and Provision, and forty thoufand Camels; 
without counting the other Carriages, and the Equi- 
page, which could not be numbered. 

But what was moft extraordinary, moft furpri- 
zing, and moft worthy Admiration, was, to fee 
fo many Viziers, Co many great Officers, and fa- 
many Myriads of Men, obedient to the leaft Nod of 
a Prince, but fifteen Years old ; who with only a- 
Glance of his Eye, put in motion, and animated this 
prodigious Multitude; and who, by his Courage; 
Wit, and the Charms of his Perfon, infpired, at the 
fame time, Love, Fear, and Admiration. 






In effeft, who can figure tohimfelf, -without Stof-fe' 
prize, that at the Age of fourteen, he formed, of ' 
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hh own Head, the grcateftof Defigns, thatat fifteen 
he put it in Execution ; and that at an Age when 
his Predeceflbrs ufed to be ilill in the Womens 
Arms, abandoned to the effeminate Sloth of Child- 
hood, and given up to the Pleaiures of a voluptuous 
SeragliOy he was ieen at the Head of a formidable 
Army, ordering, regulating, and deciding the moil 
important Affairs ; in fliort, fixing upon himfelf the 
Eyes of the whole Univcrfc. 

What a Situation was this for a young Monarr!:, 
uefirous to tread in the Steps of the greateft Heroes' 
What Preemption ! What Temerity in a Child ! But 
at the fame lime, what a Subject for the Imitation of 
other Princes, and Admiration to all the World ! 
And what might not have been hoped from a Mo- 
narch already io magnanimous, if the Divine Light 
of the true Religion had inlighten'd his Underlhn- 

ding, and difperfed the Darknefs wherewith his Soul 
was clouded j which, by the EfifecT: of the moft fa- 
tal Prejudices, fullied fo many fine Qualities, by the 
Pnde and Paifion with which it was over-run. 

Such was the Emperor Ofman, who having only 
the Light of Nature, atfifted by the Principles of a 
noble, but barbarous Education, far from bellowing 
his Time in humbling himfelf before the King of 
Kings, made ufe of them only to intoxicate himfelf 
the more with the vain Plcafure of contemplating 
his own Greatnefs ; and to draw a vain Glory from, 
and look with an impious Complaifance upon thofe 
Virtues and Endowments, which he derived only 
•from th« Almighty, and which ought only to be a- 
fcribed t,o his fovereign Goodnefs: This i?mde our 
young Votary of Ambition often repeat tuojeifimar- 
table Words often ufed by^olyman the MtyfiijiMU 

-vafter the Reduction of Bum. .'■■■' 
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fbat there was but one God in Heaven 9 and 

there ought to be but one King on Earth. 

As Of man, to draw together this formidable Ar- 
my, had left all his Frontiers unguarded, his Mini- 
ilcrs reprefented to him the Danger to which he ex- 
pired his moil diilant Provinces ; but without re- 
garding their Remonrlrances, he anfwer'd them 
haughtily ; that his Name alone, and the Fame of his 
Exploits, fhould ierve as a Barrier to the Empire. 
In the meanwhile, t here- were fo few Soldiers left 
at Cwjlantinopli\ that on an Alarm given them by 
the Cojjacks, who came by the Way of the Black- 
Si\-? } and burnt their Veflels, even in the Imperial 
Harbour, the Sertijkier, who then commanded there, 
obliged all the Franks to take up Arm? for its De- 
fence, and to mofftt the Guard during the whole 
Campaign that the Saltan was abfent. 

The Strength of this Prince's Army confided en- 
tirely in his European Troops, who were all old Sol? 
diers, inured to Fatigues; the Afian Forces being 
more remarkable for their long Beards than for their 
Courage, more inclin'd to run away at the leaflTurn 
of Fortune, than to make a vigorous Reiiftancc, and 
more ufqd to trading than to making War. 

The foltfh General, who was no Stranger to th$ 
Multitude of his Enemies, took all Opportunities or 
encouraging and animating his Soldiers : To this end, 
he fpared no Pains to dcmonllrate to them, that the 
Numbers they had to engage, ought by no means to 
terrify them ; that molt part of them con filled of 
Men enervated by the Plcafurcs of AJsa ; and that 
the Poles had fo often defeated and deftroy'd vail 
Annies of the fame Nation, that he hoped for a 
complete Viftbry from the Courage and -Valour, ofci 
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his Troops; that indeed they had nothing to fc.:i 
in their Camp, "which was fortified to Admiration; 
bat that nevcrthelefs, to fhew the Turks Jie was not 
in the leaft afraid of them, 'he had refolvcd to draw- 
tip his Army in Order of Battle, in the Plain beyor.d 

the Camp, 

The whole Pollfo Army applauded their General, 
and defired nothing more than to come to Blows ; 
wherefore he led them out of the Camp, and ranged 
them in Battalia in the Plain, which was bordcr\l 
with aim oft impenetrable Woods and Thickets; and 
to prevent Surprises from the Tartars, he difpofd' 
iome Infantry in the Woods, on the Right iuwl 
Left. 

The Emperor Ofmnn being inform 'd that the E- 
nemy were march'd out of their Camp, mounted on 

Horie-back, and went hiinfejf jo take a View of 
them, accompanied by his moil "experienced Gene- 
ra!.:. After he had obfeived thcnV for fome Time, 
, he afkVl if thofe were all the Troops If chad to com- 
bnt. They anfwer'd, that there wa"s yet another 
Army, commanded by Prince Uladijlms, Son to 
King Bigijmundy which was to join General Cbod- 
hievitk in a few Days, and that it coniifted of fifteen 
rljoufand Men ; but that thefc two Armies had 
jfoiin'd Nlavd of all her Soldiers, and thataf! their 
Forces join'd together, did not amount to above 
fourfcorc thoufand fighting Men. 

Hereupon this young Monarch, turning towards 
his Generals, and looking on them with a Tmiling 
Cbnntenancc: %i You ice, my Friends, (aid* he,

■hli a Courage thas-altoninYd them; the Foot alone 
■.ere then engaged ; but thib loon ai:er occafion'd a 
-aore vigorous Struggle. 

The Cavalry of the CojJ'icks began to move, and' 
Purged the Turkijb Horle fo home, that they were 
!h*ikcn (everal Times; but the Ottoman- Troops 
.wining in counilefs Numbers to their AHiitance, the 
( sfuckr were juit upon the point of being overborn 
; 1 their Turn, when the German and Hungarian 
foot, which were i-n the Wood^ (allied out, and took 
:bcir Enemies in the Flank; however 0ms Turkijb 
Squadrons made fuch a continual i : \\c. that thev nut 
ueni to a Stand. 

The Poiijb General, feeing the Difadwintagc of the 
CjjJuckSy haitenM thither himfelf, with the Ruffian .„ 
his Life Guard, and the Light-Horfe; and hisPrefcuce 
having renewed the Ardour of the Fight, it did: not 
ceale 'till pretty lute in the Night, hi the mean, 
while, the Poiijb Foot, who were in the Wood,. ■ 
lazing kept continually firing upon i he Turku ^'ho 
were within their Reach, without ooming from their 
Port, kuTd, great Number, in 1'pite of their Artil- 
lery,, which likewiic iired \\\\>n them without* httci:-. 
mifllon i but made more Nmic ihau it did Ku'cutian*- 
the Turks being little Ikilfd m levelling Cannon. 

Accordingly they had thrice as many AJen kiHecK/1- 

13. the /W*' f ; but abuvo all Ojrn ,?/ vfrv-'nuiChbrrtcnim 1 ' , 
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ted the Death of Ufaim Bqffhj who notwithtfandin[ 
the Lofs of one Eye, was one of his beftand bravef 
Generals. 'Twas he who at the Head of the Ja- 
nizaries attack'd and broke the Coffacks, in the Be- 
ginning of the Aftion, and he was upon the Point 0! 
putting them to flight, when he was taken off by 1 
Cannon Ball. 

The Turks afcvibed their Difadvantage to the Lofs 
fjf this General, although it was by no Means dc- 
cifive ; the Emperor Of man looking upon it only as 3 
Tryal of Skill, which taught his Troops the Way of 
Fighting with the Poles. General Cbodkievick, not 
being willing to let the Courage of his Soldiers cool, 
who deiired to be led on again the next Day to the 
Enemy, held a Council of War that very Night, to 
advifc whether he ought to begin the Fight again 
according to the Defires of the Army; reprefent- 
iug to them, that he thought it proper to take Ad- 
vantage of this Ardour, by attacking the Turks be* 
fee they were altogether intrenched. 

But the Commiffioncrs, who had been appointed 
ro affift at thefe Councils, were of Opinion to defer 
it, and wait 'till all the Forces of the Republick were 
united: adding that in Cafe of Difadvantage, it would 
be exposing the Perfon of Prince Uladijlaus, who 
wasftiUon the other Side the Tire\ beiides, it was in 
rhe Power of the Poles, by the Situation of their 
Camp, to attack them when they pleafed, whereas 
on the contrary, it was impoffible for the Turks to 
force them to a Battle. This Advici prevailed, 
and it was refolved to wait the Arrival of Prince 
Uladijlaus. 

In the mean while, the Prince, wno had bfrought 
jtii Army into Podoliti, had incamped at Bratfm t to 
jjjjikc feme Repofe after fo long a March; but a: gerrcr- 
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ous Impatience to fee the Enemy, made him Coon 
fee out from Brabam, with the Choice of the Ar- 
my, and the Flower of the young Nobility that had 
folio w'd him ; and hearrived at Cboczin, where he fell 
fick, with the Fatigues he had undergone : He made 
himfelf, however, be removed to the Camp, where 
he had the Mortification to keep his Bed great Part 
of the Campaign ; the reft of the Army did not ar- 
rive 'till fome Time after, with the Baggage and 
great Cannon. 

During this Interval, Cbodkievick made them labour 
continually at the Fortifications of the Camp, which 
he had furrounded with broad and deep Intrench* 
ments, having Redoubts at proper Diftances, well 
furnifhed with Cannon, which were defended by 
each other : And to cover all the Pofts, the Fiemijh 
Engineer, already mentioned, contrived to range be- 
fore them, in the Form of a Half-Moon, feveral 
Waggons fill'd with Earth, and fortify M with Ar- 
tillery, which render' d the Camp like a Citadel. 

Whilft the Polijb General omitted nothing fortha 
Safety of his Camp, the Turks were not without Em-* 
ployment in theirs ; a Difpute arifmg between 
Oi'man andtheC^rfwofT^r^^jWhocomplain'd, that 

the Sultan advanced Prince Cantimir>)\\$ ValTal, tohia 
Prejudice, having given him, contrary to the Guttorn 
of his Predcceffors, the Governments of Sikftria and 
Beffarabifi ; that the Turks fhow'd that Prince more 
Etfeern than himfelf, and alcribed only to him the. 
Advantages his Troops had jgainM. 

OfmaTfj who only fludy'd to do Juftice to Merit!, 
and who had only rewarded Ca/itimir, becaufe he 
was aflurcd of his Courage and Bravery, took no Man* 
ncr ofl Notice of the Cham 1 * Rcproachue, .ncitjto^ ■ 
gave him any Satisfaction. This CoxiicaipdUt^i|tf : 
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him to that Degree, that in his Turn, he neglecle; 
his Highness Cumin m'ds, and would not executi 
any of his Orders, eluding them on various Preten 
ccs : And to manifelt his Refentment yet more, h( 
never ftirr'd from his Poit, but fent out His Parties 
and Detachments, without communicating any 
Thing either to the Sujax, or his Minillers. He 
even carry 'd Matters fo far, re fa] ving to fliew hi* 
Jndependance, thathecaufed greateft.Partof his Ar- 
my to pafs the Tire, under the Command of his Bro- 
ther Nuraditiy with whom he fent his moll experier.- 
■ced Captain-, among whom was Prince ,Cantim:r } 
lo penerrate into Podolia and Ruffia; 'whither they 
carried Fire- and Sword* and brought off an inefti- 
jnable Booty, both in Gold and Silver, Horfes, Cat- 
tle, and an infinite Number, of Slaves, of all Condi- 
tions and Sexes ;. having alfo had .the. Barbarity, to 
put alJ the aged People and Children to the Sword.

Although all this Succefs redounded to the Ad- 
vantage of the Su/t/w 9 he would have: revenged him- 
felfupon the Cham, if he had been left to follow his 
eivn Refentment But the Mufti, Who neverilirr'd 
from him, diflbaded him from it, by hia wife and 
prudent Advice, and obliged him.to .diflemble, that 
this Mifunderilanding might, not come'to -the Ene- 
my 'i Knowledge: This Precaution however, did not 
pievcnt the Polijh General's being informed there- 
of, by the Spies he had in the Turkijb.- Camp. 

After the Expedition 6f the Tartars, the Emper- 
or detach'd a confiderablePart of.hls Awny> to.-tfeKe 
a view of the Polijh Camp, and obferve in what 
Part it might be attach with* the dealt IDttfa^an- 
tage, hereupon the Turks rode abon» long T?iwc^'to 
fee where it was the wenkcil and worft Guarded j^but 
coming to Lufotvirjifs Quarters, which werto near 
;'jj|iC' Neck of a Valley, where the&Turk: wcrc.fom4 
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tn draw themfelves into a narrow Compaft, he cau- 
fed all his Batteries to play, with that Exaclnefs, and 
fo feafonably, that he foon faw the Ground cove'r*cf 
with the dead Bodies of both Men and Horfes. 

The Turks not being able to iland fo violent aTire, 
retired through the Paffes of the oppolite Valleys ; up-- 
on which the Poles, who had forefcen that they 
would make their Retreat that Way, had thrown 
teveral Regiments of Infantry into the- Wood that 
border'dupon thefe Pafles, who feeing the Turks en- 
ter therein, with Precipitation, and in Diforder ; 
iired upon them fo brifkly, that being neither able 
to fly or to defend themfelves, they were obliged to 
climb the Wood,, which was on a deep Hill, with' 
their Horfes, in order to dilperfe this Infantry : They 
iucceeded therein, by tke Help of fix Thoufand Ja- 
nizaries, which the Grand Vizier, who was pre- 
fers at this Action, had made Advance, and who 
pufii'd the Poles with great Vigour. 

General Chodkievick, feeing that thefe Foot were 
going to be furrounded, and attack'd on all Sides, 
and that they would be loll without afpeedy Succour, 
made a Body of German and Hungarian Cavalry 
advance to their Afliftance, fupported by the Guards 
of Prince VladiJIaus, and Veicrh- Regiment of Horfe. 
Thefe arrived very feafonably to rally the Polijb 
Foot, which were difperfed in Platoons, in the Co- 
verts of the 'Wood, and made a defperate Defence. 
The Fight grew then warm ; the Poles reuniting 
with this Reinforcement, rc-pulfed ihzTurks fobrifk- 
ly.that they were obliged firit to give Ground,and.after- 
wards to.betake themiclves to Flight : But Chodkievick 
fearing that his Troops might fall into fome Snares, 
as th& Turks, had done before them, rcllrain'd their, 

AidoUr,- by ordering a Retreat to be. founds. ■** i '^ t 
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The Turks enraged at being Co fcurvily ufed, and 
thinking to have better Succefs with the Coffacks 9 drcw 
out fifty Pieces of Cannon, and made a continual Fire 
upon their Camp, whilftthey ailaulted their Intrcnch- 
ments. But the Coffaeks, without being terrify 'd at their 
Shouts, or the terrible Thunder of their Cannon, beat 
them back with the Lofs of a confiderable Number of 
their beft Soldiers. Encouraged by this Succefs, and 
not willing to give them Time to recover thcmfelves, 
they fatty'dout of their Camp, and advanced fierce- 
ly againft the Turks- They were amazed at this Bold- 
nefs, butneverthelefs they received them with Cou- 
rage, however after an Hours Fight, they began to 
faint. The Coffaeks perceiving this cry'd Victory, 
andpufhing them yet more brifkly, and without In* 
termifiion, obliged them to betake themfelves to 
Flight But their General, imitating the Prudence of 

Qk^kievicky for the fame Reafons, order'd likevvife 

a Retreat to be founded. 

The Turks loft in this Aclionfix thcufand of their 
bell Troops, and the Poles three hundred ; but what 
was very lingular, and not tobeparallellM in Hiilo'ry 
till that Day, the Sutlers, Black-Guard, and Ser- 
vants, feeing their Mailers obliged to retreat, -a/Tem- 
bled in a Body, chofc a Captain upon the Spot, 
namM Sokaify, and purfued the Turks even to the 
Woods below their Camp; kilTd and took as many 
as their Mailers, knocking on the Head, and butcher- 
ing Numbers of the wounded that were carrying to 
the Camp, as well as nil the Stragglers they could 
meet; and their Terrour was fo great, that if the 
/V//& Generals had puifucd the Turks, and taken Ad- 
vantage of the Ardour of their Soldicr.% they would 
certainly have routed the whole Army that D&y * 
this vyas the Opinion of all the ablelt Captains of 
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The Black Guard, with their Captain at their 
Head (drefs'd up in the Spoils of a General of the 
tyahis* whom they had kill'd, and mounted upon 
a ftately Steed) and followed by their Companions, 
fome upon fine Horfes, and others upon Camels and 
Mules ; leading feveral Prifoners of Diftinclion in 
Triumph, with five Pieces of Cannon which the 
Turks had abandoned; enter'd the CoJJhcks Camp by 
Moon-Light, preceded by Drums beating, and 
Trumpets founding, which they had gain'd from the 
Enemy, and laden with a confiderable Booty. 

Never was there a more diverting Sight? the 
General fent immediately to the Polijb Camp, to ac- 
quaint Prince Uladijlaus therewith, who took an in- 
finite Pleafure in the Account given him thereof, by 
the Coffack Officer. Next Morning, Chodkievick' 
drew all his Troops out of the Camp, and ranged 
them in Battle-Array, braving and defying the Otto- 
man Army. But they had been fa ill treated the 
Day before, that they did not think proper to ac- 
cept the Challenge : Infomuch that this General, af- 
ter having braved the Enemy for three Hours, re- 
turned into Camp at the Sound of feveral Salvos of 
Cannon, and all Sorts of warlike Inftruments. 

The Sultan who hadbccr\anEye-Witnefs of all the 
Difadvantages of his Troops, and who had even too 
much expofed his own Perfon frequently, wasftung tt> 
theverySoul. However he dhTembled, his Diflktis- 
fa&ion, and flattered them with Hopes of findin|; 
better Opportunities of being revcng T d on their E- 
nemies,.'tiromifing at the fame Time great Rewardv 
and diffnbuting Money amongft the Soldiery: He 
likewife vifited the Hofpimlshimfclf, fawthe wound-"' 
cd drefe*d, and gave ftrift Orders that they ftou$" ., 
119c want any Thing. This Humanity, foAmobmM /*, 
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+ 

mon amongfl their Emperor?, gain'd him the Lore 
of the whole Army, and the continual Biellings of 
both Officers and Soldiers. 

But always taken up with theDefire of Conquctt, 
. vi'-he'bent his whole Thoughts, with the Affiftanre of 
"' J, 4^rs Council, ■ on rinding fome Way to furprize th 
Poles,, and difcover the weakelt Part of their Camp : 
And as the Turk* held a Correfpor.dencc with fomc 
Hungarian Traitors, who gave them Advice of eve- 
ry Thing that pruVd, both in their own Camp, and 
that of the Coffacks ; Ofman was informed by thc:-< , 
that the Intrenchments at LubomirfiPs Quart:: 
were very fhallow; and that by attacking them be- 
hind, on that. Side towards the Woods, it would be 
cafy to get over them, hereupon he propofed it to h- , 
Council. It ivasrcfolved therein to attempt if, and 
that one Part of the Army fhould make the Onfer, 
whillt the other fhould attack the Coffacks Camp t;. 
make a^Diverfion. The Bajfti oFBuda, the Suit mi 
Favourite, was to command the Attack of the P. 
l{Jb Camp, and the Grand Vizier that of the Cr, - 
Jacks*

■-. Accordingly the next Morning* the Ottoman Army 
appeared in Order of Battle, and advanced withal 
their Artillery within Reach of that of the Poles. 
The BaJfaoiBuda began the Attack, at the Head of 
tjic Janizaries > but Lubomirfki had taken his Mea- 
furcs fo well, that he repulfcd them thrice, and two 
taoufrnci: Turks were Jcft behind hi the. Intrench- 
ments of the Camp. The Bttjfa finding his. Troops. 
cfuhearten'd there, drew thcinplr", and marcli!^ to 
join the Grand Vizier*. whQhucLattapkcd^iw'Canip 
>#.ci" the Qojfacku -At his Arrival, thc^rMpublcd 
,J t h^ v M* Efforts, and the Coffacks were upon, tic., Point 
- ' i& facing crufh VI, had not the Aflidance fontjtnem by 

^W^Poiilh General* a little cooled the Fury of the 
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7/yr£r. However the l?rf^ of Buia, without being 
difcouraged, fending frefh Troops to relieve thofe 
that had moft fuffcr'J, the Coffhcks would at la ft 
have been cut in Pieces, had not Cbo&kicvick come 
himfelf, at the Head of the Hungarian Regiments 
of Feiefy Ermont, George Duke of ZnL-iu-c J(-'(i<?j 
and Rncouii. Then the Fire -'rev/ very furious on 
both Sides, and the Turks had already loll abundance 
ufMcn, neverthelefs they continued to fight obili- 
natcly 'till about two Hours before "Night, when the/ 
brought down all their heavy Cannon which they 
level Pd agamil the Intrenchinents, but which only 
made a great Noifc, and did no Execution. 

In the mean while Lubomirjkt, who had kept in 
the P'jfijh Camp, having obferved thit the Turks, 
had left unguarded the PafTage of a Vallev, that o- ' 
pen\i upon the Flank of their Army, detach'd the Re- 
giment of RufinouUy with fix Troops of Life-Guards : 
and Light-Horfe to fnflain them, with Orders to 
march down by that Valley, which was covered by 
great Trees. They did fo, without any Noife, and 
arriving at the Neck of the Valley unperceived, 
charged the Turks fa briflcly, that they overthrew all 
who oppofed them. The Turks betaking themfclvcs 
to Flight, put their whole Army in Confufion and 1 
Diforder,- -infom-nch that the Grand Vizier was ob- • 
Jiged to retire foftly to his Gamp. Neverthelefs he' 
he was followed thither by the Co/picks fo furioufly, ' 
that the Turks were obliged to leave behind i'evenl' 
Pieces of Cannon, which the GoJJ'acks not being able 
to carry off, threw down the Precipice, flillpurfuing 
the Enemies without Imermirlion, and killing with- 
out Quarter, -all the Stragglers and Wounded that 
fell ituoV&W Hands. 

The Tefrour of the Turks was fo great, tl 
ncver.'turn'd theit Backs to put a Stop to die 
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who had the Boldnefs to enter the Qamp with them, 
mailacring all that they met; they had even Tim < 
enough, to load feveral Camds with Tents, Pavil- 
Jions, and all they could lay their Fingers on : But 
their Greed inefs of Booty having made them flay 
too long, the Turks being come to themfelves, charg- 
ed them brifldy, kilPd a great Number and drove 
them out of the Camp. 

The different Struggles this Day, colt both Sides 
very Dear, by the lofs of many of their beft Sol- 
diers, and feveral Pcrfonsof Diftin&ion: It was how- 
ever grcateft on the Side of the Turks, by the Num- 
ber of Soldiers that fell, al moll all Janizaries :ir.d 
two Pieces of Cannon that they left behind : Where- 
as the Poles and Cojfucks acquired great Glory, hav- 
ing pcrrorm'd Actions offuch Valour, and behaved 
with fuch a furprizhig Conduct, as both afk>nii'h\J> 
aud extorted Praifes from, theix Enemies. 

By the Character that has been- given of Of man, 
and the Diicavery I have made of his Sentiments, it 
is cafy^to Conceive what pafs'd in his Soul, on feeing 
tie illiSuccels of his vaft Deiign. His Generals, fur. 
prized to the lalt Degree, at what they had fecn 
done by, their Enemies, judg'd that th6 Conqneft of 
Poland* which that Prince had reprefented.asfo cafy, 
would coft him dear if he fhould be obftinately bent 
upon it; notwithstanding all thefc Difadvantagcs, 
his young Courage was not calf, down: His Dcfpair 
indeed was great, but his Hearr, yet greater, m de 
him diflcmblc the Grief that prey *d upon his Soul; 

difcloiing his Mind only to the Mufti* and. the $ ff Jf a 
of Buda his Favourite, to whom he uled £9. complain 
of the Cowardice of the Janizaries, 'foftiSpabiSt 
which he had obferved on divers Occallons, and 
tyouM ^ve fcverely puniih'd, had not the fifiiftire- 

prcftnted to him, of what . Confequcncc it was, to 

wait 
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wait a more favourable Opportunity of fliewing his 

Refentment. 

The Bajfa of Bit da like wife pacify'dhim, by af- 
furir.g him that they would behave better for the 
Time to come; that their Enemies Way of fighting, 
had been entirely new to them, but that they became 
more and more acquainted therewith -every Day ; 
that to fay the Truth, his Armies having for feveral 
Years paft been engaged only againft the People of A- 
f:a, had found a vaft difference between thetvy^and 
the Europeans ; but that neverthelefs, what ougMto 
comfort him was, that his Enemies wcrc'.birf' a 
Handful of Men, who dwindled away every* Bay, 
whereas his Highnefs could recruit his Forcesas much 
as he pleafedj, wherefore he did not in the leaft 
ti'jubt, but he would foon have the Satisfaction, of 
cither reducing the Poles under his Dominion, or of 

feeing them obliged to fuc to him for Peace on thei* 

Knees.

There needed no lefs than thefe Hopes, to com- 
pofe the Mind of this young Warriour; but the* 
Grand Vizier, who faw into his Vea^tjon, and 
read in his Eyes his ardent Deiirc of ™jjhing his 
Undertaking, finding that Force could rtSJ&i no Im- 
preflion on the Courage of the Po/es, refolveci to have 
Recourfe to Stratagem : But as his Defign was cruel 
and inhuman, he took Care not to fay any Thing 
thereof to the Grattd-Signior, untill he had put it iw 
Execution. He knew that this Prince was of a noble 
Soul, and could not bear even the lead Appearance 
of Treachery, finding no Glory in Conquclr, but 
when it was by open Force : Sentiments which he 
had difcover'd, on Occafions where Stratagems are 
the mod allowable, being difpleafed only with tfmt 
one Tiling in the whole Art of War ; wherefore the 
Vizitt would not give him the lead Intimation of 
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his Refolution, which he executed in the following 
Manner. 

The Tartars who every Day made Incurfinri'i in- 
to Podoli. ;, and enrry'd away into Slavery all the In- 
habitants that fell into their Hand?, had broupht 
great Numbers of Captives into the Camp; The 
Grand Fiz.hr call his Eyes upon thefe People to exe- 
cute his Defign. Wherefore, having pirchAI upm 
ten of thefe, who were Peafants, he ordered them ro 
be brought to him in hisPavillion, and there laying 
aftde that haughty Fiercenefs, which the Mahtre- 
tans affect to put on, andafiuming only a mild af- 
fable Air, heTeprefented to them the Mifery, wheu- 
in they lived under the Polijb Grandees, who trc;it> 
ed them with great Inhumanity; that they were 0- 
bliged to work for tiiem moil Part the Year; that on 
the ieaft Fault, they punifh'd them with a cruel 
Death.; thatthemfelves, their Subftonce, their Wives 
and their Children were at their Difpofal, and that 
accordingly theyufed thern like Tyrants; but that un- 
der the Yoke of the Ottoman Empire, to which 
they would be foon fubjeel, they would receive 
Laws only from a Monarch who placed his Hap- 
pittefs in the Profperity of his People; who made 
Jufticc and Equity the Rule of all his Actions ; and 
who would leave them the free Exercifc of the Reli- 
gion wherein they had been educated : That it was 

ijn their own Power not only to haficn the Time of 
their Felicity, but to obtain their Liberty, and re- 
ceive- fuch Prcfcnts as ihould both enrich them and 
their Poiterity forever; that it depended upon their 
doing the Sultan an important Service, which he 
would not explain to them, 'till they had confidcr'ti 
of -the Advantages that were promiAl thenr; "that he 
gave them till; next Day to think upon itv and that 
if they had Coumgb'lenoiigh to undertake it,i they 
.'l-night cxpecl bounldkfr Rjuviardj£ Tikis laid, he had 
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them cond lifted to a Tent well guarded, where he 
order'd that they fhould not want foranyThing. 

As foon as thefe poor Wretches faw themfclves at 
Liberty to talk together, they demanded of each o- 
ther, what Service it could be, which they could be 
im;igin'd capable of rendring the Grand Si%?tior; 
thev, whofe Mifery and Poverty were fo extream, 
that they could receive no Addition : Then calling 
to Mind the Vizier's great Promifes, and reprefent- 
jng to themielves the Happiaefs, of being able to ihake 
oft" the Yoke of the Nobility, they could not withftand 
the Defire of obtaining all thefe Advantages. This made 
i'uch an Impreflion upon them, that they concluded 
one and all to obey the Vizier, be his Propofals what 
they would, and even to venture their Lives to deliver 
themfdves from the OpprefTion of their Tyrants. 
Having taken this Rcfolution, they fhook Hands, and 

vow'd to each other an Union and Fidelity, that 
fliould be Proof againft the moll cruel Torments. , 

Next Morning, at break of Day, the Grand- 
Vizier order'd them into his Pavillion, and afk'd if 
thev were rcfolved to take Advantage of the Offers 
made them, by doing the Sultan the Service require^* 
They immediately anlwer'd without Hefitation, that 
they were ready to facrifice even their Lives for his 
Highncfs, and it only remained to acquaint them 
wiili his Pleafurc. 

Hereupon the Vizier, to encourage them, gave 
eachofthemaPurfeofahundrcd Sultanins, after which 
he told them, that thefiiifinefs was to let Fire to the 
Camps„of the Poles and Coff'acks. The Peafants rea- 
dily promis-d it.afluringhim that the Thing was very 
ealy, wherefore he need only give them their Liber- 
ty, and fix the Time when he would have it done* * 
thcVisiier, charni'd with their Zeal, appointed the 

fourth- 
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fourth Night from that Day, and fet them at Liber- 
ty that Initant, 

Purfuant to their Promifes, thefe Wretches, making 
the beft of their Way through By- Roads, wherewith 
they were well acquainted, arrived, four at the Camp 
of the Cojfacku and fix at that of the Poles > pretend- 
ing they had made their Efcape from the Tartars; 
which being what happen'd evcrv Day, no Notice 
was taken thereof. The <*rand'Vizier> hugging 
himfelf with the Thoughts of fucceeding in his De- 
£gn, no fooner faw their Backs turn'd, but he took 
all his Meafures for attacking the two Camps, du- 
ring the Confufion that would be caufed by the 
Flames and the Horrours of the Night ; and when 
the Moment approached that it was to be put m Exe- 
cution, he difcover'd his Stratagem to the Sultan, 

w 

But this truly great Prince fhudder'd at the 
Thought ; and far from approving thereof, blam'd 
him highly, for having undertaken fuch an Enter- 
prize without confulting him, " What Glory, faid 
he, can you imagine will accrue to me from this 
Defign ? Is it fubduing Men to confume them in 
.***' Flames? Havel declared Waragainit them as an 
Incendiary, or as a Conqueror ? Ah ! Vizier, 
continued he iighihg, What a Stain are you going 
to fix upon my Name ! "

Although the Vizier rightly judg'd that he fliould 
meet with fome Reproaches, he neverthelefs did not 
think the Suitnn would have relented it fb highly. 
However, as it was a done Thing, and there was a 
Necefiity of taking Advantage thereof, thfe ,Suftt/n 
gave out Orders according to the Grtoid Vizier's 
PJan,- a,nd caufed his Army to be drawn out near the 
. '"; ptf/j^KSimp, to prevent theirfending Affiliate from 

• oi}C Camp, to the other. In the mean while. *' 1C 

• «:rC- : Vizier, 
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Vizier j whole Sentiments were not fo generous as 
his Mailer's, fpared no Pains to take all Advantage 
of this Treachery, and to execute as a Fox, what 
he had not been able to effect as a Lion. 

But Providence had decreed otherwife; for at that 
very Moment, that the four Incendiaries, who had 
cnter'd the Camp of the Coffhcks, were going to put 
in Execution this inhuman Defign, they were fur- 
priz'd, feiz'd, and put to the Torture ; when the 
Torments made them cpnfefs the whole Confpiracy, 
with the Names of their; Accomplices, who were all 
Subjects of the Nobility of Ptdslia. They related 
alfo their Difcourfe with the Vizier ; after which they 
were condemned to be faitcnM by the Shoulders up- 
on very high' Poles, that the lurks might be able to 
fee them from their Camp, and to have large Wood 
Fires kindled at a proper Diftance underneath, that 
the Flames might juft roalt them by Degrees, with- 
out confuming them, and putting an End to their 
Torments : This was accordingly done next Morn* 
ing at break of Day. 

Kmajhtvit) General of the Cajfhcks, immediately 
fent Word of this Difcovery to the Polijb Command- 
er, who gave Orders forthwith, tomakeftrict SearcJi 
after the Reft of thefe Wretches. But what ever 
Cure they took, they could find but one, who under- 
went the fame Fate as his Companions; the otheis 
having betaken themfelves to Flight, efcaped into the 
Woods. The Turh who had been all the Night un- 
der Arms, were extremity fur prized, when they 
law thefe Wretches roailing in the Air, and expiring 
under the" moll excmifite Torments* 

The (Grand Vizier not having, been able to fuc- 
ceed'by^ th'is Wile, refolved to try another. As he 

knew $lic deceitful and fubtle Temper of Qonftantim 

Vevef, ' 
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Vevcly whom he had already fent to the Poles as Me- 
diator, he Cent him again under the fame Pretence, 
with Orders to remark narrowly all the Places by 
which he fhould pafs, to examine carefully into the 
State of the Camp, and to obferve what Difcourfc 
pafsM among the Enemy. •., 

Having receiv'd his Inftruclions, Vevel fet out for 
the Polijh Camp, and caufed Notice to be given the 
General of his Arrival; who having aMiururr, and 
not without Reafon, of this fubtle Greek, caufed 

.".him to be told, that the continual Alarms which hap. 
pen'd in the Camp, not allowinghim Time for Ne- 

. gqciations, he beggM him to go to the Cattle o: 
■Cboczin, whither he would fend Cornmiffioners for 
that Purpofc; and immediately had ^him conducted 
thither, under a good Guard, which did not fuffer 
him to flop, or inquire into any Tiling. To mortify 
him yet more, Cbo'dPke&Ufk left him -in the Caftle \ 
whol^Week, without fending to him any one what- 
foev&r ; but, atlaft, left it fliould be laid, that he fil- 
iated the Law of Nations, in the Perlbnof a Mcdii- 
tor, he fent him a Letter for the Grand Fiz'\>\ 
.wherein he told him, that notwithstanding the A 
■vantages he had already gain'd over the S/t//ttr*\ Ar 
my, he fljould be always ready to confent to an ho 
nourable Peace. 
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The Haughtinefs of this Procedure, gave tin- Vt 
zicr fomc Uncafincfs; ricverthelefs his Head, fruit 
ful in Expedients, made him. take a Courfe that wa 
very near being fiital to the Poles* This *was u 
build a folid Bridge over, the Tyre, . each End o 
which, 'he fortified with a Fori f w.cll^furniflu 
with Men and Artillery; ' this done, "'-hc^tlctaclA 
.thirty thoufand Men on the Side of CamjMejk ai. 
'Brabant, where they laid wallc with Fir$^<M|$ivou! 

iill that I he Tartan had fparcd ; All tli§j.'fcon\'o\ 

th,.' 
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that were coming to 'the Pilijh Camp, were taken 
;mJ carried to that of the Turks ; which began to give 
them f>me Fears, this being the only way iht Su/t f w 
could conquer them. 

At the fame time, Kirakii$ y B.iJT.i of Damajcu^ 
arrived at Ofman\ Camp, at the Head of a:i Army 
of forty thoufand Men, mofl of them Arabs, This 
Reinforcement raiied prodigioufly the Courage of 
the Turks; and the Sultan, to take advantage there- 
of, refolved again to give a general A Haul t to the 
Polijb Camp. 

The Attack was begun at Fort Ditiotb, winch 
was furioufly battcrU by thirty Pieces of Cannon ; 
iiuL Ltfljtftirjkjj who had foiciceu tiiclr Dcfign, had 
placed therein , two Hours before the Attack, a 
Paitv of the bell Polijh Foot, who repulfcd the 
Turks* in three Attacks, one after another, with 
ronfiderablc Lois. Finding they could do no 
Good on that Side, they attackU Lubomirjkfs Po,\ 9 
which they cannonaded with extreme Fury, and, at 
the fame time, they fired upon the Polijh Camp, 
with i hundred Pieces of Cannon, which they had 
placed upon different Eminences. Never was Noife 
more dreadful; no body in the Camp was fafe 
from the Bullets; the Pavillions of Prince Vladijlaus 
were quite fhatterM in Pieces, by feveral Vollics of 
a Battery that was pointed directly againil them, 
and wherewith fome Perfons of his HonfhoJd were 
killed; iniomuch, that the Prince, who had at that 
very Time a Fever upon him, was obliged to be 
removed to the Palatine of Kwv\ Quarters. 

The Turks imagining they had eaufed a great Dif- , 
order Ajjkjngft the Poles, attacked the Fort of Zic- 
zouiiy w^ichthe General had caufed to be built be-; 

twcen!'Ui»- Pavillions and LubomirJk\\ to cover the. 

II ■* hcai 
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■head Quarters the better, and they were ftill em- 
ployed in fortifying it. The Turks, who were re- 
folved to carry it at any Rate, and who had made 
the*other Attack, only to deceive their Enemies, had 
before fecretly conveyed fix thoufand Janizaries into 
the Woods, who {allying on a fudden, furprized the 
Garrifon. The Captains Ziczouu and Sladcouti 
were* their firil Victims ; they put to the Sword all 
tht'fflUs \\ho fell inco their Hands; feiz'd on t'-e 
' -Cpfours; which they fent immediately to the Sul- 
' c 0&£' with the Heads of thirty Poles whom they 
naamaftacrcdj alluring him they were the Heads of 
the principal Lords of the Enemy's Army. 

This Advantage put the Poles in a Conflernation; 
and their General knowing the Importancefjof this 
Foft, mounted on Horfe-back, although fick, and 
caufed the Fort to be attack'd by freft. .TVoops ; but 
the Turks maintain'd themfelves therein, in fpite of 
all his Efforts. Elate with this Snccefs, and en- 
couraged by the Prefence of the Sultan, who, not- 
*r withitanding the Advice of his Council, was revi- 
ved to be prefent at the MTue of this Fight, they 
lilcewife attack'd the Fort of Veitr. 

Veier, a German by Nation, who comrnanded there 
in Pcrfon, feeing the Turks approach, and'irmgining 
their Deftgn, caufed his Regiment to lie flat iijvn 
their Bellies, in the Trenches of the Fort, and in- 
ftead of Balls, charged his Cannon with old Iron, 
Chains, and Nails. The Turks, as they drew near, 
feeing neither Fire nor Smoke, fancy *d they had 
furprized this Fort alio ; but when they were with- 
in thirty Paces of the Trenches, the Germans rofe 
up, and fired fo fcafonably, that they cleared .their 
flrft Ranlrs, but without putting them , tejFIight ; 
the Artillery playing at> the fame Ma$ra&» v ,and 
. making a terrible Havock among their Battalio^i they 

at 
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at lad gave Ground; and on a feeond Dhcharge of 
the Cannon and fmall Arms foo:i after, they be- 
took themfelves to Flight, whilit f'tirr\< Germans 
p-irfued them clufe at their Heel?, and killed great 
Numbers. 

Chodklemck immediately took Advantage of this 
Moment, like an able Soldier and ca.'fing the firft 
Fort to be actackM anew, carry'd it, put the Turks ' 
to Flight, and drove them before them to their 
Camp- The courageous 0/w</», feeing this Defeat, 
flew, into, a violent Paffion, reproaching both Of- 
ficers and Soldiers with their extreme Cowardice, that 
neither his Prefence, his Threats, or Example, could 
prevail on them to do their Duty. He was enraged 
to the laft Degree, at having relyM on a Valour of 
fuch fhort Duration, having often faid of thefe very 
Troops, that they would fuffice him to fubdue the 
reft of Europe. He took this fo much to Heart, that 
it broke his Sl@Kp^ and made him refllefs even when 
in Bed ; fof/lfc&t 1 Ire would rife ten times in a Night, 
and chang^Charhbers as often ; but his Trouble iliil 
folio wed'lnim wherever he went. 

* F 

His Minifters being apprehcnfive his continual 
Difcontent would endanger his Health, exerted ail 
their Eloquence to appcafe him ; but only the Bajja 
f>f Buda 7 his Favourite, had the Addrefs to effect it. 
This'Officer artfully infmuatcd to him, that even if he 
mould not be able to reduce Poland, as he had flat? 
tcr'd himfclf, he would ft in gain infinite Glory by 
having undertaken it; iince the greater the Difficulties 
were, the more he had ftiown the Greatnefs of his 
Courage, the Conilancy of his Soul, and the Mag- 
nanimity of his Sentiments j and that in fuch tender 
Years, that it was impoiliblc cither the prefent; .. 
or futhre Agesfhould rcfufe him their Ad'mira- . 
tiorl j that be fides, he ought to confide r, that the ' ' 

H 2 Poles 
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JV^loiing but a thoufand Men, it was more to them 
than ten thoufand to him; and that he was faihticJ 
their Forces dwindled away every Day, To that tkv 
could not refill him much longer. 

Thefe Words had more Influence upon Ojh.u, 1 , 
than all the Remonft ranees of his Miniiters; as lie 
was allured the Bajfa of Buda loved him fincercly, 
he paid more Regard to him than any other; this 
had excited the Envy of fcveial great Men againlt 
this Favourite, the more becaufe they were not ig- 
norant that the Sultatfi Value for him, was founded 
only on the diilinguihYd Merit of that Bajfit; who, 
to a fine Understanding, had a Courage Proofagair.il 
the greatefl Dangers, and was one of the bell Gene- 
rals in the Army. 

The Sultan being a little more compofed, moun- 
ted on Horle-back the next Morning, and ro.ic 
through his Camp, attended by all his Court, difleir.- 
bling fo well his Vexation and Difcontent, that r.o 
body perceived it. He exhorted his Troops to be- 
have themfelves better for the future, aflliring tlicm 
their Enemies had fuffered greater Loifes than they, 
and that it was impoffible for them to retrieve thciii ; 
whereas, on the contrary, his Army, by the Rein- 
forcements he had received, was ilronger than at the 
Beginning of the Campaign; and lie hoped from 
their approved Courage, that they would exert them- 
felves with more Ardour and Rdblution on the new 
Ocean" ms he would foon find them. 

This Difcourfe, utter'J with a Grace more th.in 
natural, and accompanied with a Diftribution of a 
Jaige Su n of Money, produced all thc-EflW: that 
cuuld be expected : A thoufand confufe'4'. V?fjes }vcr Q 

heard, cxtol.iiy.hun to the Skies, 'a^"j}3^|pifing 

that 
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that he fliouli have ample Reafon to be fatisfied with 
their Zeal, and Valour. 

In the mean while, the G-'and Vizier, who wa3 
one ofthn'e to whom the BaT>i of B uda gave the 
rwil Je*! 'Uty, 3:1.1 who cndeavourU to out-llrip him 
h hi> Miner's Favour, by ibme glorious Action, he- 
hgmfjrm'd the next Day, that a great Convoy had 
teen prepared at Camiv.icck, to be lent to the Polijb 
Camp, and that it was to fet oat that very Night, 
ie:it thirty thoufar.d Turks and Tartars over the 
River Tire, with Ordc/s to allault the Poll guarded 
by the Hun?ari,uu, to rVi-iutc the Pafl'a^e of Con- 
voys to the Camp; and du:ich\l, at the lame time, 
another Body of Troops to attack the Convoy- ... 
The latter met with S.;:cef?, took the Convoy, and 
cirrv'd it to the Ti;r}-f>: Camp; but they who at- 
tr:k'd the Poll of the Hungarians, ufed their utmoft 
Efforts to no purpofc ; thefc laft defending them- 
felves with fo much Bravery, during all the Onfets 
given by the Turks, for four and twenty Hour?, 
that, wearied out w ith fo long a Combat, and with 
their Loile?, they give over the Defgn, leaving be- 
hind them fjur th <ufand Men ; notwithftanding 
which, they claimed the Victory in the Turhjh- 
Camp. 

But whatever Advantages the Boles gain'd every 
Dav. they were d.im'd with fo much Bittcrnefs, that 
they r-ap'd from thence but a fmail Satisfaction. 
The little H'>pc ihcy had of the S.roours that were 
to hive been lent them, the Grief of feeing all their 
Convoys carried off" by the Taitan t who were Ma- 
ilers of the whole Country beyond the River ; the 
want of Forage and Provifion, together with the 
umvholefome Air of Moldavia* the bid Water, and- 
the, fhort Allowance dillributcpl to the Soldiers, 
titufed a general Sicknefs in the ,,; Camp» from whifch 

H 3 neither.* 
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neither Prince U/adiJImts, Cbodkitvick t nor the 0- 
ther Generals, were free; and gave them more Un- 
eafincls than all the Attacks of their Enemies. 

The Prince, and the Pclijb General, who through 
a heroic Virtue, endcavour'd to get the better of the 
Fever which prey'd upon them, flrovc in vain to 
foften the Afflictions of all the Army, and to rc-ani- 
matc, by their Example, the dying Courage of the 
Soldiers; moil of whom, incapable of performing 
their Duty, either dropt of}', without any Help, in 
their Huts, or endeavoured to deliver themlclvcs 
from their extreme Mifcry, by leaving the Camp, 
and furrendering to the Turks in whole Compa- 
nies. In this terrible Extremity, Chodkievick af- 
■fembled the principal Officers of the Army, and 
after reprefenting to them the miferable Condition 
to which they were reduced; with the Murmurs 
of the Coffacks, who infilled upon receiving their 
Pay; their daily threatning to abandon him; the 
Impoflibiiity of Satisfying them ; and the little Hope 
there was of feeing the expeded Succours arrive from 
Poland^ and eJfewhere, he concluded : That whilir. 
the Army was yet in a Condition to make one ge- 
nerous Effort, he was for attacking the Turks in their 
Camp; that he was very well informed it was eafy 
to be forced in divers Places; and that it was his 
Defign to begin the Onfct a little before Day; be- 
caufe that dyiing Night the Turks vifited each other, 
to drink Wine in fecrct, retiring two Hours be- 
fore Day, that they might not be found by the 1* 
tuansy who go throughout the Camp, to caJl th^ 
Mujfuhnen to Morning- Prayer. 

Prince Uiadijlaus, notwithflanding his Weaknefs, 

by rcufon of his long Illnefs, and the Danger to 

which he expofed himfclf, if this Deiign did not 

iuccccd, gave his Vote for the Attack, without He- 

fitationj 
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Hation; and John Veier Palatine of Cu/rn, with 
K»naf}:\(vk General of the Coffacks, who were ac- 
quainted with the Ways of the Turkifk Armies, the 
f nc by having ferved long againfl them in Hungary, 
;::d the other by having waged War with them from 
his Infancy, were of the fame Opinion, which was 
fellow'd by the unanimous Content of all the reit : 
Wherefore it was refolved to execute this important 
Defign the very next Night, and the neccfi*:ry Dif- 
pcfitions, and Orders, were iftued out accordingly. 

ftight being come, the Barriers of Cbodkievick and 
Lubcmirjly were cperfd ; the Army marched out with 
the greater! Silence ; and every one went and polled 
himfclf in his appointed Place : The Weather was 
calm and ferene; no Motion was perceived in the* 
Turkijb Camp; all were refolved on behaving well; 
and the Succefs was not doubted. The Soldiers, 
who were not ignorant of the immenfe Riches that 
were in the Camp, already reckoned their Fortune 

made, and they waited only tor the Dawning of the 
Day, when a violent Shower fell on a fudden, and 
continued to pour down, for two Hours with the 
fame Fury, without any Clouds being feen, or the Skies 
being in the lealt overcall. This obliged the Cojfath* 
who were ncarcfl the Enemy's Camp, to fend word 
to the Poltjb General, that it was impolhble for 
them 10 make ufe of their Fire Arms, and they de- 
fired to be ordered from their Poll. 

The whole Army being in the fame Condition, 
they were obliged to rec.ill the Troops, abandon the 
Enterprise, and return to the Camp. Never was 
Conllcrnaiion greater ; the Soldier.-, wete enraged al- 
moll 10 MudnelL, and the Ccmmandeis were in- 
finitely mortified; But they were foon. informed, 
that what they lookU upon as the grtatdl of Mil- 
fortune?, WcU> on the comraiy, uu evident Sign of

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the Favour of Providence, who had thereby fecured 
them from a moil reriibk Overthrow. 

In effect, Tome Hvng.wi/w and Gernnvt Defcrttn 
had iniotmM the 7wh t nt.t only of the Defiant 
the /Vt\r, hut of the Manner in" whith they re- 
drawn up, and the Orders th-.t ii.id ken j;i\ en. Ti:r; 
$ .-titan beina, infb"rti\] r hereof rtf-Ived to cxuni .j 
them hinifelf, and js they agreed in their Aaom"--, 
he did not mieflion the Trmh. Hereupon, uith- 
o.it beirg in :hc leaft at a I,o{>, he t^.uc out hi* ()•- 
ders wiih the Tran-ii'iffy of an old General, :m ,i 
made his Difpofffinr? with a Prudence thr.t fuipri-n ; 
ail the Officer, charging them, above all, t«i !aip 

a profound hiknee, the better to flu-prize rhe h-

This was al! executed in a few Hour; Qfma*: \\- 

filed every Poft, and having Teen all things in Rc.i- 

• dincfr*, waited wirh great Temper the Moment < t' 

the Attack, wherein the Poles mult undoubted;-/ 

have al] periihed, had it not been for th\* miraad.us 

Ruin, which disabled them from any Undertaking. 

. .. " Jn the mean while. Day arncarimr, and the Su It.ui 

^V* v fcp.ipg the Rear of the Enemy's Troops returning 

<> to their Camp, was infinitely concerned that they 

had not executed their Dcfigns ; but the Poles being 

inform \J of the Rifcjuc they had run, lookM upon 

whit had h.inpen'd as the peculiar Mercy of Heaven, 

and prailcd God for it, by a folemn Thunkfgivin^, 

■ throughout the Camp. 

However, the Dcfpair of the Cujfichs was (o great, 
that rhey wererefolvcd not to return to their garters 
empty handed; whereupon fifteen thoufand of them 
pafs'd the Tire, and marching towards where the 7urh 
were feeding thalr Cattle, under a itrong Guard, 
fcJJ upon them by Surprize. The Battle was blood)', 

but 
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but the Valour of the Coffhcks gainM the Day ; the 
v ]'urks betook themfclves to Flight, and not being 
able to reach the Bridge, leapM into the Tire ; where 
being carried away by the Violence of the Stream, 
and not able to gain the other Side, moil of them 
were drowned, nnd the relt made Slaves. The Co/- 
jacks* without Lofs of Time, drove rhefe vafl Herds 
to their Camp, whillt the Turks, being informed of 
this Misfortune, fent to their Aiiiitanee, but too late. 

Neverthelefs, this Booty of the Qtffach was but a 
fraall Relief, in the cruel Extremity to which the 
whole Poii/b Army was reduced- Accordingly, foon 
after, the Murmurs began again'in the Co^rijCamp. 
They were even upon the Point of" proceeding to a 
general Defertion, fome demanding their Pay, and 
others, not content therewith, rcouirina Iikewiie the 
Addition of a Reward. Hereupon Konnjkez'ic^ their 
General, no longer knowing what to do to reftrain 
them , fent Word to tha Poli/b General and the 
Cornmiflioners to apply fome fpcedy Remedy there- 
to, alluring them all was loft without the greateil 
Expedition. 

In this Extremity, Prince JJi-nhjljus, who by 
his Generality, Qui age, and Prudence, had ac- 
quired the Love of :he whole Armv, immediately 
difpatch'd three i;luI!rious Generals very well known 
to the Co/ticks, viz. Opilin/U, Lutomirjh, and 6V- 
bufly^ who uftxl their uttnoil Efforts to nppcafe 
them : But $>.buf^\ wfv> wis y-jt better known to 
them than ;he o:\.i two, without llmdipg to make 
zv.y long H..rav.w,'!c, cu-jur-.d them, in the Name 
of Prince l\' lt J:j!uus, by tli-j Number of Victories 
they had gjiuM tr^fthi.r againll the Mu/cc:-;.\ s, and 
by the formidable V.iluur, which nuidc the Tuiks 
tiumblc even in V..n.UiniiHapl t > y m,t to abandon rhi 
Rcpublicl; in her piiX-m Nccciliry, wlKi^m the- In-*

terell of all Chriftendom, the Welfare of the State, 
and their own Glory, which they had preferred un- 
blemifh'd for fo many Ages, was at flake: And to 
add more Weight to his Words, he ofrci'd them a 
Gratuity of fifty thoufand Livers, in the Name of the 
Prince, and the Commiflioners, whirh was all then 
remaining in the Military Cheft ; affuring them, 
that at the End of the Campaign, the Prince gave 
them his Word, to fee them paid all the Sums due 
aH nromifed to them, in whatever Place they fhouki 
appoint. 

Although thLDifcourfehad no great Power over the 
Hunger and Thirit they daily fufrer'd, the Confidera- 
t:on ofjhe Prince and their General, with the Hopes of 
theprdmiicd Rcwards,prevailed fo far upon them, that, 
after many Con tefts, they accepted the Offers; con- 
tenting themfelves with a Promife in Writing, un- 
der tUp* Hands of the Prince, and the principal Po- 
/ijb iiovds, whereby they afftircd them of the Pay- 
ment, and made themfclves refponfible for it. 

* In the mean while, the Gr/wd-Fizicr, who con- 
tinually endeavoured to amufe the Poles with the 

m 

Hopes of Peace, obliged Radulo, Palatine of Wain- 
ihia % to write to Chodkievick, to fend to the Turkifo 
Camp a Deputy, impower'd to treat of Peace; af- 
furing him, upon his Word, that he mould be fa- 
vourably received, that the Law of Nations fhouki 
be ftric*tly obferved, and that he fliould have all the 
Honours pakl him, that were due to a Deputy from 
the Republick of Poland. To perfuade him the 
more of the Sincerity of the Intentions, he difpatch'd 
Cofyhititirtc Fan I, with thefe Letters.

VtvtL On his Arrival, the Grand-Vizier gave ijim 
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Audience without Delay, and hcprefentcd the Vizier 
his Credentials, demand ig Sureties anfwerable to the 
Majclty of the Republick, that he might go and 
come without Danger. 

This having been granted him, he told the Fi- 
js/Vr, that the Friendfhip which had long fubfitted 
between the Ottoman Family, and the Poiijb Repub- 
lick, had caufed great Jealoufies among the Relations 
and Allies of' their Monarchs; that notwithstanding 
this, they had always refufed to unite with the relt 
of Cbriflendom againft that Family; that, for their 
Parr, they had carefully maintained this Alliance ; 
and that the Sultan Qfman> on his Acceflion to the 
Throne, had likewife prom i fed to obierveit; that 
ncvcrthelefs he had treated ill their AmbafTador ac 
the Porte, and had declared War againft them ; that 
it" the Behaviour of the Co/Jacks had given him any 
Dilpleafure, it had neither been with the Content 
of the Republick, nor the Kingj that the Cojpuh 
alledgcd it was only by \\\\y of Reprizal for the daily 
Robberies and IncurJions of the Tartars upon their 
Territories; and that he could promife, in the 
Name of the King, and the Republick, tiiat if his 
High nc is would keep the Tartars within the Bounds 
of the Treaties, the Coffacks fhould no:, for the fa- 
lure, commit any Acts of Hoilility. 

This Conference, which was onlv an Amufe- 
ment, whereby the Fizicr thought to lull the Poles 
iilleep, came likewife to nothing In the mean 
while, Ofman had given his Troops four Days Re- 
spite, with Dcfign to attack the P-iltjh Camp, in fe- 
veral Places, and to command his Men in Pcrfon: 
A Hungarian Tray tor having pointed out to the 
Turks the weakcit Part of the Camp, where the 
principal Attack was to be made, and there it was 
vhat the Sultan would command in Pcrfon. But aJL 
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the Fiziers of the Bench , the Mufty , and the 
General?, who were no Strangers to his Courage 
and Intrepidiry, which it had already coil them A- 
bundance of Pains to re drain, threw thewfelves at 
.his Feet, to diilliade him from ib dangerous a Reiolu- 
tion , begging him to preferve his facred Pcrioc, 
whereon both the Welfare of the State, and ih: 
Glory of the Empire depended. 

This valiant Prince made Anfwer ; that he was re- 
Iblved to fhare the Danger of his Army, and an i man 1 
them by his Example ; that he had not put himfeifat 
the Head of his Troops, to be a calm Spectator of the 
Blood they fhed for him ; and that, on this Occafior, 
the greatcit Dangers were more glorious to him than 

. the PofTeflion of the Empire. This Refohuion made 
the whole Divan tremble; and eveiy one flood 
Speechlefs, not knowing which Way to divert this 
Storm ; when the brave Bqffa of Bttda threw him- 

1 fclf at his Feet, and conjured him to honour him 

'■with the Command of this Attack, promiiing he 
would open the Way to the whole Army , and 
carry them into the midil of the Enemies Camp: 
At the fame Time every Voice was raifed to approve 
of the Bajftfz JRequclt, and the Sultan^ whoctuM 

-not refute any Thing ro this illuilrious Fa\otmu', 
upon whole Valour lie depended as much a;- upwi 
himfelf, was prevailed on at 1 .A by his Supplication . 

• And all the Army, and the Divan* h.id fo great ;m 
Opinion of this B<i]fds Courage and Prudence, that 
they were overjoy 'd the Sultan had given W>iy to 
ius Intrcatics. 

Thus it was rcfolvcd, that the principal Athcfc, 
fhould be commanded by the B>ijj(to\ Buda, and that 
he fhould be iuppoi ted v>y the Gi ami Vizier with the 
Flower of the Army ; AA the other Lifp;htii>ns hav- 
ing been reiolvcd oji, the whole N^-l.t u a.N l'perit in 

pup-rii 1; 
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preparing every Thing for the Execution next Morn- 
in*. ' A Body of Janizaries were fecretly convey r d 
into the Woods, with Orders to obferve a profound 
Silence Mil the Moment the Signal was given ; 
and at break of Day-the whole Army u\i< ranged iij 
Order of Battle. The AMkult was begun by canno- 
nading Lufowirjkfs Quarter, n draw the Poles on 
that Side, they made a Feint alfo of having a Dc- 
fign upon that of Ckodkicz ;ck, which they cannonaded 
in the like Manner ; but the Bnjja of Suda, leaving 
behind him the Fort of Frier, inarch'd dire£tly, with 
a Body of chofen Troops, to the lmrcnchment of the 
Hungarian Mojcin , being the PJace that had 

been pointed out as the weakeit., and which in Ei- 
fccl w«s really io. 

The Onfet was very briffc, but the Poles made-a 
gallant Defence, 'till the Janizaries, who werecon- 
ceal'd in the Woods, fally'd out, and made a fecond 
Attack as brifk as the nrft. Th^ Poles, furpn'zed r 
were born down, and the Intrenchments carried ; 
ir.dthe Baffaof Buda, who imagin'd himfelf followed 
by the Grand Fizier t advanced forwards into the 
Camp, where the Turks put all to the Sword that 
fell into their Hands. 

The whole Polijb Camp was quickly in an Alarm, 
and great Part of them believing all loft, gain'd the 
Bridge over the r firr, with Behgn to fecurcthem- 
feives by Flight ; but General Cbodhuvick hallening 
to their Relief, reanimated their drooping Spirit.-, 
bv his l'refence and Cour.ge and advanced again! 
the Baffa of Buda at rhe Heal of the Girmr.n Re- 
giments of Snfii/ik -A\\dZi Inocl. On the other Hand 
Lultomirjii attuckM him in the F.ank, and puftYd him 
with Vigour, and finding the Tuib were not fiip P * 
purled, they iurrounded ihcm on uli Sides, The braVtj 
B ijjtiui Bud.t, cur ^cJ tt the Treachery of the Grand 

Fizier„ 
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Vizier* who never appeared, behaved hfmfe-f with 
a furprizing Valour, and fought like a Lyon, 'til] 
the lail Drop of Ivs Blood; hut at laft, being ever- 
whelm'd with Numbers, he dy'd upon the Spot, 
having received nineteen mortal Wounds. 

The Turks immediately took up his Body, and 
carried it out of the Polijb Camp, but neverthc- 
lefs feeing their General fall, they loft Courage, 
and gave Ground; upon which Lubomirjki drove 
them before him over the Intrenchments, where 
they again made a Stand Then the Grand Vizier, 
feeing the Body of the Bajfa of Buda, whom he had 
juft facrificed to his Jealoufy, ufed his utmoft Eftbrts 
to penetrate again into the Polifh Camp. To this 
End, he facrificed the Flower of his .Army, and font' lit 
himfelf like a Man in Defpair, cxpofing himicJf hi;c 
a common Jmiizary, but all his Endeavours wcje 
to no Purpofe, he could never retrieve the Misfor- 
tune he had occasioned: This treacherous and envi- 
ous Man, feeing that the B.iffi had forced the In- 
trench ments, and that the lurks pour'd into them in 
great Numbers, inllead of following them, as had 
been agreed on, marched off unperceived, on Pretence 
of attacking fome^other Part of the Camp, that he 
might abandon one whom lie looked upon as his 
Rival in the Sultan^ Favour, although he had Or- 
ders to fuilain him. 

The Courage and Bravery of the Poles, who made 
an obftinate Refinance, gave him Rcafon to repent 
more than once of this Treachery, and obliged him 
to retreat, after the Lofsof eight thoufand Men, The 
Vizier, to conceal his Perfidy, caufed the Body ofthe 
Jtajfa to be put in a Chariot drawn by four white Hor- 
fes, and covered withCloth of Gold. The whole Army 
honour'd his Memory with Tcan. and Lamentations; 
the Turks have always reckoned him, in the Nuaty'er of 

ihck 
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their greateft Heroes who have fallen in Battle. 
To revenge his Death, they cut in Pieces the ////?;- 
partem who had given them the Intelligence, al- 
though it was true, and had almolt caufed the entire 
Dcilruilion of the Poles, which had been inevitable, 
had the Vizier fupported him. 

Oman cxprefs'd an extreme Grief at the Death 
of this great Man, and beftow'd Tears on his 
Memory ; accompanying them with Commenda- 
tions worthy of the Friendfhip he bore him, and 
the Merit of this illuftrious General: He likewife 

caufed his Body to be carry *d to ConfIantinop/e>W\i\\ 
Orders to erect him a magnificent Monument ; and 
whatever Reafons the Vizier could allcdge in his 
Vindication, he could never overcome the Sufpicion, 
the Sultan had conceiv'd againft him, not doubting 
but there had been Treachery in his Behaviour. 

To revenge himfelf of this Lofs, that Prince re- 

folved to go and befiege Caminieck^ a Place which 
Nature, more than Art, has render'd almolt impreg- 
nable, that he might deprive the Pola of all Manner 
of Communication with Poland. To this End, he 

detachM a Body of thirty thoufand Horfc, and fifteen 
thnufand Janizaries over the Tire, and putting 
himfelf at their Head, march'd direclly to Caminiech. 
Being come within Sight thereof, he advanced him- 
felf to take a View of it, and after having examin'd 
its Situation with a Sort of Ailonifliment, aflt'd the 
General, who attended him, Who it ivas that had 
fortiffdit to that Degree F The BaJJ'a of Damafcus 
anfwcr'd, that it was God: Whereupon this Prince 
view'd it yet (bme Time longer, after which turn- 
ing about to his Attendants, Weill faid he, then let 
God himfelf tab it; and that Inllant, giving over 
his Bfe/igri, he difcharged all his Rcfentmcnt upon 
the dten Country, which he laid wailc. He then 
'* attacked 
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attack'd in vain the Cattle of ' Pamomhe, win h h; 
batter'd for four and twenty Hours with thirty P;ra- 
of Cannon, after which he entiled it to be rtonu \ 
with Fury ; bat the Garrif-n having rcpuhc.i iht 
Janixaricsy they g:ew we try of the Scrvi.c, -(■■•! 
could not be prevailed to make a fecond .\::.l' 
This Difohediencj reduced the Sit/t,i:> to the N:-,. . 
fny of railing the Siege of this paltry little T(. .■.-•, 
and returning to the Camp ; which he did, un in- 
more than ever the Cowardice of the ya//iz:i;t< t 
againit whom he conceived an invincible Av:;. 

iion. 

The Sultans Abfence had given the Pg,\s ir:\r: 
Rcfpite, but the Ewb under which th.y gr.unM, 
allow'd the'n none. SickneiV,. and the Scarcity oi Pro- 
virion, reduced them to fuch Defpair, that in Ordw 
to extiicate themfelves from their Mifery, they tk- 
fertcd in whole Droves ; choofmg rather to run ti.e 
Hazard of drowning, or of being taken by the Ure- 
mics, than toiuflcr fuch Calamities any longer. In 
vain did the Generals ufe their utmolt Efforts to ex- 
hort them to Patience, tmy would no lan-gcrgne 
them the Hearing; and their Minds were fo much 
bent upon deferring, that one Day the Tart, in hiv- 
ing carried off a Convoy, on the other" Side of the 
River, pretty near the Camp, that was coming 
from Br, tb am ; and fome Sutlers who had efcaped, 
having foid, that the Tartars might liill be oven«- 
ten, if they were expeditious, above three thouLnJ 
Soldiers left the Camp on Pretence of attacking them, 
and making their Eicape to the Woods, not one ol 
them rettinul; which occalon'da Proclamation, for- 
bidding any one to pals the Tire without Order.', 
en Tain of Death. 

All tlicfc M'sfbmmes rcdu ed \v. Generals to Dit 

pair, wherevf they carefully informed Qbodkkvkh 

uho 






Emperor of the Turks, i 6 i 

who was overwhelmed with Sicknefs nr.d Fatigues. 
Nevcrthelels this great Man, notwithda^ding his fe- 
vere IJInefs, caufed hinifelf to be carried in his Bed 
to an Eminence in the middle of the Camp, where 
laving the Army drawn together, he rai^d himfeif 
t<\ and thus addrcL'd himfeif to the Soldiers with a 

lai.-nd Voice. 

" You fee, my Fc^low-Soldicr?, the OMlinacy of 
" th- Su/t/i/i, in pcrfuh'nein the uniuft War, wheie- 
" with he rcfokes to crrfh Us 1 he Scarcity of 
Provihon ; the W.m: of f f wife 5 ; the Number of 
the Dead, and Sick; ?11 the Calamities wc fnflcr ; 
together with the fir.atl F IV- pes of being relieved, 
" having no News of" the King, or the Po/ijb Ar- 
*' rier-ban ; induce mc to apprehend, that there rc- 
'• mains no Likely hood of being able to attack fucfi 
" powerful Enemies with fo weak an Army ; having 
ioitone third of the Cavalry, our principal Strength, 
and yet it would be more imprudent to expect 
diem, having but very little' Powder left ; this 0- 
hliges me to exhort you to confider now of ibme 
Means to bring mirfelves otr, iince it is reafo liable 
io prefcrve the Perfun of the Prince : Wherefore 
" my Advice is for the whole Army to retreat in a 
" Body, rather th:in to run away in Companies as 
" uicy do every D-dy." 

This faid, he held his Tongue, and catling upon 
the A (Iemhiy, a Look full of Rage and Indignation, 
exarninVl the Air and Countenance of the Soldiers ; 
who perceiving that their General (poke againlt lus 
Sentiments, that he was incenfed at them for their 
d.uly Defcrlions, and that the whole Drift of his 
Diicourfe was only to reanimate their Courage, fee- 
ing vilibly in his Face the Exeefs of his Refentment » 
cry'd out with one Accord, that it was better to die 
a thoufand Deaths for the Defence of their Country, 

than 
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than to Jive with the Repro.ich of a di/honourab! 
Flight; that it was in great Difficulties, that Vii 
tue iliewM itfelf the moll ; and that they were read 
to take an Oath, never to forfake their Colour; 
Konajkievic, General of the Csjfacks, with fevers 
others, had the fame Generality as the Poles. 

The General overjoy *d, at his Stratagem's havin: 
met with fucli good Succefs calling all his Ccnci 
about him, pretended to take their Advice ; ;-,fn 
which turning to his Soldiers, he told them, " ttai 
he never in his Days had received a greater Sari: 
faftion, than he did then, in feeing with whai 
Zeal they were incited to the Defence of their 
Country; that by their Courage and Virtue they 
had rertorcd him to Life, and reanimated his 
languid Body ; that lie hoped they would perfe- 
vere in this generous Ardour, and that he would 
*' die fooner than abandon them ; and that being 
" ftrengthen'd by the Grace of God, guided by 
'* good Fortune, and fupported by their Virtue, he 
" would always be the firfl to lead them againlt 
" the Enemies of their Country." 

Never had Harangue a more fudden or more ge- 
neral Effedl ; the Soldiers join'd in mutual Embra- 
ces, fwearing to fuccour each other reciprocally ; and 
fhaking Hands molt of them with their Compani- 
ons, as a Pledge of the Afliltance they inturchn"»gc- 
ably promi fed each other; exprclling the utnioll Ab- 
horrence of thofc Traitors who had left the Camp ; 
and fwearing a Thoufand Oaths iodic refolutely, and 
fu/Fer all Extremities, rather than be guilty of fuch 
a Bafcncfs. This cordial Love and Union nmongll 
the Army, brought Tears of Joy into the Eycjofthc 

illuilrioua Chodkitvicky who then believed himfelf in- 
vincible 

The 
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The Coffacks likewife, in their Camp, follow'dthe 
Example oF the Poles; and that very Night eight 
thoufand oF them marching out without Beat oF 
Drum, penetrated without Noife into the Turkijb 
Camp, by the Quarters of the deccafed BaJJa of Bu- 
,;',,/, and cut in Pieces their out Guard with Tome 

Centincls. This done, they advanced onwards, put 
10 the Sword the Soldiers whom they found fall a- 
iicep, took the red Colours of the Colonel General 
or Agaof the Janizaries, andcarryM off a Number 
of Camels and Horfes richly laden, before the Turks 
could come to themfelves. They purfued them, 
however, for fome Time; but the Fear of falling 
into an Ambufcade, made them return to their Camp 
without overtaking them. 

As there was in the Polijb Army a numerous Body 
of young Nobility, all Men of approved Courage, 
they divided themfelves every Day into Parties, and 
gave perpetual Alarms to the Turkijb Camp; the one 
being no fooner returned, but the other went out, 
and not one of them came back without acquiring 
fome Glory. The Poles had likewife a famous Par- 
tixiin, named Fickcty ; by whofe continual Incurftons 
into their Camp the Turks fufter*d confiderableLof- 
lcs. He was ib fuccefsful during this Expedition* 
that there was hardly a Day wherein he did not gain 
tome glorious Prize from the Enemy. 

The perpetual Loflc3 which the Suhmi met with 
from the Bcginningof this Campaign, with the Death 
of the Baffa of Bu4a y for which he was inconfolable, 
lb much fowrcd his Temper, that he was hardly to 
be known for the JamcPcrfbn. He daily curled the 
Cowardice of the 'Janizaries, on whom he never 
call his Eyes, without giving them a Look full of 
Tcrrour. Ths Mufti's prudent Rcmonllmncca had 

no 
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no lunger any EiT.-tfl v.r>nn his exafperated Son]; 
'twas impofiible for him to hear the Prcfeive o\~ :':- 
Grand Vixicr Uc*im, ivh*jin he often JoaJ-.d '-.i:;: 
Reproaches, imputing to him all the ill S\:c: <-\ c . ; 
this Campaign, as well as the Death of h.h Fauu 
rite. 

The J nntz ;;*'}n being informed of the en -Avert- 
ible Opinion their Emperor had of them, h'v ! " i:: 
their Turn to blame him, for havine imduiaVr 
this War without any N'cceffirv, and contiary p 
the Advice of his Council, crillirp him a v\n :- 'a |: i 
Man, acenfing him of Folly, and firing trnrhecar 
ried on the War only out of Pride and V.;:rry 
The Mufti bcinp apprized of ihefe Difoi.r.c-, :-.c- 
quainted the Sultan therewith, and reprefe' ud to 
him with what fatal ConfcqiK;;ces they mi\ r h: ie at- 
tended. But his Vexation was (o great, that it re- 
quired fome Sacrifice to uppcafe ;r, and it v. as uron 
the Grand Vizc-r that the Weight of his Anger fell. 
He accufed him of being the Caufe of the !Y1 unifies 
ofihtj/ivizaries, and other Troops by whom he 
was hated ; and t'his Minifter was upon the Y6:i\ 
of falling a Victim to his Mailers Wrath, an-d "he 
Soldiers ill Will, hut fur the' Muftii,' and fome /?</</.'. 
who fav'd his Life by their Intercefiions. The Si A 
tan, to fatisfy them, contented himfelf with depri 
■ ving him of the Seals of the Empire, and confer- 
ring them on DiUver, Bajja of ' Meftfo!amia y a Nan 
; in Years, of great Experience in Affairs and who In 1 
acquired a vail Reputation among the Troop?, V< 
having negotiated and concluded the lufl, Peace with 
the Ptrjia/u, 

He was generous and affable ; had -brought im- 
menic Trcafurcs into the Suitarfs TiiAIury, on his 
Return from Afia\ and by his Lil&rality, and the 

Goodncfs of his Temper, uadgainft thc-Lovo and E- 
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fteem of all the great Officers of the Porte. The 
Sultan a little better fatisfyVi, on feeing his Choice 
eenerallv approved, fufferM himfelf to be prevailed 
en bv the Mufti, who employ \i his Power over that 
Princc\s Mind, in favour of Ujaim, to obtain him 
the Place of fecond Vizier, which was granted 
The new Grand Vizier, after holding a private 
Council with the Mufti, the Kijler-Agaji, and di- 
vers Viziers of the Bench, concluded to renew the 
Conferences of Peace with the Poles. Their Depu- 
te was ili Uiii the Camp; wherefore he fent for him, 
treated him with great Civility, and afllircd him, that 
he wmld contribute with all his Heart towards the 
Cr<ncluiion of a Peace, provided the Poles would be- 
Kuc thcmlelves with Sincerity therein ; that his De- 
lign was to knd him back, that he might aiilire their 
General and the whole Nation of his good Inclina- 
tion", and that he ofTer'd to give the neceifary Paf- 
yo\\- to any Emkillador that fiiould be impower'd to 
trc.it about it ; that Con'Jr.n'.ine Vevel fiiould accom- 
rmv him, and that he mi^ht impart to him the In- 
tiivd.ms of the P-Jijh Council upon this Head. 

They fet our next Mcning ; but on their Arrival 
at the Camp, they found all the Soldiers in a great 
Affliction, at the defperatc Condition rowhich Cbod- 
htvic was reduced, his Diilempcr increafing every 
Moment- At laft, his Strength having entirely for- 
i a ken him; and the Phyhcians having declared that 
there was no longer any Hopes, he was removed to 
the Gallic of Choczin, to irco him from the Noife 
of the Camp, and give him Time to fettle the Af- 
fairs of his Family and Confcience. 

The Soldiers feeing his Coach pafs by, buril all 
into Tears ; but this illuili ious General coin for ted 
them both \y his Looks, and Geiiure, a) way tftfejconfe 
mending to them the Jjefence of their Country.' He;' 

died

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died thefourth Day after his Arrival at Cboczin, with 

Sentiments of Piety that edify'd all the Lords who had 

attended, him. Juit before his Death he delivered a 

Memorial to the Palatin of Raffia, containing In- 

ftruclions, how th^ General whofliou'd be chofcnto 

fucceed him, fhould behave himfelf both in carr;in? 

on the War, and negociating a Peace; which Initmfti- 

ons were found fo prudent and judicious, that they 

were follow *d in every Point. He died on the fevemh 

of September 1 621, at the Age of threefcere, and a- 

ver'd with Glory, not only by Reafon of his frequent 

Victories, but alio on Account oftheNumberofhisVir 

tues; his very Enemies confefs'd, that Chance had ,10 

mare in hisTriumphs, which oughtonJy to beafcribed 

to his Wifdom, his Prudence and his Merit. Ts'cvtt 

was General more lamented or regretted by his Army ; 

his Remains were tranfported to IViina, where /fie 

Republick caufed a ilateJy Monument to be ereclcd 

over them. 

■ The Emperor Ofman % who did Juflice even to his 
Enemies, was very Javifh in his Praife, in the greateJi 
midft of his whole Court ; and faid, that if that great 
Man had been at the Head of his Army, as he was 
at that of the Po/es, he fhould not have fo much 
Trouble in conquering that Nation. As the Com- 
mand of the Army belong'd of Right to Lubomhikl, 
it was conferr'd upon him : The Lithuanians' at Jirit 
made fome Difficulty of obeying him ; but when 
they faw that Prince Uiadijiaus himfelf fubmittcd 10 
it, they follow 'd his Example. This new General held 
a Council of War on Horfeback, in Sight of the 
whole Army, the better to itrengthen his Authority : 
And in order to gain the Good Will of the Soldiers, 
he engaged to fee perform V*i the Promife.majc by 
his Pwdecetfor, of giving them a conjiderablc Prefent 

ovt^and above their Arrears. 

•."'1. ■ During 
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During thefe Tranfaclions, the Coffacks, who let 
flip no Opportunity of attacking their Enemies, be- 
ing inform 'd that Ufaim, the late Grand-Fizier, in 
order to regain his Mailer's Favour, had laid the 
Defign nf fur prizing Camhiirck ; that to this End he 
had paf'd the '77/ <% and had incamped in a Valley on 
the Sid ■ •>{' th.it River; pafs'd over it to the Num- 
ber of t:n thoufand, under the Cover of a dark 
Night, drew near Ui aim's Iutrenchment.% carry'd 
them, and killed three hundred Turks, who were 
halt'aflccp. 

Thiscaufed a terrible Alarm, infomuch, that the 
Turks, inftead of fighting, ran to their Bridge to fave 
themfelves by Flight. Ufaim* who was actually brave, 
and an able General, would fain have rally'd them, 
but they gave no Ear to him, and he fell himfelf in- 
to the Hands of the Coffacks, who, not knowing 
him, plundered him of hi'- Arms, his Money, and his 
rich Clothes; in fhort, ftiipi him (lark naked. But 
during the Tumult and Confufion of their Plunde- 
ring he had the Dexterity to make his Efcape into 
the Woods, where, after having been miferably torn 
in getting through the Briars, Thorns, and Brambles, 
he had the good Luck to find a Cave, which ferved 
to flicker him till Day-light: Then hearing no more 
Naife, he ventur'd out, and got again to the Sty't/w y £ 
Camp, where he had much ado to make himfelf. 
known, his Face and Body was lb greatly disfi-'.y;., 
gured. 

The Coffacksy contented with the rich Booty they 
had got on this Occafion , convey'd it to' their 
Camp, upon a Number of Horfewmd Camels^, taken* 
likewife from Uja.mh Forces. Of man, imaged at 
fo many Loiles daily, rcfolved to give a general Af- 
foult to the Polifi Camp, contrary to the Opinions 

of 
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of themoft experienced Baffas of his Council, who 
knew that the Miferies the Enemy laboured under, 
would conquer them more effectually than their 
Arms; but the Emperor refolved to be obeyM ; and 
the whole Army prepared for this great Action the 
next Day, being September 28. 1621. a Day con It- 
erated by the Rowifb Church to the Memory of S;. 
Wcneejlaus, a Pcle, and King of Bohemia. 

At Day-break, the Sultan advanced foftly, at the 
Head of his whole Army drawn in up Battle Arrav, 
within Mufkct-fhot of the PoHJh Jntrenchments. 
A hundred Pieces of heavy Cannon begun the Ac- 
tion, with fo terrible a Noife, that the Ecchoes re- 
peating the Sound, .it was heard thirty Leagues from 
the Camp. This continual Fire caufed a Diforder 
in feveral Quarters ; upon which Of man caufed the 
Camp to be attack'd in five different Places: The 
Turks behaved themfelves with more Refolution than 
at other Times, being animated by the Prefence of 
their Emperor, who at the Head of a Body of Spabi' t 
attack'd in Peffon the Cavalry commanded by Gene- 
ral Prufinout'u who had retired into a Valley, to le- 
cure himfelf from the Fire of the Artillery. 

At the fame time, Of man caufed another Body 
of Janizaries to aitack the Woods which cover 1 J 
that Valley on both Sides. The Janizaries, with- 
out (landing to fire, entei'd boldiy into the Woods 
Scymeter in Hand, and covering thcmlelves with their 
Buckler, put to Flight the Hungarian and German 
Infantry, although they were advantagcoufly polled, 
and drove them Ufore them through the Trees, Thic- 
kets, and Brian;, to the Foot of a Fort the Cofach' 
had abandoned. Hereupon Ofwan, obferving that hi* 
Horlie had then nothing 10 fear from the Fire of 
that Foot, puJh'd Prnjimuu\ Cavalry fo vigoroufly, 

that 
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iin: he rmitfvi ihem, and drove then to the Extrc-

Lu bom irjky, who was brifkly engaged with the Grand 
I'taer, being informVi by that Prince of the State of 
: : ie Attack, and the Danger they were in of being 
!liued, orderM a Detachment of the you>h\rjl and 
moil aftivc of each Regiment, to be lent to their Af- 
liltancc : This occafion'd a generous Difputc between 
die young and old Soldiers, every one demanding to 
go at the Head of this Party ; the young alledging, 
that they fhould get there foonefl, and the o!d % 
that this Honour was due to the Merit of their for-

mer Aclions ; and this noble Emulation made them 
rill aft w r th fo much Ardour, that they were nut 
long in getting to the Prince. 

But what is yet more to the Honour of the P hi 
in this Extremity, is, tlv.U the Sik and M'ouK/icil t 
who found in themfelvcs Strength enough 10 inarch 
to the Defence of their Country, left their Beds 
took up their Arms, and ran to the Affiltance of their 
Companions. A Magnanimity worthy of etcrn.il 
Remembrance, which, at the fame time, th.u it 
proves the uncommon Bravery of this warlike Na- 
tion, ought to fcrve as an Example to ail others. 

The General.-- Prufixcuii and Rufinouu, who, for 
fomc Hours, had made but a faint Defence, finding 
thcmfelves thus relieved, rcfum'd their Courage, 
and attacking the Turks on ail Sides with Vigour, 
drove them back, and even fulUin'd, till Night, th^ 
utmofl E/Vorrs of the ircfli Troops the Sultiw h.iJ 
jnadc ad\ ance agaiuil them. 

Tlie Fidu was neither lefs hot, r.or Iek WvoJy .it 
the' other Attacks; the Turks behaved with an ex- 
traordinary Resolution all the Time of this Ac 'dot- ; 
the courageous Oprnw animating them i'o much 
bv his Prufence, Voice, and Actions, that tiny 
\vere indefatigable. This Prince vifned twice ;.ll 
the other Attacks, and had feveral Officers lulled hv 
Lis Side; and although this young Warriour wum;I 
a Temper all Fire, he gave out .his Ordeiv, in ii;e 
jnidll of Danger, with as gre-ta Prcicnce of Mind, :ia 
if he had I. ten in his own Palace; and was eipully 
admired lor his Prudence, and his Intrepidity. But, 
on the other hand, Piincc UindijlauSj L,ubom'irjh^ % 
and the other Polijb Generals, by their great Action::, 
de.ferved thofc eternal Prail'es and Encomiums which 

their (Jounti y has juilly conferred upon therri.. 

Never- 
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Neverthelcfs, in fpke of all their furprizing Ef- 
f.-rrs the Turks fought with fuch Obltinacy, thi-t 
railing but the Night could make them retreat. 
The Emperor Ofr/hV! feemM highly fatisficd with 
their Behaviour this Day, hoping to carry the Polijb 
C.:mp the very next Afiault, and ncglecling nothing 
to rtrcrurc for it. 

But the deplorable Mifery under which the Polifo 
.Army libouiM, was an Enemy yet much more to 
be .treaded by them than the Turks. They were in 
c* lire want of Pmvinon ;:r.d Forage ; their Horfes were 
wi'hyjt Strength or Vigour, their only NouriflimenC 
{•■c : .v: to browze upon the Branches of Trees, which 
h'd caufed a Mortality amongft them; Want had 
r.l.o o.'cifionM ;-. fort of Contagion in the Camp, 
■..!:l';h fprc.id into the neighbouring Piovinces, where 
i: nr.ide ;i tcrri! .K: H.ivock: Bcfidcs thi*, they were 
ir. io *',k::c van: of Powder and Ball, that they had 
Ic.rcY llii.'icier.t for one obflinatc Battle. To crown 
all their Misfortunes, ihey heard, tliat King Sigif- 
/•v. •:,/ had lolt Abundance of Time, in performing 
i\ Ceremony of the fnvclliture of ;he Dukedom 
o! Pr;tf[ia, in Favour of William Marquis of Bran- 
i'unourgb , who had pro mi fed him powerful Suc- 
cuirs, but had disappointed him when he was in 
Poflcllion of P ruff; a. They were informed alfo, 
that the King of Poland had got together a Quantity 
of Corn to fend to the Camp; and that the Arrier- 
Ban had been fummonM, but that all this went 
on ii> fiowly, that the whole Army would be in 
Danger of pcrifhing belurc the Arrival of thefe Suc- 
cours. 

All thefe Con fide rat ions having been laid by 
Prince XJIadlf.ims^ before a great Council of War, 

dctermin'd the Affembly, to hear the Propolals 
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brought by Fere I From the Grand- Vizier, before the 
laft Battle. Accordingly he was favourably received, 
the more, becaufe the PaiTports he brought with him 
were drawn up in a good Form, and fuch as the 
Poles required. The Council were even of Opi- 
nion, that Dilaver feem'd to aft with more Since- 
rity than his Predeceflbr the Vizier XJjmm y who 
had never had any other Intention than to amuic 
them by all Fevel\ Journies backwards and for- 
wards, he being rather defign'd as a Spy, than as a 
Mediator. 

It was refolved then to (end AmbafLdor* to *.!.;: 
*Turki(b Camp, with the i-.LCc^ary Powers for lus- 
ting of a Peace : But when they were about to r ■.:;-.; 
them, there arofe great Difpures between the Coai- 
jnillioricn; and Senators, caeh of them orctendir,^ to 
this Honour; the Senators on account of their D\.i- 
nity, and the Cotnnn!]i--.icrs, bccaule -he Aficmb'v 
of the States had intrullcd to them the Duveti'-: 1 1.1 
this War. At lail it was referred to the Di_e ; f-'.n ■ 
Priijcc Uid'iijLun , and General Luhimirjls;, u!,.> 
clioic from umong the c .r.aLors, &t.-i/ii/l, t ;n /..:.;■ 
viiifi\ and from unvnr; the Commiiiioncj>, j •■ ■■ > 
So/'/'/A-y y both wife, and prudent Men, and of great 1.x- 
pcriom e. They like wife named Audrtw Z-JJt /;..''•, 
Secret. n y t-f State, and Chancellor to Piincc U/,;..'..- 
A?//;, to receive into his Cullody, the At tides ^i 
Peace, when finned. 

• F.vcry thing being thus fettled, the Aniballadur, 
fet out, accompanied with the Flower of the Nu- 
bility, nsfoonasthe General had delivered them hi; 
Letter;; to the 6V//A/;/, and Unwd-FizUr, with magni- 
ficent Pre! en is for each of them, and for the chid 
Mini Hers oi* the Purh\ The Grand- Fizier 9 with 
great Politcncfs, ordered fcveral OlKccrs of the Ports 
to meet them, and compliment them in hia Name :

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RaJuIo, Vayjode of Walachia y feat likewife fcveral 
Gciit'-cmcn on the fame Account. On their Arri- 
viijt- the Camp, the Amballkdors were made pais 
-•.;ii:e rhrough it, out of Ofientation, to flicw thc:n 
to ■:.!! the Army, the Vizier having given out that 
!:icv were come to iue for Peace, and to fubmit to 
vr: a Trihnte. The Poks could not lido adniiri^v 
v.v: Or.lcr an-J Riches ot ihis Camp, and the Fj-.ver 
o: the Grdf:J-Siguior^ which are beyond Dcieiv^Loii. 
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The Qrofid-Vixicr had caufed Pavillions to 
pnpircd for their Reception in Radulus Quarter, 
ivkre, as foon as tlicy dhmoanted. they were vi- 
I "ted by the chief Miniilers of the P-jrte 9 and u" th-* 
Va-jvo-k of Walixcb'uu which Lifter lent to offer ihc:u 
whatever they might Hand in need of; however, th:y 
refcied it haudfomly, and would not accept an > thing 
o! him but Lodging. In return, they lent the Se- 
cretary of the Embafiy, to afTurc him of the Regard 
they had for his Interpohtion and Mediation ; adding 
that they mould confer with him, without Refer ve, 
as a Prince who was a Cbrijium, and a Friend and 
Neighbour to Poland \ that he might .i r ;reo with the 
P'irte, en the Time and Place, for advancing the 
Treaty of Peace between the two Crowns; and that 

they ih&iiJd rfl.vayt pa}' a ^rcat Ddciciicc to his Ad- 
vice. 

Ncvu'thclcfs, there were great Rcnfoninf.s upon 
t'd:- Embaffy : Some fa id, thai au Affair i-l this Im- 
i*. vtancc ought to he treated on in a Place that was 
independent, and tu,t in the Enemy's Camp; others 
J Hedged that ihcTwli vvo.ihl ;akc Advantage of thib 
Step, to aicribe to thumfclves the Honour and Glory 
of this Campaign. But all this Vanity was out of 
Scffon, in the melancholy Condition of the Poles ac 
that Time ; they had done enough to prove that 
UVy Wanted neither Courage nor Bravery; and that 

I i nothing 
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nothing but the Extremity to which the Army w;.? 
reduced, (their Deftruclion being inevitable, h- a 
longer Delay) induced them to have Recourfe to this 
Remedy : And all Men of,Senfe extolled die r ru - 
^enceof the Council, and -die Choice thev hsd r.-.a'c 
■of their AmbafTadors, from whofe Conilancy and Re- 
folution every thing was to be ex peeled. 

In fhort, as the Intcreftof their Country wa< tl-.e 
only thing they had in view, they re.bived xv.o:v. 'X 
themfclves to over look all the.^triiiing Nicuicwi' 
the Ceremonial, that the Conclusion ol' a l \«z 
might not rjSect with any Obltacles from then.: 
And the Secretary of the Embafiy being returnd, 
with a favourable Aniwer from the /",/ycWt of //".;- 
lacbia, who had lent with him feveral IValnchh.n 
Lords, to beg them to grant an Interview to his 
Senate, that were wairing for them, the Amlui!-.- 
c-or- did not h estate about it, but u-t cut tint Mo- 
ment. The } r ( iy-vo«c, at the Me;.d of hi:, Sei-.ait 1 , 
oame out of hio J'aviliions to receive thcp.i ; and ;.£";• r 
the nun u -si Comfiir.icots tiie Am labors dc!;v<:r\l 
him the Letters of General Luhomirjky^ and Prime 
VladiJIauSy defiring him to procure them an Aiuli- 
ciicc of the Fizier, as foon as poflible. This done, 
they went into a private Room, where none were 
prefent but the Fayvodc, with Katerdic> his fir it Mi- 
ni Iter, a very able Man, and mighty zealous for the 
Chriftian Religion, who promifed to ufe his gdbd 

Offices and Intercil to facilitate the Conclusion of the 
Treaty. 

Accordingly he did fo, and fhewed himfelf afaith- 
fbl Friend to Poland, both becaufe he was a CbrU 
Jrian, and becaufe it fuited with his own Intercil ; 
as the Vayvode could not eflablifh his Sovereignty up- 
on a firm Bafis, during the War, the Turk* being a v 
iblutc Mailers of his Country. The 'Grand Vi- 

ztir 
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%kr King informed thiit the Ambafl-idors were in 
the P r tV)VG t ic\ PavilHon, fent to compliment t hem by 
an Aga of the Janizaries , accompanied by fifty 
choftn Men of that Corp?, who ferved them as 
Guards during the whole Negotiation. 

Whilft both Sides were employ 'd therein wi;h 
Zeal, the Sultan, to whom this Pcvec guve great 
Uneafincfs, forefeeing plainly, that it deprived him 
for ever of the Hop.s of a Coi-tjuell, wherewiih he' 
had f^tterM himfdf fo agrccahlv, rei-dved c.iice mo:e 
to attempt fubduing the Pc/r : , by rr.aki::g a Ireth 
Attack upon their Camp: rh;t iiis Troops went 
about it fo faintly, aiu! behaved whh !b much Cow-' 
ardice, that it was incfll£tu;il. The Si.K'.iers mur-

mm\i again ft him continually, faying, that he fa- 
crificed them to his AniLiti^n, with D:-r.gn to de- 
li roy them ail, without any Maimer of Nceeliity. 
Thefc Difcourfes, whereof (),i?:,in wa'- c.w.^ly in- 
formed, inspired him with an in placable Hatred a- 
gainll thofe Poltroons, on whom he prcpuicd \o uLe 
a memorable Revenge. N evert he le's , whatever 
Diflikc he h^d" to a Peace, this Difi-bcdienrc c.f his 
Soldiers, which difabled him t'lom underukirg ar.y 
tiling, made him begin to fee, whh Jefs Chagrin, 
the Care his Minillcis took to biing it to a Conclu- 
fion. Add to this, that he had received fume 
Letters from Aphcndina, width awakening his Love,' 
made him abfolutely rcHolvc to put an end to the ' 
War. 

This Emperor, who nctuithftanding the Rcfo- 
luiion he had taken to forget that beauteous Maiden, 
had her Jmage always imprinted in his Heart, had 
not_beeh -able to fupport lo long an Abfence, '.with- 
out -hearing from her: This induced him, iVfhe* 
very Beginning of the Campaign, to appoint CcW' 
tiers, whole Bufmeis it was to go continually be*'* 

T 4 uvcen 
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tween the Camp and Conf./intimple. By this mew.-, 
lie wrote divers Times to the Muftfs Daughter; 
And although {he always anfwer'd him with Abun 
dance of Relerve, atfedting more Rcfpecl than Ten- 
dcrncfr, he was too much in Love himfelf, not b. 
pc<ceive, that this Colcinefs proceeded more Ikpi 
Spleen than Indifference. Wherefore, notw r. 
iUnJing rh'j continual Employment the War iov.--\ 
him, and the Dangers to which he expo'al liiiT; : '; 
eery Dav, his Pa/hon foon blamed out with \ib torn a 
'Violence, and. f/m-.M yet the more Strength, &> he 
Jiad no Oriels tiwrc, rhat could in the lea ft take 
his Thoughts of; iiom her; having brought no Wo- 
man with him, alledging, that fofi Plcafures oi'-'ht 
to meet with no Entertainment amonpft rea; War- 
riours. But this Continency rendefd him nniv 
ni( i-ii fenfiblc of the dear Remembrance he alv\.'v--, 
jciajr/d of Jlphcndhuiy of whom he was always tal- 
king to the Mufty, continually complaining of the 

the Coldnefs of her Letters. 

Hereupon this able Statefman, who faw how a- 
verfc this Prince was to Peace, refolvcd to take Ad- 
vantage of the reviving of his Love, by making that 
a Means oi* bringing him to confent to it- Where- 
fore lie fent Word to his Daughter of all that pafs'd 
in the Sultan\ Heait, ordering her, for the Wdfa-.c 
of the State, to write to him in a more tender Sty':, 
and, by giving him fome Hopes, induce him to 
conclude a Peace with Pviand. 

The beauteous /Ipheudina, who had done herftlf 
extreme Violence, in writing only to Oiman as to 
her Emperor, felt a fa ivt jt.y, in having fo gene- 
rous a Pretence, as the ' io^d of the Empire, to fol- 
low wHiout Reftraint the ieal Sentiments of her 
Soul Fhrter'd hefides with the Picafure of feeing

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But Fwel, who only Paidicd to gain his E:\k

fore, fending for thun, he* in fitted upon the Punifh- 
jnentofthc Coffacks* and the Tribute; reprefeming

During tlii; DifVomfe, Difarer carefully exami- 
ned the LooLs of the AmbafTadors; and not fcein^' 
any thing therein that feem'd to fhew the leaft Fear, 
u.is deiii'.'u.*-', ifpoiiiblc, to terrify them ; wherefore 
he told them, in a more fevere Tone, " That fince

At thefc Words, Z.oraz'itt**, chief of the Em- 
bally, anfwend with Resolution, " That till then

Victory would incline, at the F.nd of the War, 
fince that was a Point concealU from Mankind, 
God having referred the Knowledge thereof to

The Grand-Vizier, afloninVd at this Cnnflancy,

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Peace, and. Ufa'im and the Higb-Tre-u'urer never left 
the Ambafladors till tne Treaty was concluded. 
What is very certain, however, is, that the Pre- 
fen'ts Radulo had promifed the Vizier, and the other 
Minifters of the Porte, which were itill enlarged, tc 
remove all Difficulties, and forward the Negotiation, 
had all the Eft eft wherewith the Poles could ha\e 
flatter'd thcmfelves.

bv this means, they often obtain Pardon even f»,r 
their Extortions, and other Crimes. And 'tis to 
make thcmfelves Amend*; (hy the-'e immenfe F,k 
pences, that they facriHc: both the publick Wclfhie, 
and their Prince's Grandeur, to their own privr. 
Interelt. Neverthelefs, if the Turks are to be U 
lieved, \w the Subl'unc Porte that is the Centre ui 
Juilice and Equity ; but yet there h no Place in :'.w 
Univerfe where rlicy exerciie fuch Rapine, whi-. !: 
excite;; Horrour in all honeit Men, 

We mull not wonder then, if the Su/.'jvs, when 
convinced o[ thei'e Truths, treat the Bajfiti with .■> 
much Rigour; iinec what pailh. with us for the Ef- 
fect of Crueltv, is often only the Kfreft of their lullhv 
Neverthelefs, as Oi'?nati\ MinL.-Ts knew him to r:

without Jecming to give up tJie Honour of their So- 
vcrign ; :uid as the Tribute was one principal Point, 
they abandoned the Article of the Ct.jfiick), and in- 
iilled more than ever upon that.

Sihrfiy returned next Day to the Turkijh Camp, 
'\ha-c he was impatiently expected. 

Solrfiy having affured the Grand-Vizier, that 
King Swifmund fhould fend Ofman fuch an Ambsf- 
fador as was defired, and that he fliQuid bring the 
Prefent of the Republick, all other Difficulties were 
removed, and the Articles of Peace fettled the fame 
Day. The Grand-Vizdcr fumnion'd againlt next 
Day, all the other Vixirrs % the High-Treafurer, 
the Ctidilrjiicn, the fir 11 Cady, and all the Grand- 
Senior's Council, which met at Eight in the Mor-.' 
ni'i^, Qflobcr i8. 1621. D Haver, in a rich Habit, 
with all the .Marks of his Dignity, was placed in the 
middle of this Itately Aflcmbly, upon a large Sofa 
l'.u'l'cd above the rcll : This Jvliniller had likewife 
fummonU the Chancellor of the Chuvi <'f Tartary, 
ami the Pclifh Amhafladors brought with them S/a- 
v'tfltws Suli/rzouu, who had been named to attend 
the Sultan to C^'Lw.ihiQplCy in the Quality of Or- 
dinary Ambafiadoi.

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Daring this, the Emperor Of/ian, who revived 
to be informed of every thing, was in hh private 
Chamber, which Jook'd inro the Divan, and from 
whence he could fee and hear all without being Iccn, 
in the fame manner 3b in his Seraglio.

Pearls, and other Precious-ftoncs , whofe Lullre 

dazzled the Eyes: The Floors were cover'd with 

Perfian Carpets, and the Top with Velvet richly* 

cmbroider'd ; and one may fay, with great Truth, 

that the Magnificence of the Turkijb Emperor?, never 

appears with greater Splendour, than in an imperial 

Camp. 

At the Entrance of the Pavilliom, the Capigy Bajfii* 
or Captain of the Poors, with the Officers of that 
Body, carrying their Silver Maces in their Hands, 
put thcmfelvcs at the Head of the AmbaiFadors Re- 
tinue. When they had pjfi/d the fir II Door, they 
were conduced acjoi* ieveral Chambers, whufe

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fumptuous Furniture, at the fame time that it 
ilicw'd Of man** ivlagnirlccnce, gave them each Mo- 
'mentnew Caufc of Admiration. But when thev 
had enter'd the great Hail, where this IWonauli 
was feated, on a Throne fparkling with JewcV, 
with two Bows and a Javelin in his Hands, and ; 
Quiver hanging acrols his Shoulders, himfclf m:.-; 
glorious itiil, through the Charms of his Peri':;, 
than through the Grandeur wherewith he uaju- 
rounded, they were fcized with Admiration and 
Reipecl, and no longer took any Notice of the Mu- 
nificence which had attracted their Kyes belLnu 
Wholly taken up witJi admiring that anguit Objivt, 
they beheld, with the utrnofl: Ailonifhmcnt, the nio;i 
uncommon Beauty, and the molt engaging Youth, 
fupported by the Majefty, Prudence, and Gra- 
vity of the moil accomplifli'd Princes, all united in 
hisPerfon: By the blooming Charms that adorn M 
his Face, one would have taken him for the God of 
Love; and by his manly and warlike Air, one 
would have iworn he was the God of Battle ; in 
ftort, never was there an Objc-ct more likely to im- 
print on the Mind a Belief of Things the molt in- 
credible. 

Accordingly, the Poles coul«hardly believe that 
what they faw was real; and apSr. is natural to all 
Mankind to endeavour, and to love to plea fe ; the 
diicerning Of man reading partly the Ambafliidors 
Thoughts, in their very Eyc.% notwithstanding the 
Conitraint and the Ceremonial every one is obliged 
to obferve in this Court, became but ilill more a- 
ln table, by au Air of Satisfaction that appeared i 
over his Perfon. On one Side of the Throne, but 
jnuch lower, was the Mufi)\ the C.idiitiliers, with 
fevcral Cadis, and other Doctors of the Law ,• on 
the other was the Gnwd-l'izier Diiaver, the Vi- 
zitrs of the Bench, the Bcgietkgs of Romania ;uul

Jlines. When the Amh;ilMo>-s had been prefenred 
to the Gnvid-$i%nior\ and had kh-Al the H<.m of his 
Vui, ihov prefented to him Suti e-'/aid, as the Am- 
riliiidor who was to aitend him to G-j'ulaniinot-le.

After all thefe Ceremonies, the Peace was publifhM 

in the Turkijh Camp, where it occafionVl an univn- 

fal Joy, and every Place erho'd with the Prailes of 

Dilaz'er, in having, by his Prudence, concluded in 

fb fhorl a Time, an Affair of the gicatelt Impnr- 

tance in the World. The Night following, they 

tellif d their Satisfaction, by making an infinite 

Number of Bonfires in their Camp, by fcttint; 

lighted Torches on the Top of all their Tents an 

Pavillions, and by continual Difcliargcs of all their 

Camion. 

After 
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After their Example, the Poles and Coffhch did 
the fame in their Camps; and being defirons of Tur- 
pi fling the Turks in every thing, they gatherYl to- 
gether in one Heap, a vail Number of Trees, 
which they had fclPd and diltvihuted about the 
Camp% the very Beginning of the Campaign, and 
let them all on Fire. This prodigious Pile, be- 
ing once kindled, ieem'd a perfect Vulcano, and its 
Flames afcended to the very Skies; which, toge- 
ther with the continual Thunder of the Cannon, 
and fmall Arms of the three Camps was a Sight 
which, at once, caufed Terror and Admiration ; 
and which, at the fame time, gave fuch a Pleafure 
to the People round about, that they ran in Crowds 
to the Tops of the Mountains, to be Spechtors 
of it.

• Thus was every thing terminated to the Sathfar- 
tion of both Panic?, by the AddreJs of Lubwin :'\ 
in miking it believed, that his Army was dill r. r- 
ii-.ivlahle, and that it was deeamjAl, though rir.n: 
uetc none but the Sick and Woimdcd in the 'lei,'-. 
that were on the other Side of the Tin: Tue t\r* 
tides of" the Peace weie rhefc. 

That Staniflaus Suliicy.oiui jhtuld attend the Sultan 
to Louitumihople, in inutility of A^bajjador in Onii 
nary.

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That a Chiaoux Bafia Jbould go, with all Expedi- 
tion, to King Sigifmund'j Court, to efcort, with all

That this Ambaffador (Imdd be of one of the nobujl 
and moft confderable Houjh in Poland . 

'That he Jbould be attended by the Kings Sivretar\\ 
who, after the Manner of tbofe of other Cbnjliai; 
Princes, Jbould continue at the Ottoman Porte. 

That the Poles Jbould firbid the Coflacks failing 
vpm the Borifthenes, and ihould punijb them Severely, 
if t bey Jbould do any Injury to his ffigbn'cjfs Sub- 

jcflf. 

fha t the Tartars jbould make no Incur/ions into 
Poland, and Jbould be driven by the Sulttn from 
the Pajfage ofO'iakow. 

That they Jbould pay for whatever Damages tbiy 
thmld do the Poles, and that the Cham Jbould be 
pu/tijb'd by the Grand-Signior, bis proper Lord. 

That this Edicl Jbould not take place, when the 
Subjecls tf the two Princes went only to fjb, or 
hunt. 

That whenever the Tartars Jbould march under the 
Sultan*J Banners, towards the Frontiers of the Pro- 
vinces belonging to Poland, they Jbould neither do any 
Damage, nor penetrate into the Country, 

That the two Princes Jbould appoint CommiJioner$ 
Ufittk the Limits oftb$ two States. 

K That 
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That the King of Vdiand Jhould give the actuftotrli 
Allowance to the Cham of Tartary, and that k 
jhould caufe it to be carried to JafTo?, where the Cham 
jhould find to receive it ; and that the Cham Jhouk 
be obliged, like his Attcejlors, to take up Arms, an& 
march with his Trosps, whenever he was required by 
the Republick 0/ Poland. 

That none but Chriftian Prince* Jhould have tht 
Government of Moldavia, who Jhould he careful h 
maintain the Alliance between the two Crowns. 

That the Fortrefs and Cnftle «?/Choczin Jhould k 
put into the Hands of the Vayvode of Moldavia. 

That a free Trade and free Pnffage Jhould be al- 
lowed to the Su bj eels of both Crowns. 

That their Friends and Enemies Jhould be ejleemn 
ttonmon to both. 

That the ancient Treaties Jhould remain in tear 
'(full' Force, and that- the new ones fould be i/x-h- 
fah/e. 

And whoever Jhould attempt to violate any one oj 
theje Articles, Jhould be reckov'd perjured, and h 
punijtfd as fuch. 

The Grand-Vizier being convinced that th< 
Poles were decamping full:, the Turkijh Army did 
the fame next Day , in order to return to Con- 
"fiantinople. If the Poles had l/cavfurprizcd attheii 
Quiclcnefs in incamping, intrenching ''th&nfclves, 
and attacking them on the very Day of their Ax- 
»' ival, they were no lefs alloninYd to ftethe Camp 
'uken down, the Baggage, Tents, and Cheits, 

loaded 
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Wed upon Camels; the great Cannon, with the 
Ammunition, Provifion, and heavy Baggage, car- 
ried ro CboczJHy and the Army begin their Maich 
3:1 in one Day. 

They who have never been Witr-efTes of fuch 
Thing.-, or who have but a luperficia] Knowledge 
of the Ottoman Court , may probably take this 
for a Fiction, or an Exaggeration; but when thev 
have reflected on the boundlefs Authority of the 
Ttirkifi Emperors, and their Rigour in inforci ng the 
Execution of their Orders, the lead Negligence be- 
ing punifVd with the utmoft Severity, they will not 
find it difficult to believe, that fuch Multitudes of 
Men, who tremble at the Jeart Look of the Sultan* 
and arc wholly intent upon their own Bufinefs, o- 
bey him with fuch Readinefs. Jt is the Cuftom of 
the furkijh Emperors always to ufe the molt dread- 
ful Menaces, to infbrce Obedience to their Com- 
mands. I will inihmce two lingular Example* 
thereof. 

Sofyman the Magnificent, in his Iaft Campaign in 
Hungary, having detach'd Og/y Bajfa at the Head of 
thirty thouiand Men, which laid all the Country- 
wailc, gave him Orders to get a Bridge built over 
the Brave, to facilitate the Pafliigc of the Army he 
was leading in Perlbn. But the Baffa found the 
River fo overflow 'd, that he jndg'd the Thing in> 
pliable, and difpatch'd a Courier to So/p/j/w, to ac- 
quaint hinrwith this Obilacle. This Prince was at 
Table when the Courier arrived, and immediately 
wrote Word with his own Hand to the B,ifii, upoii 
his"N r ipkin, that if, at his Coming, iie dJd/>.otf*ft)d 
the Bridge finiuYd, he would have him itranglcd 
with that very Napkin which he feiit hint by the 
Courier. Hereupon tiie Bajja facriiiefcd the Lives 
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of twenty thoufand Men, to favehi.s own, and com- 
pleated the Bridge before Soiymarfs Arrival. 

Scfim II. likewife, his Son, having fent a for- 
midable Army, commanded by the Baft Mrfa- 
fha, to conquer the Kingdom of Cyprus'* \vhic\i he 
pretended belonged to him ; Nuftapha befiegud A7- 
cofttu the Capital of the Jfland, both by Sea :v.d 
Land, Augufl 18. 1 570. But meeting therein vvi-h 
infupcrahlc Difficulties, and having loft his belt Sol- 
diery he wrote to acquaint Mm therewith. The 
Emperor, having perufed his Letter, fent him orJy 
this moit Anfwer, under hib own Hand- 

The Kingdom ^Cyprus, or tby Hea 0. 

Mujlapha fliuddcr'd on reading this Laconuk 
Scroll, and drawing frelh Courage from his Fear, 
redoubled his Efforts fo effectually, reckoning the 
Lives of his Soldiers as nothing, that on September 
*io th r 570. he carry'd the Phce by Storm j the Gar- 
rifon being cut in Piece?, the City fack'd, and the 
Nobility exterminated. He then befieged and took 
Famagofla, and after facrificing fourfcorc thou- 
fand Men, fubdued this beautiful Kingdom to the 
Ottoman Empire. 

*Tis this way thefe Monarchs find the Mears to 
make them ft Ives obey'd, even in the molt difficult 
Things i and it is by thefe tremendous Commands, 
that fince Ottoman I. who fucceeded his Father 
Ortoguh, \ti 1289. the moil powerful Empire which 
ever was, fince the Time of the Rowans, has been 
tflablilh'd and prefer v'd. 

'Tis not therefore to be wonderM at, that, in 
#ne Day, Sultan Ofman\ Army, confiiFmg of fuch 
Numbers, at I have already obferved, took down

iixiy thoufand Pavillicns , an infinite Number of 
Tents, loaded all the light Baggage, lodg'd in Safety 
the heavy Artillery, Ammunition, and Provifion, 
and afterwards begun their March, fince this Em- 
peror wad neither left feared, nor lefs obey'd than 
his Predeceflbrs. The Beolcrbeg of Romania led 
the Van, and the Beglerbeg of Natolia brought up 
the Rear ; whilil the Emperor was furrounded by 
the Janizaries and Spahis, which arc the Troops 
of his Houfhold, and which form'd the Body of the 
Army. In the middle of this Centre, there is al- 
v.avs a great Space, which is taken up by rive hun- 
dred Archers, drawn out of the Body of the Jani- 
zunes, all old experienced Soldiers, and of ap- 
proved Courage. Tivefe are the real Body Guard, 
and arc called Solacks. 

They are only armed with a Scymeter, a Poniard, 
and a gilt Bow; their Quiver is of poiilifd Steel, 
inlaid with Gold and Silver, adorn M with Gold 
Hoops, and full of Arrows: Half of them march on 
iiie right of the Su/t.w, and are all left handed, and 
the other half on his left, und are all right handed, 
tiu;t neither the one nor the other, when they ilioot, 
may turn their Backs upon their Monarch, which, 
fin.ong the Turks, is an unpardonable want of Ref- 
pect. The Sultan gives thele Archers extraordi- 
nary Pay, and a molt magnificent Habit: Their 
Turbans are wrought with Gold, and furrounded 
with a Gold Circle, enrioiwl with Precious-Hone*; 
Over this is a large Plume of white Feathers, out 
of which conies a Tuft of black ones ; a Mixture 
that forms a molt beautiful Variety. This Guard 
never leaves the Prince's Pcrfon, and prevents the- 
Approach of any one whoibevej;, unleis the Sultan- 
fends for him. 
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If on their March they mull cwfs any River, 
they wade over it if {hallow, and if deep they lwim. 
almoft without quitting their Ranks. When the 
Water reaches up to their Knees , the Sultan gives 
them a Crown each ; if it is above their WaJlc, they 
have two; and even three, if it comes IlilJ high-r; 
hut that Bounty is only lor the iiril River, all the 
reft go for nothing. 

'Twas in this (me Order the Ottoman Ar:v\ 
marched, which the Jirl! D<w went but four "VIm- ; 
but next Morning they fet out again a little ni'- . 
Midnight, and march VI on till Noon, accord nr; t-j 
iheCui'om q( the Turks, and io held on to O/'A-c- 

m 

tinoftie. No foorer was it heard in this great L'hv, 
that the Army were upon their Return, but the 
People made infinite Rejoicings; and the Joy was ib 
much the greater, becaufc D Haver had fent thither 
Emifiaric?, who gave out that the Sultan had not 
granted Peace to the Poles, till they had fubniir- 
ted to pay a Tribute to the Porte; that an AiiiIkiI- 
fador of that Nation attended the Sultan , and an- 
other was to follow foon after with the Tribute; 
that the Poles, when they died for Peace, had be- 
gun, by laying their Arms at his Feet, in prcfenting 
him with a Javelin curich'd with Jewels, and iome 
Cannon admirably wrought, refolving no more to 
ufe them againft him, but againil the Enemies of the 
Ottoman Family. 

Thus the Grand-Vizi$r, like an able Statefman, 
knew how to make his own Advantage of every 
Trifle, to impofe on an ignorant rude People, who 
never. diving to the Bottom of tho Matter, dwell 
only on the Surface of fuch Things, as may flatter 
their Pride and Vanity. This is the Reafon why 
the Turks t fincc that Day, have look'd upon the 

1 Pgla 
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pelts as fubjeft *.j.' tributary to th? Porte: Al- 
though the great S'JP Pj Lis evidently fhown them 
the contrary, m the two famous Battles he gain'd 
over then - :, under the Reign of Mabwt IV. the 
one at Cbocxin* in i66y and the other at the 
railing of the Siege of Vienna, in 1683. 

In the mean while, the Emperor Of man refol- 
ving to make a triumphant Emry inro Corijl.wtino- 
p!i t iilucd Orders for the rendring that Day magni- 
ficent and memorable : He e\ en difpatchM a 
Chiacux, with an Ordjr to the Su/ta/;a-Q^cen to 
meet him, as far as Adrlanople % with the Prince his 
Son. This young Child was then indifpofed; but 
the Suitanefs not daring to difobey the Emperor, on 
any Pretence whatfoever, fet out, together with the 
Prince ; and his Sicknefs was increafed fo much by 
the Fatigue of Travelling, that he died within two 
Days journey of Conftantimple. 

This News touched the Suit fin very fenfibfy, and 
even the Army were very much afflicted ; but ne- 
verthelcfs Of man continued his March, and arrived 
at Adr l ample ^ where the Suftana-Qgecn waited 
his Coming. But he gave her fuch a cold Rccep* 
tion, and his Indifference to her was fo very vifible, 
that (lie was inconfolable thereat, not knowing to what 
to impute it; but they who were privy to Of /nan's 
Paflion for Apbendina, were not in the lead furprized 
at it, that Prince having only fent for the Sultana, 
to add to the Pomp of his Entry, and not out of any 
Impatience to fee her : In effect, he had no Love 
hut for the Mufty's Daughter, to whom he fent 
Couriers every Day, to inform her of his March. 
Great was his Dciire of again beholding her, but 
notwithstanding that, he* thought fit to incamp 
tor eight Days, to give his Army fome Rcpo/c, 
and prepare for his triumphant Entry ; He then dif- 

mtftrM 
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mifs'd part of his Ajian Troops, who pafs'd the 
Bofphorus at Gallipoli, whilfi. Jiis Army continued 
their March, in the fame Order, towards Ccnhn- 
tinople, where every thing was making ready for his 

Reception. 

At his Approach, the People of the adjacent Ci- 
ties and Countries, met him in his PafTage, not fo 
much out of Curiofity to behold this llately March, 
as to have a Sight of the Emperor Ojinan y on whom 
they beftow'd a thoufand BIcffings, being never 
weary of admiring him, and fmging his Praifes. 
*Tis certain alfo, that this amiable Prince very well 
deferved them, by a thoufand fine Qualities that 
had not been obferved in any oi his Predeccflbrs ; 
and that he had therewith a Perfon fo full of 
Charms, that it was impollible to fee him without 
loving him. 

Being come within half a Day's March ofCcnfi ;/;- 
tinopk, he again c.iufed his Army toincamp; where- 
upon the Inhabitants of that City came in Droves to 
admire the Order of his Incampment, the fame J)if- 
ciplinc being obferved therein, as if the Army kid 
been in the Preieuce of their Enemies. 

Ofman then gave Orders for fevcral Rejoicings, 
but not-being able to be fo near Aphcndiua without 
feeing her, and fharing with her the Glory uf his 
Triumph, he wrote to her in the molt tender 
Terms, and begg'd her to come to his Camp, and 
increafe its Splendour by her Prefence, and re- 
ceive, in the Face of all his People, the molt fig- 
nal Marks of his Refpcft and Love. Not fatisfied 
with this Letter, and Hill fearing the HaughtineU of 
this beauteous Maiden, he obliged the M'tfty to 
write alfo to induce her not to refufc him. The 

High>-Pnclr, who Jaw nothing in this Step that waj 

cou- 
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contrary to Decency, did as the Sultan dcfired him, 
and the incomparable Aphendina , who ardently 
Iong\i to behold again a Prince whom Hie adored, 
made no Difficulty of complying with her Father's 
Orders: But refolding to let the «$#//<?#/?- Queen, and 
the other Ladies of the Seraglio fee, that fhe did not 
come to pay them any Homage, but only to do Ho- 
nour to the Sultan* Hie arrived at the Camp with 
the Equipage of a Queen; and Of man, who could 
no longer conceal his Love, and who had fore- 
feet! what would be Aphtndina\ Pride on this Oc- 
cafion, being willing to give her an authentick Proof 
of his Value and Eltecm for her, fent an Officer, at 
the Plead of two hundred Spabh to meet her, and 
conduit her to her Father's Pavillions. 

An Honour fo confiderable, and till then fo un- 
iifual at the Ottoman Court, open'd the Eyes of the 
Army, and the imperial City, who that Moment 
discovered the Emperor's extreme Love. No body, 
however, was furprized thereat, all knowing, or 
having heard talk of, the dazzling Beauty of tha 
Mi/ftyh Daughter; befides which, they were not 
ignorant that they had been bred up together, and 
had imbib'd a mutual Love for each other, from their 
Jnldncy : But if the People were not Iurprized, the 
Sut'tana-Quccn, and all the Ladies in the Seraglio 
were ready to bur it with Rage and Envy; and bur- 
ning with Hatred and Revenge, they bent their 
Thoughts, from that very Moment, on rinding the 
Means, either to break fo amiable an Union, or ut- 
terly to deftroy the augult Objects of it. 
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
